Commissioner Raymond: I would like 
to bring some of my matters to the at- 
tention of the Commission. In reference 
to snow removal, we will have spent to- 
night about $175,000 and we have made 
a very thorough removal of the snow, I 
think, in the central parts of the city, 
and our aim is to clear the main arteries, 
certainly as far as congestion is apt to 
occur in them, and tonight I think the 
city will be in such shape that we can 
lay off the large number of men we have 
employed and return to our employees, 
We will continue to operate the two 
steam shovels and they will do a lot of 
work for us, but I think we have gone 
as far as we should in expense. In look- 
ing over other cities nearby here I feel 
we have a remarkably clean city in view 
of the heavy fall, which was eighteen 
inches, and compared with other cities 
we have a remarkably clean city. I 
don’t believe any other city in the country 
could show such an extensive area of 
cleared streets. It pays in our business 
centers and it expedites traffic on the 
main arteries, but I can’t undertake to 
give all the citizens clear streets, nor 
keep most of the streets perfectly clear. 
There has got to be a point at which 
we stop work, and it is winter and there 
has been a snow fall and the snow will 
have to stay there on the sides of the 
street until nature removes it—in the 
streets that are now left. It would cost 
untold fortunes to make any more exten- 
sive cleaning than we have done. We 
have as large a program as any city and 
our bill will be $175,000 by tonight. 


That brings me to other matters which 


a 


I would like to bring up while speaking. 
I am coming in today, following a sug- 
gestion which was made, and which 1 
think was an excellent one, and one of 
my own thoughts, too. I have tried to 
postpone all increases in salary until the 
budget for 1925 was made up. I have 
included all the increases which I am 
about to ask the Commission to vote for. 
They are very extensive. They include 
engineers and inspectors and foremen, and 
a general increase in the department. It 
is made necessary by the cost of living, 
by the fact that many of our foremen— 
take my street foremen—if you compare 
the work my street foremen do with the 
work any other officer does, 1 mean police 
officer or health inspector or any other— 
my men are certainly on a par with them. 
‘They are given a district and are sup- 
posed to keep it clean and remove the 
garbage and ashes and they are held to 
a strict accountability. They have a 
highly responsible position which involves 
the safety and comfort of people living 
in the city. I have increased them, I 
think to their maximum of $2,280. That 
isn’t much money for men who do the 
work these foremen do. I have done the 
same thing right through the department, 
without mentioning the details, and I have 
tried to be fair. I have given the matter 
months of consideration, with the Chief 
Engineers and others, and I have talked 
with the men, and I realize that it is a 
' general increase but we cannot get good 
service if we don’t pay for it. We can- 
not keep up the courage and enthusiasm 
of our men if we don’t give them a living 
wage. 


I have some special matters I would 
like to call to your attention. For in- 
stance, Mr. Goline Doremus has been 
found remarkably fitted for the work of 


street cleaning. He has made a good 
record and has constantly borne a great 
burden in that work and we are very 
fortunate to have been able to have him 
develop himself here, as he has, under the 
assistance of Mr. Costello, but we can’t 
retain an engineer who can do the type 
of work he does, who keeps the city con- 
stantly clean and keeps the thing con- 
stantly on a scientific basis of economy, 
and who can do the work that has been 
done in this snow removal, unless we 
pay him, and I am recommending a raise 
of $1,000 for Mr. Doremus, making his 
salary $5,500. Any city in the country 
would be glad to pay an engineer who 
could supervise such work as this, $5,500. 
That would not be considered excessive 
anywhere. I shall apply to the Civil 
Service Commission for a change of his 
title to Supervising Engineer, but I think 
it better in the management of such a 
large ‘bureau as that, that he have a 
title of that sort. 


I have raised the Chief Engineer of 
the Division of Water, and I have in- 
creased the salaries of the other engineers 
in charge generally through the depart- 
ment, and I have tried to be fair to all, 
and above all to be fair to the taxpayers 
and see that they get a dollar in value 
for every dollar we spend of their money. 


Now, in regard to labor, I have been 
obliged to increase my labor. I can’t 
hold them unless I do. The shovelers in 
the Bureau of Sewers who are receiving 
$29.00 a week, I will have to increase to 
$31.50 per week. In the Bureau of Street 
Cleaning we will have to pay the shovel- 
ers $31.50 per week, and the laborers the 
same as in the Bureau of Sewers. 


Now in regard to the apparatus in the 


, 


. 


Bureau of Street Cleaning, I would like 
to say a word to the Commission. When 
I took this Department over it had no 
apparatus whatever. There wasn’t any. 
It had a lot of worn-out tumble-down 
wagons and miscellaneous horse-drawn 
plows, and nothing else. We have not 
only put in apparatus to replace what we 
have had, but we have expanded the scope 
of the work of the street cleaning depart- 
ment. We have put in heavy motor 
` vehicles with flushers on them, and the 
more of these we have the better the 
people like it. We have demands all 
over the city for flushing of the streets. 
It is wonderful for cleanliness and it is 
very sanitary, and if the people want it 
they are entitled to it. Of course, these 
things cost money. 


In reference to our snow equipment, 
we are lamentably lacking in what we 
have. I think if we had better snow 
equipment we could do the work cheaper. 
We want more snow shovels and plows. 
I am asking for a bond issue of $150,000 
to equip us in better shape, so that we 
can be in pretty good condition when we 
have used this money in that way. Those 
matters I shalt bring up this morning. 


I also would like to say—I don’t want to 
take too long a time—but yesterday I held 
a public sale in pursuance of your recom- 
mendation of six and some fraction acres 
of Dock Property. Mr Adolph Segall 
paid $150,000 for the fee simp'e title 
to these acres. They run along a margin 
of dock and street. The margin of dock 
and street constituted another tract in the 
transaction and was offered for lease. 
It was offered on a twenty-year lease and 
I asked bids on a rental on the basis of a 
lease of twenty years on that property, 
which is the water front, and it seems 


to develop a sugar refinery it.is uecessary 
that they have dock front property. 1 
realize there are difficulties about it, but 
I think you will remember when we made 
our minds up to change our policy we 
got the advice of the most distinguished 
and reputable engineers in the country 
Mr. Staniford and Mr. Goodridge, and 
they advised under all the circumstances 
it was the proper thing to do. There may 
have been an impression abroad that it 
was a hasty action on my part. It wasn’t 
at all hasty but it was forced upon me 
through maybe two years of effort on 
the part of Dr. Kraemer to move this 
property, and we have been constantly 
met by the objection that they had to 
have control of the water-front in order 
to start it, and I felt, instead of being 


guilty of haste that I possibly might be: 


charged with vaccillation in not having 
taken some step before. It is a change of 
plans and I think will not in any way 
affect the development of the tract. It 
will not affect it as a great warehouse 
site, because our future depends upon the 
extension of piers out into the Bay, and 
the building of warehouses, and it de- 
pends on the extension of the in-land 
channel further in-land, where we are re- 
serving land for it, and what we feel is 
that if we can get something started and 
get a going corcern there, with a big 
business, it will be the best thing in the 
world for Port Newark. It needs a start, 
and Mr. Segal, who has made the deposit 
which the conditions of sale required, 
assures me that he has men of the highest 
financial standing interested in forming 
a company to go ahead with the business 
of sugar refining, which will bring in 
millions of dollars, and which will bring 
millions of dollars into the city. It is a 
fine proposition and I think the price is 
fair, and so this morning I shall ask you 
to approve that sale on my recommenda- 
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tion. The annual rental will be $10,000 a 
year. 


Commissioner Brennan: Rental for 
the water-front?

Commissioner Raymond: At my re- 
quest, Commissioner Howe has introducea 
today an ordinance for a bond issue of 
$650,000, which requires, I think, some 
comment, certainly for the benefit of the 
public, although there has been a great 
deal of publicity about it. This is the 
amount the North Jersey District Water 
Supply Commission has decided should be 
tendered the Hewitt interests for the 
hundreds of acres which make up the 
greater portion of the Wanaque Develop- 
ment. I can’: tell you how many acres 
there are, but we have had experts ap- 
praising it there and we have reached 
the conclusion that this is the best offer 
to make. These other towns have not 
yet paid any money and the Commission 
is without funds. If the Commission 
waits too long to make this tender it will 
have to begin condemnation proceedings 
and it will cost us more money. With an 
absolute lack of public spirit the Hewitt 
people are continuing to make pretended 
improvements there in the way of de- 
veloping residences and building dams, 
and putting in streets, with the mere pur- 
pose of increasing the valuation of the 
property. We feel that we should put 
up the money. I am asking the city to 
do it. It will bring us above our quota 
but we will get it back with five per cent 
interest, and it will be a good investment 
in every way. 


Commissioner Howe: I offer the tax 
budget for the year 1925, and ask its 
approval.

Commissioners of the City of Newark, 
New Jersey. 


We will not be benefited by these itm- 
provements and protest against any as- 
sessments for ary such improvements. 


The Ivy Realty Company will benefit 
by these improvements and the cost 
thereof shall be borne by them. 


(Signed by 37 property owners). 


Mr. H. Baer, 675 Sanford Avenue: I 
am in favor that these streets should be 
opened. A year and a half ago Under- 
wood Street was dead land. We paid 
21.9 cents taxes to the City of Newark. 
Today there is thirty houses built on 
the street and the city collects $7,000 in 
taxes. There is all this land lying up 
there and it is a‘'detriment. These streets 
are in the heart of the city and should 
be opened. It only takes four or five 


years until they will be connected with 
South Orange. 


Commissioner Howe: You want it 


opened ? 


Mr. Baer: I haven't got petitions but 
I can get one-hundred names. Further- 
more, the whole Vaiisburg section around 
the Lincoln School is a fire trap. Your 
Fire Department should be consulted. I 
asked a Fireman the other day how he 
is going to get in here in case of fire. 
He says we will leave the engine outside 
and run the hose in. 


Mr, Alexander: Why don’t you have 
a little civic pride and clean your street? 
We cleaned our street. 


Mr. Baer: Every taxpayer has a ben- 
efit to it. Underwood Street only a short 
time ago two other companies built 
houses there. We paid 21.9 cents taxes 
for a square foot. The houses were 
valued at the average of six thousand 
dollars. These streets should be opened 
up and the entire community have the 
benefit. 


Mr. Alexander: Speaking for the Im- 
provement Association, we are not oppos- 
ing the opening of those streets, but we 
want the peuple directly benefited to pay 
for the opening. We are not opposing 
the opening. We are opposing the assess- 
ment. 


Mr, Connolly: We are not opposed 
to it, but we shouidn’t pay for it. 


Mr. Alexander: If there were a group 
of people that needed to come out we 
would be willing to pay. If these people 


want to develop the land, let them develop 
it, but we don’t want to pay for it. There 
are twenty-five people here now who are 
opposed to it. ` If you want to hear each 
one they will speak.

Commissioner Howe: You will have 
an opportunity to come before the As- 
sessment Commissioners.

Mr. Congleton: The matter of the 
Assessment comes before the Assessment

Mr. Alexander: Richelieu Place had 
that same condition. When it gets up- 
stairs, they say, “We have to get this 
money and you people have to be the 
goats.” If it is stopped here it is done. 
Let Harry Stevens or Breakenridge and 
Tichenor pay for it; they are getting the 
benefit of it. 


We don’t want 
to retard the progress of the city, but 
if you don’t receive any benefit you will 
be able te, convince the Assessment Com- 
missioners, whose business it is to levy 
assessments on the property benefited. 


Commissioner Howe: 


Mr. Alexander: We might travel over 
that road some of the time, but that isn’t 
a benefit for which we should be as- 
sessed. J would like to have you géntle- 


men do something here. I would like to 
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have it stopped here. Let Breakerridge 
and Tichenor and Harry Stevens have it 
done. But let them pay for it. Commis- 
sioner Raymond stopped it the last time. 


Commissioner Raymond: The question

I bought the last lot on Oakland 
Terrace because it was up against the 
woods. I don’t want to stand in the 
way of progress, but I don’t want to pay 
for something for somebody else’s benefit. 


Commissioner Raymond: I don’t know 
about the assessment. That is a matter 
for the Assessment Commission. 


Mr. Alexander: It has got to go 
further. What we would like to know 
is who is urging it forward. Are there 
as many urging it forward as there are 
opposing it? It is hard for you to say 
that, though. 

Commissioner Howe: It is up to the 
City to open up streets and open up the 
city. 


Mr. Alexander: A cross-street would 
be a benefit, but long streets paralleling 
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Sanford Avenue can’t be termed a benefit. 
Everything that is opened up is a benefit 
—it is a good thing for us, but yet we 
shouldn’t have to pay for it. We will 
have to pay for this if it goes through 
because the Richelieu Place people have 
had to pay. Thirty-five dollars in our 
pocket is $35 in our pocket and if some- 
body else has to pay it, it will come out 
of the real estate men.

It is being developed 
to make more land available and I think 
these people opening it should pay for it.

Commissioner Brennan: I am intro- 
ducing today an ordinance adjusting the 
salaries of the officers and members of 
the Police and Fire Departments as 
agreed upon in conference with the Com- 
mission some five or six weeks ago, and 
1t has required a Ict of time to get this 
ordinance in shape, so adjusted that we 
feel that we are giving to the taxpayers 
the best we can commensurate with the 
service rendered, and in addition to that 
giving to the members of the department 
an increase commensurate with that paid 
by other municipalities throughout the 
State. I feel we have a police and fire 
department in Newark that is second to 
none in the country. That being the case 
we must expect that we shall have to re- 
munerate those employees of the city 
pretty nearly as well as the other cities 
in a like class with ours. The proposed 
ordinance has raised some of the men, 
speaking in salary terms, as high as the 
men of nearby municipalities. That may 
be said not to be a criterion, but to attract 
to the department the best then we can 
secure we have got to pay them a salary 
commensurate with the services rendered, 
and that will at least be in accord with 
that which they can obtain on the out- 
side in private industry. We have had 
during the past year, numerous members 
of both departments resign therefrom to 
go into private business or go out and 
work at their trades, because they were 
unable ‘to maintain their families as thet 
telt they were ettitled to be maintained 
on the salary paid by the City of Newark. 
Therefore, I am introducing the ordinance

Commissioner Raymond: 1 understeod 
the Springfield Avenue Merchants were 
going to be represented here this morn- 
ing for the purpose of making some 
suggestions about the lighting of the 
street. My experts have advised that a 
plan has been made to instal: one thous- 
and candiepower lamps at every pole now 
That will make the 

street even brighter than Broad Street, 
„and I understand that the persons who 


were coming down here today—they were 
expected to come here if the plan didn’t 
suit them, and if they didn’t appear we 
were to take it for granted that they 
approved of the plan—and I take this oc- 
casion to announce that will be our 
plan, and we will go ahead to install it. 


Commissioner Howe: Is there any 
one here in reference to the lighting on 
Springheld Avenue?

Commissioner Gillen: 1 want to say a 
word regarding a matter that occurred 
last week, which I think this Commis- 
sion should take notice of. The Essex 
County Park Commission, according to 
the reports of the newspapers, applied 
to the State Board of Conservation and 
Deveiopment, which has charge of the 
Morris Canal, to have that portion of the 
canal as I understand it, which borders 
on the Branch Brook Park, turned over 


. to the Essex County Park Commission, 
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on the ground that there is some re- 
versionary interest in it, and inasmuch as 
the Essex County Park Commission owns 
the land adjoining the Morris Canal 
north of Orange Street, it seems that 
the Essex County Park Commission de- 


sired to take advantage of some techni- 
cality in the law and made application to 
have this portion of the Canal turned 
over to it. 


Now, as you know, the City of New- 
ark has for years looked forward with 
a great deal of hope and a great deal 
of optimism to the time when the canal 
would be abandoned and would be ready 
to be used for rapid transit purposes. 
There isn't anything in the world that 
the city needs today more than rapid 
transit. The canal bed offers, as we 
have all agreed and as Director Ray- 
mond has outlined, a splendid opportunity 
for a rapid transit railroad, and the city 
has already notified the State Board of 
Conservation and Development that it is 
willing to take over the bed of the Mor- 
ris Canal within its boundaries for that 
purpose. This would be a great asset 
to the City of Newark and I suppose 
almost every citizen has agreed on that 
proposition. There is scarcely a citizen 
that would hold back in having the city 
invest many millions of dollars in the 
development of the canal bed and offer 
the proper transportation facilities which 
the citizens very much require. It seems 
that in the support of these county parks 
the City of Newark pays seventy-two 
per cent. so that insofar as the Essex 
County Park Commission goes it is repre- 
senting the city to the extent of 72 per 
cent. of the total cost of upkeep of the 
parks. 


Now, why does the Essex County 
Park Commission go down to Trenton 
and apply to the Board that has charge 
of the Morris Canal to have a portion 
of this canal turned over to the Park 
Commission? Is it the idea that they 
want to interfere with the progress of 
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the City? Do they want to stop this 
plan of ours? |t can’t be of any advan- 
tage to the park to have this narrow 
strip of land. It would merely mean ad- 
ding a strip of land thirty feet in width 
to the park and that can’t be of any ad: 
vantage to the park. The great value 
of the canal bed as a proposed route for 
a rapid transit railway is in its continuity. 
That has been agreed upon years ago. 
If you break it off here and there it has 
no value. If you merely run trains over 
the bed of the canal through the center 
of the city it has no value, but due to the 
fact that it wi'l be developed from the 


` Passaic River on the east to the Bloom- 


feld line on the north, and will run 
trains all the way through the city car- 
rying workers to and from their employ- 
ment, it is valuable, and that is the defi- 
nite value of the Morris Canal. Now 
what can be the idea of the Essex 
County Park Commission, that they want 
to break up this plan? Didn’t they know 
that the city applied to the State Beard 
of Conservation and Development for 
the bed of the canal? 
ing, as public servants, to stop the city’s 
plan they should be condemned by this 
Board. You can all express your own 
opinions, but I think this is the most un- 
warranted and outrageous action on the 
part of any local Board that I have ever 
seen in my term in office. I think some 
action should be taken by this Board 
either through the Law Department or 
Director Raymond to find out from the 
Essex County Park Commission what 
their purpose is: 


If they are try- 


Commissioner Raymond: I quite 
agree with all of that, Commissioner Gil- 
len, and if this is a real effort to get 
control of a part of the bed of the canal, 


it certainly is an outrageous and unwar- 


ranted interference with the rights of 
the city. But I think it is a mere legal 
motion on their part to protect them- 
selves if the city does not take it. I 
question very much whether the Essex 
County Park Commission would be con- 
sidered a municipality in the sense that 
Newark is a municipality, and I thor- 
oughly agree that we should resist any 
attempt such as this, and resort to any 
proceedings to protect that as the city’s 
property. And I am sure Mr. Congleton 
feels we have the absolute right of doing 
so. I will ask him to say a word be- 
cause I believe he had something to say 
to the officials of the Park Commission. 


Mr. Congleton: The Park Commis- 
sion is not attempting to do what has 
been intimated they might be trying to 
do. There was a provision in the deed 
to the canal company that if the canal 
bed were not used for highway purposes 
it would revert to the original abutting 
owners. The Park Commission, as they 
informed me, and sent me a copy of 
the notice they sent to Trenton, filed 
notice before the end of the year to pro- 
tect any legal rights they might have as 
abutting owners in case the city does not 
take the bed of the canal, and become 
the purchaser from the State, of the 
portion of the bed of the canal that goes 
through the City of Newark. 


Commissioner Raymond: 
cede our prior right? 


They con- 


Mr. Congleton: Yes. 


That wouldn't 
appear to be their attitude at the hearing 
given them down in Trenton. 


Commissioner Gillen: 


Mr. Congleton: They ‘sent a notice 
that they were the abutting owners, and 
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if they had any resersjonary rights, to 
protect them. 


Commissioner Gillen: They put in a 
claim—at least that is the way it ap- 
peared in the public prints. 


Mr. Congleton: They put in a claim 
asserting that they, as abuiting owners 
might have some reversionary rights, and 
they did it before the first of the year, 
which was the date fixed for municipali- 
ties to exercise the option they had, by 
statute, 


Commissioner Gillen: They knew that 
tne City had put a claim in. 


Mr. Congleton: They knew: the City 
had exercised its right under the statute 
to declare its intention to become the 
purchaser of it. Now negotiations have 
got to go on between the State and the 
City for the purchase of it. If those 
negotiations should not go through and 
the City not become the purchaser the 
notice filed by the Park Commission 


will serve to protect any rights they 
have.

understand it is hostiie to the City’s in- 
terest? 


Mr. Congieton: I don’t so understand. 


Commissioner Howe: I trust Commis- 
sioner Raymond's and Mr. Congleton’s 
version is correct, because Í was get- 
ting ready to get warmed up on the sub- 
ject myseit, and i am glad to know Di- 
rector Gilien teets tne way he does, and 
ii there was any danger we should use 
every means available to see that the 
citys right and interests are protected.

I would like to have the 
gentlemen who are going to talk on the 
subject of the budget take up the vari- 
ous departments one at a time, instead 
of taking up the whole budget; start in 
with the Department of Public Affairs, 
which is the Mayor’s Department, and 
which takes in the City Hospital, the 
Alms House, City Home, Board of 
Health, Employment Bureau, Overseer 
of ihe Poor, Public Baths, and Camp 
Newark, the Pub.ic Library, the Sinking 
Fund and the Police and Firemens’ Pen- 
sion Fund. The Public Library is put 
in the Department of Public Affairs 
under a mandatory act. I have no voice 
in its management but they have it in ` 
my budget and I have to give them the 
money they ask for. Do any of you 
gentlemen wish to taik? 1 might say, in 
regard to the increase in the budget in 
my department the increase to the City 
Hospital, which is $40,000; that increase 


is due to the new wing of the City 
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Hospital. I have not put anything in the 
budget for the new Convalescent Hos- 
pital because I don’t know when that is 
going to be finished. The Board of 
Health Budget has increased, due to the 
increase in salaries for the Inspectors, 
which I personally recommended to my 
colleagues, because I felt that the Board 
of Health Inspectors were entitled to 
the same amount of salary as the Police 
and Firemen. I have had that under con- 
sideration for a year. I havent just 
recommended that increase on a “half- 
hours’ notice, but I have made a study 
of it for the last year. Now, if any of 
the gentlemen wish to be heard on the 
Department of Public Affairs, we will 
start on the City Hospital first. Does any 
citizen wish to be heard? 


Mr. Frank P. Ford: Mr. Mayor and 
Commissioners, the Joint Budget Com- 
mittee of the Chamber of Commerce of 
which I am the Chairman, interpret this 
meeting as an opportunity—an especial 
opportunity for the citizens and Civic 
organizations to express themselves on a 
program or a plan for the conduct of 
the City’s business for the year 1925. 
Now, the Chamber of Commerce, in 
order to fulfill its part of its civic duties, 
presents its report, making certain re- 
commendations and it asks your careful 
consideration. I take it, at this time, at a 
hearing of this kind, that what you gen- 
temen want is suggestions of a construc- 
tive character—suggestions based on 
facts, and the best practices, and sup- 
ported by the best practical authorities. 
This is not a time for criticism and I 
want to say to you gentlemen that in 
making these recommendations we want 
you to consider them in the spirit they 
are given, or made—they are not critical. 
We are making these recommendations 


for the purpose of aiding you in the 
` conduct of the city’s business for the 
benefit of the people as a whole. 


I want to say further that the Cham- 
ber is mindful and appreciative oi the 
splendid work done on the part of the 
Commissioners in the past and we are 
also mindful of the great problem ahead 
in this city. The Chamber last year, in 
connection with the 1924 budget made— 
pointed out, rather—that in making this 
estimate, something more should be taken 

_ into consideration as a basis in making 
this estimate, than merely the expendi- 
tures of the previous year. They pointed 
out that the methods in the conduct of the 
different departments of the City should 
be taken into consideration, and a re- 
distribution of duties and possibly a con- 
solidation of duties should be taken ifto 
consideration, and I want to say to you 
gentlemen that those recommendations 
stand today. It is more necessary today 
than ever before that we cut out lost 
motion and that we make all the savings 
we possibly can by adopting new and im- 
proved methods, for this reason, we are 
going to need more money year after 
year. The budget, in dollars and cents 
is going to increase and the citizens 
might as well understand that. We have 
a wonderful city to develop and we can't 
take care of our business and community 
life here unless we spend money, and 
that means raising money in the way of 
taxation. Therefore, by adopting the 
newest and most up-to-date methods, 
there is no doubt but what many sav- 
ings can be made and those savings will 
go quite a way towards cutting down 
this increase in the budget. When you 
stop to think of this city, we have one 
3. the most wonderful opportunities in 
this country to make this one of the 
greatest cities in this country, and when 
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you stop to think that we have ‘all these 
developments coming and our traffic and 
transportation problems, the development 
ef our Union Terminal Station—prob- 
ably subways, and new arteries to be 
opened—it is going to be necessary to do 
all these things if we are going to make 
Newark the City we shall be talking 
about, and that, of course, means spend- 
ine money. Therefore, as I said before 
we want to cut out al! lost-motion, if we 
can, and we want to aid you in doing 
that. The Research Department of the 
Chamber of Commerce, during the past 
year, has had some opportunity to make 
a study of the activities in the different 
Departments—not a complete study, but 
a complete study of the major activities, 
and in connecticn with these activities we 
are making certain recommendations in 
connection with certain divisions of the 
budget. I want to say here to the citi- 
zens gathered and to you Commission- 
ers, that every courtesy has been ex- 
tended to the officers of the Chamber of 
Commerce in making these studies, and 
these surveys, and we want you to know 
it is appreciated. We ‘want to thank you. 
It demonstrates to me that you are open- 
minded and ready to act on constructive 
suggestions that will be for the bene.t of 
our citizens. l am now going to ask Mr. 
Wollmuth, our Executive Secretary, to 
present this report~-read it to you—which 
will be done within the prescribed time, 


and he will emphasize the recommenda- 
tions that we have made. I want to thank 
you for giving me this opportunity to 
address you as representing the Chamber 
of Commerce, 

Mayor Breidenbach: Mr. Wouinrith, 
will you take up the Department of 
Public Affairs first, instead of reading 
the whole report? Suppose you take up 
each Department separate. 


Mr. Wollmuth: I would be very giad 
to comply with that suggestion, Mr. May- 
or; however, in the preparation of this 
report there is no attempt made to— 
while the report itself is segregated as 
to departments, there is no attempt made 
in the report to pick apart any individual 
budget, and the reading of it will there- 
fore, in spirit as well as letter, comply 
with your request of taking it up in de- 
partmental fashion. 

Mayor Breidenbach: Suppose we let 
Mr. Wollmuth take any one of the de- 
partments in the Department of Public 
Affairs? 


Commissioner Raymond: Why not 
let him present it in his own way? 


Mayor Breidenbach: Last year and 
every other year we took up each de- 
partment saparately, 


Commissioner Raymond: He has pre- 
pared his report and has thought it over 
and possibly it would be hard for him to 
separate it, 
Breidenbach : 
read your report as you have it,

garding horse-drawn apparatus, which 1 
appreciate-— 


Mr. Woilmuth: 


Commissioner Raymond: 


There isn’t any criti- 
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cism, Director—we simply made sugges- 
tions, 


Commissioner Raymond: In reference 


to the suggestion regarding horse-drawn 


apparatus, we are putting in motor 


equipment. I think we have now, fifteen 
or sixteen trucks operating and we have 
found that it saves us twenty-five cents 
a cubic yard in the outlying sections of 
Forest Hill, far from the dumps, but 
we save three cents a cubic yard on 
hauls from Third Ward to the dump, 
and Mr. Costello and Mr. Doremus think 
it might be more expensive to use trucks 
in places more or less adjacent to the 
dumps. This whole garbage collection 
system is growing and we have to be 
careful and make thorough studies before 
we buy valuable motor apparatus. In 
regard to the use of trailers; in the 
first place we were prohibited until a 
year ago, from using trailors although 
we tried to get Commissioner Dill to give 
us a special permit to do it years ago, 
but we are not at all sure that we can 
They are 
unusually sofe and there is danger of 


use trailers on our dumps. 


them toppling over and it would take 
more time and labor to get them straigh- 
tened up than they would save us. 


Mr. Wollmuth: We are not advocat- 
ing the use of traiers. I thougat you 
might be interested to know that, and 
so far as the motorized apparatus is con- 
cerned we have gone a little slowly. We 
have only tried to hit the high spots in 
our report. 


That con- 
structive criticism is very valuable in our 
department. 


Commissioner Raymond: 


Commissioner Gillen: 
dump from platforms? 


Don’t they 
Don't you con- 


struct temporary platforms extending out 
over the dumps? 

Mr. Wollmuth: It is gratifyirg to 
know that the department has that study 
under way. We simply make that sug- 
gestion depending upon the Engineering 
Staff and Director Raymond’s Depart- 
ment to work it out. We would be very 
glad to present to you whatever data we 
have on the subject. 


Commissioner Howe: I read quite an 
article by an engineer on the subject of 
dumping. In every instance where they 
dump from trailers you will find they 
are dumping off a dock into scows—or 
they dump from solid earth, but in no 
instance has it proved efficient to go into 
a soft fresh dump with a trailer, 

Mr. Blandford: The Commissioner 
of Public Works of Milwaukee, telis me 


they are using tractors and trailers on 


soft ground. They are using those trac- 
tors with heavy chains on them to put 
the material in—bull-dozers they call 
them. 


Commissioner Raymond: We use bull- 
dozers on our dumps. 


Mr. Costello: We have got a dump 
only seven feet deep. In Milwaukee they 
have a quarry dump. We would have 
to be shifting the dumping platform con- 
tinually. In Milwaukee they have a 
quarry dump and don’t have to bother 
about changing the location of the plat- 
form. 


Mr, 
using 


Blandford: The difficulty of 
trucks for collection is that it is 
much more expensive than using horses, 
but the trucks save on the hauls to the 
dumps. 

Mr. Costello: It isn’t the question of 


collection, but the City has to have its 
trucks in its own control for snow re- 
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moval work. We took them all off ash 
collection this morning and put snow 
plows on them. If we didn’t have them 
for snow remoyal work the City would 
be all tied up. 

Mr. Blandford: That is the justifica- 
tion of using them for cdéllections. 

Mr. Costello: We found them cheap- 
er in districts where the haul was long. 


As to your 
criticism on the subject of the Fire De- 
partment, Mr. Wollmuth; you say in 
your report, if I get it rightly, that the 
maximum manning of our companies is 
above the average recommended by the 
National Board of Fire Underwriters? 


Mr. Wollmuth: That is their mini- 
mum, 


Commissioner Brennan: 


Commissioner Brennan: Doesn’t that 
apply to cities without as large a high- 
value district as ours? 

Mr. Blandford: That applies to New- 
ark, 

Commissioner Brennan: Only a few 
weeks ago a representative of the Na- 
tional Board of Fire Underwriters was in 
my office, following up some suggestions 
made on their survey of last year, and 
he was of the opinion that I should have 
at least three reserve companies in addi- 
tion to what I have now because of the 
frame construction in a large part of our 
city. 

Mr. Blandford: Our comment went 
not so much to the question of companies 
as to the question of manning. There 
is a decrease in the number of men per 
company when you get out of the high 
value district and the Board of Under- 
writers have recommended that. In the 
survey they made here in 1923 they in- 
corporated that standard. You can de- 
crease that by one man if you have motor 
driven apparatus. 


Commissioner Brennan: I am appealed 
to time and time again by the Board of 
Fire Engineers to put on more men and 
apparatus to protect our city in the event 
of a conflagration, due to the nature of 
our layout. 


Mr. Blandford: We are not essenti- 
ally different from other cities of the in- 
dustrial type. 


Commissioner Brennan: They have 
appealed to me time and again saying 
that we were helpless if a conflagration 
broke out. 


Mr. Wollmuth: We recommend squad 
re-organization to take care of sickness 
‘and reliefs of one kind and other. 


Commissioner Brennan: In the high 
value district, in the event of sickness we 
draw on low value district companies to 
fill in. The result is that the outlying 
companies are never fully manned. We 
draw from the Weequahic and Forest 
Hill Sections to keep to the fullest our 
platoons in the high value district. 


Mr. Wollmuth: We should be pleased 
to give you whatever data we have on 
the subject. 


Commissioner Brennan: The sugges- 
tion as to the motor patrol in the police 
departinent I have been emphasizing that 
myself for a long time. We practicaily 
originated the system of motor patrol, 
and I see it has been practically gener- 
ally adopted today. Only a year and a 
half ago, without desiring to revolution- 
ize the department entirely, I tried that 
system more to demonstrate its practi- 
cability than anything else. As far as 
being able to displace three men on 
patrol with one in a car is concerned, it 
is abso.utely impossible, in my opinion, 
and the opinion of the Chief and those 
conversant with matters of this nature, 


to dispense with any more men than we 
have on patrol today. A man in an au- 
tomobile can cover more ground than 
two men on foot can cover, but they can- 
not look into alley-ways and back yards 
and every other thing that is suspicious, 
neither can they be expected to get out 
of the automobile to try doors, as the 
men on foot do. 

Mr. Wollmuth: It isn’t the thought 
that the motor patrol automobile will 
entirely displace the foot patrol, because 
we tied them up with the booth system. 
You 
readily see that as a practical propo- 
sition, while the motor patrol has dem- 
onstrated its value, in my opinion it has

been one of the most progressive steps, 
yet a man in a motor car cannot be ex- 
pected to get off at every home and find 
out whether anything has happened. You 
have got to have men on foot to look 
after that. 

Mr. Wollmuth:

houses are far apart, 


there are many vacant lots. 


Commissioner Brennan: There are 
very few complaints. Relative to your 
suggestion that no more men be added 
to the traffic department, I only wish 
you could talk to some of the men of 
your Chamber who have been before me 
asking for traffic officers to be stationed 
at different places in the city. 

Mr. Wollmuth: It’ is quite natural 
that the individual looks upon his prob- 
lem as the most important. 

Commissioner Brennan: Many app.i- 
cations have been made by men who are 
members of your Chamber for particular 


traffic details. Requests have been made 
by a great many people. School Prin- 
cipals, members of the various School 
Asscciations, mothers, and other people, 
because of the dangers lurking on every 
street to the life and limb of children 
going to and from school. 


Mz. Wollrauth: If you granted the 
request of everyone— 


Commissioner Brennan: I would have 
to have two thousand more men. 


Mr. Blandford: We should have that 
matter surveyed by an expert to find how 
many men you do need. It is significant 
that we are probably second in the coun- 
try in the matter of traffic officers in 
proportion tc our population. 


Commissioner Brennan: Will you find 
another city in the country that has the 
same traffic conditions confronting it that 
Newark has? In looking around you will 
see the necessity of more men to handle 
trafic in Newark, because of its layout. 
In the first place our City is practically 
in fan form. We are taking care of 
not only our own population, but we 
are handling that of 
around us, nearly as large as we are. 
We don’t want to tell these people that 
we don’t want them in the city because 


municipalities 


they are our best patrons. Every auto- 
mobile, from California to Maine that is 
going from cast to west, or coming from 
west to east, has got to come through our 
city. The great majority want to see 
the “Big City”, and they come through 
Newark. 


Mr. Wollmuth: Thousands of them 
go up through New York State. 
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Mr. Blandford: New York claims its 
situation is the most distinct. It is a 
question of comparing the generalities in 
the different cities, 


Mr. Wollmuth: We simply present 
this in the hope that we might have 
made some contribution to the work. It 
is not presented in critical form, but in 
the spirit of constructive suggestion and 
we will be glad to give you whatever 
and everything we have as authority for 
the statements made, and we have con- 
sulted experts in every line in connec- 
tion with the submission of this report 
of recommendations and suggestions. 


Mayor Breidenbach: Does any other 
Director wish to ask Mr. Wollmuth any 
question? 


(No response.) 


Mayor Breidenbach: In respect to the 
Department of Public Affairs, 1 don’t 
know if the Chamber of Commerce rea- 
lizes that in the City of Newark, in the 
Hospital, we are seven hundred feds 
shy. 


Mr. Blandford: I know the statement 
has been made that we are bed-shy. The 
trouble is that we determine the number 
of the beds by the demand ior admis- 
sions, and the concern is that perhaps 
some of these admissions could make 
some contribution. They seem to be in- 
creasing so rapidly, That is the problem 
—as to whether we cannot decrease the 
demand for this 'service. One may be 
the question cf the control of admis- 
sions. 


Mr. Wollmuth: For the purpose of 


` 


te 


getting down to ‘brass tacks, as we say 
in vernacular, we have got to separate 
ourselves from the purely sentimental 
side of the situation, not forgetting that 
the poor are poor, and the poor must be 
taken care of if they are proper public 
charges, but we all know that there is a 
great possibility extant for service being 
given to people who perhaps should not 
be admitted to the City Hospital. That 
applies also all over the country, speak- 
ifig generally, and it is a thought that 
should be carefully considered and deter- 
mined, because we can’t keep on building 
City Hospitals. 


Mayor Breidenbach: I have that 
‘under consideration and have had it 
under consideration for the last two 
years, in regard to paying board in the 
City Hospital. I found that in the Boston 
General Hospital they have a paid ward, 
but I also find there is a friction that ex- 
ists when you run a paid ward in a City 
Hospital. You say there would be a sav- 
ing of $20,000 in the Newark City Hos- 
pital by charging the patients an admis- 
sion of twenty-five cents a day. Other 
Hospitals of Newark, take St. James— 
it doesn’t make any difference there if 
you are very poor are very wealthy— 
they will give you the same treatment 
if you are poor that a person with money 
can pay for. Perhaps your statement is 
true, as to the City Hospital—perhaps 
there are people there that have money, 
or could afford to pay something, but I 
feel this way—if a man receives $1,200 a 
year and has eight or nine children to 
support besides his wife and himself, 1 
consider that man poor, and ii he goes 
to the’ City Hospital he shouidn’t have to 
pay anthing; he cant pay his family 
physician two hundred and fifty or three 
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hundred and fifty dollars for an opera- 
tion, and he is entitled to go to the City 
Hospital for an operation. I have taken 
the matter up with Dr. Snavely and Dr. 
Wallhauser, President of the Medical 
Staff. It is a hard matter and it is a 
thing that will have to be studied for 


_ some length of time before we can get 


down to having the charter changed. The 
City Hospital Staff has made a report 
showing that we are down thirteen cents 
lower per patient than we were in 1924, 
regardless of all the improvement we 
have made there. You spoke about the 
purchasing. In the Department of Public 
Affairs we advertise for ninety-five per 
cent. of everything we buy for the in- 
stitutions. Our beef and everything else 
is advertised for. There are very few 
articles that we buy in the open market, 
and we have made a great saving for 
the taxpayers of Newark. 


In the Board of Health I will have 
to agree with you on certain things where 
we might be able to make some improve- `° 
ment, Dr. Craster has been working on 
that for a year, trying to get new infor- 
mation for us to work on, but those 
things take time—we can’t make a study 
in one hour’s time. It takes a long while 
to change the whole system. 


Mr. Woilmuth: I hope I didn’t give 
you the impression that I thought you 
could do that. 


Mayor Breidenbach: In regard to 
Public Welfare, as you know, I have tried 
to start a Department of Public Wel- 
fare and have asked the Civil Service for 
a Pubic Weifare Director, but I haven't 
made the appointment because 1 am not 
quite satisfied and I have not finished my 
investigation of how I should work along 


with the Community Chest and other 
Charitable Institutions in the City of 
Newark, and you know that is a big 
problem in a big city when you have a 
Public Welfare Director to work with 
the Community Chest and other charit- 
able organizations, The Catholics have 
a well-organized instution for their poor. 
The Jewish people likewise have an or- 
ganization to care for their poor, and 
for me to go into the matter and ap- 
point a Welfare Director at present 
would not be wise, and { am not going 
to do that until I know we are all to- 
gether and that we are going to work out 
the same as Detroit. 1 visited there and 
found that the City’s Public Welfare Di- 
rector works with the Community Chest 
and has all the denominations working 
with him, and the arrangement has been 
successful. It is a question in my mind 
whether | am ready to appoint this Pub- 
lic Welfare Director, and I say to you 
that while I welcome all these criticisms 
and I am glad you brought them up, 
nevertheless, in the Public Welfare De- 
partment 1 want to go into the subject 
more in detail. I want to see how it has 
been working out in other cities where 
it has been in operation for two or three 
years. Does any other citizen wish to be 
heard on the subject of the City Budget 
for 1925? 


(No response). 

Commissioner Brennan moved that the 
hearing be closed and that the report of 
the Chamber of Commerce be received

from the citizens and property owners in 
that particular block that it is proposed 
to change. We have the majority, who 
have signed the petition alréady filed 
here, representing the majority of the 
number of feet in that block, opposing 
the change. We don’t believe the time is 
ripe to change that from the present 
zoning restriction in force there at the 
present time. We feel there are plenty 


` of business opportunities on Broad Street. 


We don’t see that there will be any ad- 
vantage in opening that section for busi- 


_ ness purposes and another thing, we don’t 


see the reason why a separate part, or any 
division should be changed. If the time 
ever comes when Lincoln Park should 
be opened, why shouldnt the whole 
iront of the park be taken into considera- 


. tion, rather than a short strip at the be- 


ginning of Lincoln Park. We believe that 
before anything could be done, we ought 
to have the sentiment of the residents 
around that park considered. We have 
one hundred and fifty-seven feet opposed 
to it as against only fifty feet represent- 
ing those that favor that change. I don’t 
feel it should be made for any personal 
reasons. It should be made for the bene- 
ht of the City at large. If we know 
what is going on in some sections where 
the change has been made, that transition 
period often mars the aesthetic value of 
the community. You can see the changes 
that are being made—take the strip from 


. High Street to Washington Street. That, 


oi course, has been changed. Speculative 
deve.opments have been going on and the 
changes are not made with regard to 


-beautifying a section of the City. They 


are oiten made for the purpose of tem- 
porary recompense. Take that block I 
speak of. There are a lot of these nar- 
row ten foot stores there and they do no 
credit to the community or section what- 
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ever. That is what is likely to happen 
to our section, and that will do no credit 
to the section of the city. I have always — 
felt that the front of a park should be 
kept from some large developments 
where opportunities are given to beautify, 
rather than to mar the future develop- 
ment of any particular section, and that 
is very likely to happen if you allow 
small individual properties to be changed 
for business purposes. I believe we are 
justified in protesting and hope you will 
not change this area at the present time. 
We have another representative here, Mr. 
Russell, whose home is next to my prop- 
erty on one side, and Dr. Staehlin, who 
is next to me on the other side. Dr. 
Hood is also interested, and Mr. Russell, 
who owns the apartment house is also 
protesting. If the time ever comes, I be- 
lieve that property should be kept, if pos- 
sible, for purposes such as hotels or 
apartments. There are very few places 
left in Newark now for residences, and 
if you open that section for business 
purposes it will drive your residential 
section out further. I believe it is more 
than fair that we should leave it as it is 
for the present time. 


Dr. Edward Staehlin: Dr. Buermann 
has expressed the sentiment so well that 
I havent anything else to say. He is 
particularly emphatic in his statement 
where he refers to opening a portion of 
the section. Why start with that par- 
ticular little section and not throw the 
whole thing open—that is the opinion of 
the citizens around the park. 


Mayor Breidenbach: Is there any 
other protest? If not we wili hear from 


the citizens in favor of the change. 


Mr. Joseph Byrne, Jr.: We have 
withdrawn our request. 


Mayor Breidenbach: Any other citizen 
wish to be heard?

for hire or pay, any automobile, taxicab, 
or other vehicle propelled by motor pow- 
er for the transportation of passengers 
for hire or pay, within the City of New- 
ark, without first having obtained a li- 
cense for that purpose. All applications 
for licenses shall be accompanied by an 
fhsurance policy of a company duly li- 
censed to transact business under the in- 
surance laws cf the State of New Jersey 
in the sum of Five thousand dollars 
($5,000.) against loss from the liability 
imposed upon the owner or any such taxi- 
cab, automobile or other vehicle, on ac- 
count of bodily injuries or death suf- 
fered by any person or persons as a result 
of an accident occurring by reason of 
the ownership, maintenance or use of any 
such taxicab or other vehicle; provided 
that any owner or owners of five or more 
of such taxicabs, automobiles, or other 
vehicles, may furnish an insurance policy 
in the sum of Twenty-five thousand dol- 
lars ($25,000.) in lieu of the policy or

Mr. Myron Morse: There is a little 
matter I want to bring before the Com- 
missioners, not in a fault-finding way, 
but in a constructive way. A week ago 
Sunday a relative of mine died in 13th 
Avenue and was buried on Tuesday, a 
week ago today. You will remember this 
snow came and the plows had gone 
through 13th Avenue to open it and 
threw the snow on the side and in front 
of the house was a bank of snow which 
on Sunday and Monday had become ice, 
and an opening had to be made in order 
to get the body into the hearse. I didn’t 
know how to accomplish it and it seemed 
to me that the thing to do was to come 
to the city. I phoned down and thought 
as work was to be done, and when it 
hadn’t been done I phoned Mr. Doremus 
and Mr. Doremus assured me he had no 
funds for doing the work. I said, “Don’t 
you think it would be well for me to ap- 
pear before the Commission?” I am here 
at any rate. I think when necessity comes 
like that—that when a taxpayer dies he 


should be given the privilege of getting 


out into a hearse. 


Commissioner Raymond: I am sorrry 
for the trouble you had, Dr. Morse, and 
for the first few days of the snow we 
did as much as we could for people under 
those circumstances, but we found it was 
running to such an expense that we 
couldn't continue it. I don’t know how 
far we can go. l would like to take a 
referendum to see how many millions of 
doilars the city of Newark would care to 
spend on snow removal. 


Mr. Morse: The snow should have 
been carted away, and there was no way 
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of removing it without carting it away, 
and I saw no other way to do it than 
to call up the city and ask them to send 
men up there to do the work. 


Commissioner Raymond: We didnt’ 
have the money to do that after a few 
days. We will take the matter up and 
see what we can do. 


Mr. Morse: I am speaking for other 
people as well as for myself. 


Mr. Philip Lowitz, 9 Clinton Street: 
I have a petition on behalf of Bertha 
Frankle, 49 Halsey Place, which sets up 
that she is the owner of that piece of 
property; that it was conveyed to her and 
in the chain of title is a deed from the 
Mayor and Common Council of the City 
to one Bertha Watson. Mrs. Frankle is 
about to mortgage those premises at this 
time and finds that in that deed from the 
Mayor and Common Council there is a 
certain reversionary interest in the City, 
and for that reason she cannot obtain the 
mortgage, and she prays that this body 
release that reversionary interest and in- 
stead of a reversion to make it a coven- 
ant running with the land.

I know of a group of 
men who go to Bloomfield and register 
as residents of Bloomtield so as to go to 
the schools there. I know there are 
young men who register as residents of 
Newark so that they can go to ,your 
schools. Those are the facts, and there- 
fore the people think they would have 
many more privileges if they were an- 
nexed to Newark. We are supplied with 
water from Newark and we are paying 
one-third more because we don’t belong 
to the City of Newark. Take, for in- 
stance, the big library in Newark that 
we could use. 


Then take the evening schools, 


How can a person from 
Silver Lake go to Belleville to borrow a 
book? We will stand for higher educa- 
tion, and thus develop a desire for edu- 
cation. There is an impelling desire on 
the part of the people to be annexed to 
Newark. Take your hospitals and many 
other items we can mention. It is my 
experience in the last year, when we ran 
a summer school in Silver Lake, that 
when we have packages sent through the 


express company they wouldn’t come to 
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Silver Lake. They were delivered in 
Bloomfield but they wouldnt come to 
Silver Lake. So we are really deprived, 
on account of the geographical situation 
of many privileges. Take the telephone;

We can 
also show you proof that the Travelers 
has refused to take it.

We are 
trying to form a mutual company but we 
have got to have more time. It has just 
been taken up since we found out we 
couldn't get insurance from any confer- 
I think if we had a little 
more time I think we would be in a posi- 
tion to form this company.

Mayor Breidenbach: Is there no way 
of granting thirty days grace on this: 


Mr. Congleton: All these permits for 
cabs expire February 1st. If we post- 
pone the time for this ordinance to take 
effect, we wont be working properly 
under it until next year. The Director 
has stated that anybody that was en- 
deavoring to get a policy would not be 
stopped from operating.

to five minutes The first fellow of the 
Public Service slackens down and the 
next fellow races and the independent 
bus owner is frozen out. Now, that 
competition is unfair. tI is conducive to 
racing and it makes conditions unsafe for 
driving and for the transportation of the 
public. They navigate on the streets and 
highways and it makess it unsafe as well 
for pleasure cars and other vehicles on 
the street. But our main grievance is 
that it shuts us out from fair competi- 
We feel

dependent owner on the Summer Avenue 
Line of the same conditions. He went 
there as many times as the Supervisor 
has hair on his head and he didn’t get 
any relief from the situation. We say it 
is unfair discrimination. The independ- 
ent bus owners are the pioneers of the 
motor transportation system in Newark. 
We point to their initiatory steps in 
transportation. They introduced a pub- 
lic utility and a public necessity during 
a crippled trolley service. Whatever 
small improvement the Public Service has 
made has been due to the original compe- 
tition of the buses. We don’t want to 
be crowded out with “the coming of the 
white man,” so to speak, and the corner- 
ing of the red man.” 


We feel thet if necessary the City 
should have municipally paid employes to 


start the buses. The Public Service says, 
“Contribute $9.00 a week, each of you, 
and help pay for our starters.” That is 
grossly unfair because they have four 
starters that they pay a certain salary, 
and ask us to pay the salary of two or 
the four men, when they have eighteen 
buses to our six. I think in order to have 
efficiency we should have municipality 
paid employes to start off these independ- 
ent bus owners, if necessary.

A regular meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of Newark,

The minutes of meeting of March 3rd 
were read and approved. 


Mayor Breidenbach: Any citizen wish 
to be heard? 


Mrs. R. S. Schindel: My address is 
684 Parker Street, Newark. I presume 
you would like to know whom I repre- 
sent. We are a delegation of women 
from the Womens Church Federation. 
We were organized last June and rep- 
resent a large bady of church women or- 
ganized with bu’: one purpose in our Con- 
stitution, the promotion of good citizen- 
ship. In order to help in that, we dur- 
ing the summer took the church member- 
ship lists and ciecked them up with the 
lists of voters at the last election and 
where we found slackness we followed 
them up and in some cases personally 
conducted them to the polls at the last 
election, because good citizens use the 
franchise. 


About the first of the year Governor 
Silzer made an appeal for help in law 
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enlo-cement in the State of New Jer- 
sey, calling particularly on the better 
citizens and church members. Following 
that we called a luncheon meeting in 
January, at which we considered law en- 
forcement conditions in Newark. We 
asked the good citizenship chairman in 
each church represented in the Federa- 
tion to make a survey of conditions with- 
in a radius of three blocks of the church 
she represented, locating the places where 
the law was apparently being disregarded 
or disobeyed. We had some very inter- 
esting reports turned in at that luncheon. 
I have them typewritten here, some of 
them; of those I have here, I have twelve 
reports with considerably over a hundred 
piaces reported apparently disregarding 
the We have two charts that 
were made by the women who were that 
much interested, locating their church 
and marking places that 
Some of them—most 
of them—are saloons; some of them are 
other places. Here is another small chart 
that was made. These are all specifi- 
caly named. Then we asked to come to 
that meeting as a speaker a man who is 
famiiar with law enforcement condi- 
tions in Newark, He brought to us this 
chart (producing paper). The white spot 
locates a po.ice precinct, the red spots 
iocate suspected saloons. We had an- 
othe: chart similar brought. This one 
has a total of 52 saloons within the vi- 
cinity of the Third Precinct Police Sta- 
tion. We were editied and stirred by 
the facts, because we believe them to be 
facts, that were told us at that meeting, 
and as in the way of women when they 
are deeply stirred, we felt we must do 
something.

Mrs Schindel then read the resolutions 
adopted by the Women’s Church Federa- 
tion of Newark on January 23, 1925. 


Mrs. Schindel: Because, as Commis- 
sioners elected by the people of Newark, 
you are responsible for the government 
of the city in all its phases, each one 
sharing a responsibility with the other 
Commissioners, we are here to ask you 
why, why are: these conditions allowed to 
exist in the city of Newark, conditions 
that citizens, men, women and children 
passing by on the outside can see. We 
feel that with a police force of 1000, 
maintained at a cost of approximately 
$2,000,000 to the taxpayers of Newark, 
sworn to detect and prevent crime on our 
City, the Commissioner of Public Safety 
could send those men out to gain evidence 
thatwould close these places. They can 
be closed. Because others have been 
closed. What has been done can be 
done, and where there is a will there is 
a way; and so on behalf of the women 
gathered here, representing a much larg- 
er delegation of church women, I ask 
you why these conditions are allowed to 
exist in the City of Newark? 


Mayor Breidenbach: Have you any 
other speakers, Mrs. Schindel? 


Mrs, Schindel: No, we are ready to 
answer any questions that may be asked, 
but we have asked a question that we 
would like to be answered now. 


Commissioner Brennan: I presume, 
Mr. Mayor, the question is directed to 
me more than any of my colleagues. In 
the frst place, Mrs. Schindel, the Po- 
lice Department in two years have made 
over 250 complaints that have been held

Some three years ago I 
endeavored to have passed an ordinance 
by this Board that would give me control 
under the license power given the City 
of Newark of revoking a license and 
closing a place without having to resort 
to the red tape so largely unfurled and 
unraveled by legal minds. At that par- 
ticular time the Federation of Churches 
and ladies organizations representing the 
churches came here and protested so 
strongly against the enactment of this or- 
dinance, that it left me practically pow- 
erless Itis hard for the Police Depart- 
ment to obtain evidence in saloons if they 
are violating the law, a great majority 
of them, if not all of them, being known 
to those who may conduct places of this 
kind. Being deprived of the power of 
shutting a place because of the revoca- 
tion of a license or the refusal to grant 
one, and the business being under Feder- 
al Statutes prohibited, it is a lot easier 
for those desirous of engaging in this 
form of law violation, to get away, than 
if the Police Department had the right, 
for any cause or no cause to order a 
place closed and revoke the license under 
which it operates. I see reference being 
made here, that since Lieutenant Garry's 
removal you seldom hear of one of these 
places being raided. I understand only 
the last week there were four places 
raided by the Police Department, but 
the only thing the Police Department 
can do is to make the raid and present 
what evidence they procure to the Grand 
Jury or to the Federal Commissioner. 
After they present such evidence to the 
Police Cousi, and they are held, the Po- 
lice Department is powerless to further 


press the charge until the courts are 


ready to ct thereon In the meantime 
the place 1s operating just as it had 
been prior to a raid being made. The 
Police Department have got no power to 
order a place closed without a court 
order, and as I have previously said, red 
tape seemingly or legal entanglements, 
oft-times carries out for a number of 
years. In fact only last week some of 
the members of the Police Department 
were subpoenaed on a case which is prac- 
tically two and a half years old, which 
the police officers believed had been dis- 
posed of. Everything that can be done 
legally is being done by the Police De- 
partment to eradicate any places where 
the law is violated, but as I have pre- 
viously stated, the Police Department 
can go no farther than present the evi- 


dence to the Courts and the Grand 
Jury.

Now, Mrs. Schindel 
and ladies, if the City Commissioners act- 
ing under the Director of Safety had a 
right to revoke or refuse a license, a 
place that was padlocked or the peovle 
operating a place that was padlocked, 
certainly could be refused permission to 
open next door or next block, or any 
other piace. But, as I have previously 
stated, in 1922, if I am not mistaken, 
the records are here, when I endeavored 
to have such an ordinance adopted by 
the commission, the same was opposed by 
the speakers at that meeting, the Rev. 
O. Belle Close, who is delegated by the 
two bodies of people of the city, the Fed- 
eration of Churches and the Presbytery 
of Newark, who opposed strenuously to 
the adoption of such ordinance. Such 
man, George S. Hobart, presented his 
objections representing the Federal aq- 
thorities in the State of New Jersey.

Mrs. Schindel: Then, as I take it, 
the policemen of Newark are only for 
the personal protection of citizens, and 
yet in this book it says—and that is your 
manuel—it says that the police deputies 
and captains ¿re held responsible ofr the 
prevention and detection of crime.. 


Commissioner Brennan: Yes, Ma’am, 
but the police understand, Mrs. Schindel, 
are entitled only to make an arrest and 
present their evidence through the courts. 

Mrs. Schincel: And as head of the 
Public Safety of the City of Newark 
you have no power? 


Commissioner Brennan: I have no 
Power on try own authority, Mrs. 
Schindel, 


Mrs. Schindel: You have no record of 
any place closed entirely under your 
jurisdiction, or by your orders? 


Commissioner Brennan: No, I have 
not. 


Mrs, Schindel: None in the City of 
Newark? 


Commissioner Brennan: I cannot close 
where I have 10 licensing power 
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Mrs Schindel Will you allow Miss 
Green to speak a word? 


Miss Ida: A. Green: I live in East 
Orange, I am affitated with a Newark 
Church, the First Congregational 
Church, Mr. Brennan knows very well 
that the license which he asked for, when 
those ministers were opposed to it, was 
a license to license small liquor places, 
which is against the Law of this State 
and the land. He knows that such a li- 
cense according to the Law of the State, 
passed by the State of New Jersey— 
here is the law: “No court, Judge, 
Board, Commission, Commissioner or 
public official heretofore or at any time 
having power and cuthority to grant and 
issue licenses for the sale of spirituous, 
vinous, malt or brewed liquors shali 
hereafter grant or issue any license or 
any permit in the nature of a license for 
the sale of any kind of spirituous, vin- 
ous, ma.t or brewed liquors for beverage 
purposes.” 


Now, the Woman’s Church Federation 
ask that a screen law be passed, but not 
a iicense for the saie of malt liquors 
o. any sort. That would be giving the 
city power which the State and nation 
prohibits, if it should be done in the way 
in which Mr. Brennan asked for a li- 
censing power at that time, and that 
was why the church peopie objected to 
that. Mr. Brennan has not answered to- 
day why he could not propose a screen 
law which is legal and where they can 
screen places which are selling—where 
the; can prohibit the screening and can 
license places which sell any sort of 
soit drinks. Such a screen law is in use 
now in Dover, and such a screen law Mr, 
Brennan knows could be passed, but not 
a license law such as he proposed could 


at 


not be done legally, and that 1s why the 
churches opposed it. Now, the women 
today are asking two things of Mr. 
Brennan and two things only of Mr. 
Brennan and the Commissioners. We 
are saying we don’t see why you have 
not power, if Chicago has power and 
Philadelphia’ has power to clean up. 
Mayor Dever, of Chicago, said he walked 
in, and they gave the same excuse as 
before he went in, that the prohibition 
law was a Federal Law. They had 
police, as Newark has police, and no one 
before in Chicago has cleaned up. He 
reorganized his police and cleaned up. 
Now, we make two suggestions: A 
screen law can be passed, if Mr. Bren- 
nan will get a screen law such as is legal, 
not an illegal one, to license the sale of 
malt liquor, we would stand on that law. 
It couldn’t be stood on by the churches 
before, because it was illegal according 
to the law of the land and the law of 
the State of New Jersey, but a screen 
law such as was passed in Dover and in 
use in Dover, could be passed by the 
City Council here. Now, one suggestion 
that we would like to see you pass a 
screen law like that, to get rid of these 
screens here. Now, such a screen law 
we can propose and we would be glad 
to support one which is legal, and then 
we hnow that when Lieutenent Garry 
was in charge of the Vice Squad, that 
continually he got information and did 
take it to the Federai Court, and his 
policemen were fine policemen and he 
did splendid work and he did get evidence 
that held and he did get padiochs put 
on, and we know that, in spite of this 
list that has been read, that since Lieu- 
ten:nt Garry has been taken off we have 
not anybody getting these results. Now, 
the women-began to ask me to speak foi 
them what we had beeu talking about 


They want to ask the Commissioners ın 
all kindliness, why you don’t do some- 
thing that can be done, instead of pro- 
posing something that cannot, as Mr. 
Brennan knows, be done. It is not legal 
to license those places. We know you 
did do something with Lieutenant Garry, 
and we are asking you to do what you did 
before. We ask you to go on with a man 
like Garry, who will get testimony. We 
have been in these places. Any 
baby could go in them and see they are 
disorderly places. Any baby can walk 
in and see the disgraceful conditions in 
these saloons, and we know that if the 
poiice of other cities can do it, and if this 
City Council stands up here and says 
they cannot do it, we will have to do it 
by electing peopie that can do it. Now. 
it is just up to you. In Chicago they 
said they couldn’t until Mayor Dever, 
an Irish Catholic Democrat, did it, but 
the good people of this City would stand 
a man like that if he were an Irish 
Catholic Democrat, they would stand by 
him in Newark, just like they stood by 
him in Chicago. It is not a matter of 
church with us. I would stand by a man 
like Dever. We women here want to 
serve the young people. In other cities 
they have done it, and they cannot say 
you cannot do it in Newark. The reason 
you coulan’t pass that license law is that 
it is not legai, and you cannot pass it. 


Commissioner Brennan: Isn’t it a fact 
that tess than one half of one per cent 
can legally be sold? 


Miss Green: The question is, is it 
not legal that beer of Jess than one-half 
of one per cent can be sold. This law 
which Iam quoting passed by the State 
of New Jersey,— it is not a National 
Law—says “No court shall license a place 


for the sale of spirituous, vinous, malt or 
brewed liquor,” and doesn’t say a word 
about the per cent, so that it is illegal 
to sell anv liquor under that law. It 
just says, “no liquor, no spirituous, vin- 
ous, malt or brewed liquor,” but a 
screen law can be passed such as they 
passed in Dover and are using in Dover. 
Now, what we want to know is why cavil 
on something that is illegal and cannot 
be done; why not do something that can 
be done? ‘We know that the Mayor and 
City Council wants to do things that can 
be done, and we are suggesting that it 
has beén done in the past in other places 
and can be done here. 


Mrs. Schindel : 
consider a screen law that we may pre-

Mr. Cangletor: With respect to the 
point raised by Miss Green with respect 
to there being no authority in this Board 
of Commissioners to pass an ordinance 
similar to the cne proposed in 1922, I 
must disagree with Miss Green. I was 
never demonstrated that we had no au- 
thority to pass such an ordinance. I am 
quite familiar with the act that Miss 
Green quoted from, and that is an act 
dealing with liquors that are unlawful 
under the Prohibition Law, 
which deals with beverages containing 
more than one-half of one per cent. That 
is all that act is dealing with, and it is 
my opinion, and I so expressed it in 1922, 
that this Board, under its licensing pow- 
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er, has the right to license a place selling 
beverages containing less than one-half 
of one per cent, the same as they have 
today the power to license soda water 
fountains, and which they are doing, and 
restaurants, bootblack parlors, and other 
places; and I still feel that we have the 
absolute power to do so, and agree with 
Commissioner Brennan and the others 
who considered the matter, that an ordin- 
ance similar to the one proposed would 
do more to eliminate at the first sweep, 
in my opinion, fully one-half of the so- 
cailed saloons that we have here in the 
City today, because that ordinance con- 
tained a clause that any one, to open a 
place or to be entitled to a license, had 
to be a resident of the city for at least 
one year: prior to the application, that 
no one could have a permit granted to 
him who had ever been convicted of vio- 
lating either the State Prohibition Act 
or the National Prohibition Act, and that 
if you will as you undoubtedly have done, 
make a survey of the saloons taday, as 


~N 


_ they are called, and see the people that 


are running them, you will know that 
at least one half, if not three-quarters 
of them, could not get a license under the 
terms of that ordinance. They have not 
lived here a year, and a great many of 
them have been convicted under the 
National Prohibition Law and the State 
Act, and there are many other phases in 
connection with that ordinance which in 
my opinion, would rednce the saloons, at 
the first sweep, more than htty per cent 
or seventy-five per cent. 


Miss Green: Mr. Mayor, I would like 
to say in regard to this, we know that 
ministers felt very strongly on this sub- 
ject before, and we are trying to be ab- 
solutely within the law, and we feel that 
when there is a law such as this on the 
statute books, that we cannot be too care- 
ful, but we would like to have a chance 
to present a screen law and to combine 
it with the law which was proposed by 
you before and see if together we would 
not get a law which would not violate 
the opinion of the Ministers and the Child 
Workers and the Missionaries and the 
peop:e who are working to save people 
in this city; and it would allow you ao 
do away with the screens and to clean 
this situation up, and we would be very 
glad to present this screen law and to 
put in it, if it can be put in, some of the 
things that your lawyer feels would do 
a great deal of good, and see if the com- 
bination of the two could not be ef- 
fected. We would be very glad to do that 
and work the thing with you, because 
we are very anxious that something be 
done and we feel that the ministers and 
those who have studied the law do not 
want to see you put in a thing which is 


not legal, and so that absolutely every 
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such license and every permit shal be 
null and void, and we don’t want to take 
anything that may be declared null and 
void. We want to have a law which will 
be effective; that is our only desire, is to 
get a law which will be effective to get 
something put through that we know rep- 
resents present views, without a single 
other thing than that these places which 
are manifestly disorderly houses, that 
these places which you have control over 
and which your policemen have power 
over and which you could have a vice 
squad raiding as you have had in the 
past, should be closed, and we promise 
that we would go to work right away, 
and that is what we would like to do, we 
would like to have you begin right away 
showing these people that they cannot vi- 
oate the law as they are doing and run 
the place as they are running it. 


Mrs. Schindel:. May I make a request. 
I would like to make the request that as 
soon as possible an ordinance such as 
Mr. Congieton and Commissioner Bren- 
nan feel would be of help in this matter 
be sent to us, that we may consider it, 
and we will send to you a screen ordin- 
ance, and then, two weeks from today, if 
that is time enough for you, and it will 
be time enough for us, to consider this 
matter, we will come before you ‘again. 


Mayor Breidenbach: I think that is 
agreeable to Director Brennan and the 
rest of the Commissioners. 


Commissioner Brennan: Yes. 


Mr. Congleton: May I read the one 
section that I have been referring to, and 
I know the people that are running sal- 


loons would see at once how many people 
would be put out of business. Section 9 
of that proposed ordinance read: “No. 

. or any person who has been con- 
victed of a violation of the National 
Prohibition Act or of any Law of the 
State of New Jersey relating to the 
sale of intoxicating liquors.” Now, that 
goes back to the beginning of time. Any 
man who has ever been convicted either 
under the Nzetional Act or the State Act 
could not get 2 permit and it was not 
done for the purpose of raising revenue; 
because the license fee was made nominal. 


Miss Green: As it is now, any man 
can come to the City of Newark, or any 
woman, and open a saloon. 


Mr. Conglzton: Yes. 


Mrs. Schindel: Philadelphia was start- 
ing to clean out a short time ago, and 
a number of those men from Philadel- 
phia were put out of the Robert Treat 
Hotel in Newark or were threatened with 
police protection unless they left New- 
ark. Now, a clean-up has been started 
in New York and any of those people 
could come to Newark and open up, and 
so we would be very glad to help you in 
this matter right away, so that these 
people cannot come to the City of New- 
ark and make it worse than it is. 


As I have 
previously said, and as you mentioned, 
Mrs. Schindel, if we had an ordinance

opening right up on the next block would 


be impossible in the City of Newark

Is 
there no way for you to find out, when 
with our eyes we see them and we know.

I feel 
deeply on the matter, because I have had 
my Italian girls and boys and mothers 
come to me and say: “Mrs, Rea, will 
you try to get this saloon closed? My 
husband, my children, my boys are so 
much better when this is closed. I have 
worked right among them, and I know. 


Commissioner Brennan: Mrs. Rea, 
the Police Department have done every- 
thing in their power to secure evidence. 
The only thing that the Police Depart- 
mènt is in power to do, is to raid and 
present the evidence obtainabie by them 
to the Court. . 


Mrs. Rea: Then, if we, as a Federa- 
tion should ask you, and bring to you 
our personal evidence and come to you 
and say, “Mr. Brennan will you raid this 
saloon and raid this one and this one 
and this one?”

“RESOLVED, That the Directors 
strenuously object to any change in the 
restricted zone pertaining to the location 
on Lyons Avenue, Newark, N. J., where 
the Newark Beth Israel Hospital con- 
template building a new Hospital, within 
the near future.”

Mr. Schotland: Assuming that that 
is a Í true now, assuming that that is so, 
here comes an eleemosynary institution, 
buys right in there and takes a mighty 
lot of it, takes it out of the taxable prop- 
erty of the City of Newark, and when 
influence is brought to bear and a divided 
board is brought about at a meeting, 
they pass such a ‘resolution, can they 
stand in the way of progress of the 
city? Is there any man living going to 
say that Lyons Avenue between Bergen 


‘Street and Springfield Avenue, Irvington, 


is anything but a business thoroughfare 
and can be made anything but a business 
thoroughfare? This land is unrestricted. 
If you turn down our application, so that 
we are unable to get a building permit to 
build the eight stores that we filed plans 
for, on the south side of Lyons Avenue, 
corner of Clinton Place, you know and 
the City Council and we all know that 


we can go to the Supreme Court and 


get a writ of mandamus ordering the 


city to permit us to erect the stores, 
Now, why put the city to expense in the 
face of an adjudicated question on a bus- 


iness thoroughfare which would hamper 


the progres, of the city, to try to keep 
it in the residential zone 1f you could— 
if you could legally. We are not inter- 
ested in any party. The reason that our 
application was turned into one to 
change the entire zone was at the sug- 
gestion of the Commissioners, at the sug- 
gestion of people interested here, whoa 
thought tha: it would be inadvisable to 
keep biting off one piece of the cherry 
at a time, making an application to the 
Commissioners and an application to the 
Adjustment Board every time somebody 
wanted to erect an apartment house or 
build a store or put up a building on 
Lyons Avenue. It was simply to accom- 
modate those that I put in the application 
in that form. Now, when this matter 
came up here before the Adjustment 
Board, they unanimously voted to recom- 
mend to the City Commission that that 
be done. Tae argument of Dr. Craster 
before that Board was that it is in fact 
a business thoroughfare, and you cannot 
stop it. Now, this is the time to start 
building. Wy clients cannot afford to 
continue to let this land lie idle until 
there are further postponements and in- 
vestigations and objections created. We 
either want the application turned down, 
so that we czn get it anyhow, or we want 
it granted, so that we are put to any 


needless expense in needless litigation. 


Mayor Breidenbach: Mr. Schotland, 
we have not as yet decided what we 
would do on it, and as I stated before, 
the hearing i; to be set down, and I think 
the Commission will set the hearing for 


next Tuesday, and we will tnen decide.

Mr. Lehman: We are indirectly pay- 
ing assessments today through our taxa- 
tion, that is, through our tax assessment. 
In other words, in answer to Director 
Brennan’s question, where a street is re- 
paved, we anticipate, and I think rightly, 
that we will get a raise in assessment, 
and therefor we are paying our share for 
the use of that street. Now, speaking 
of Newark Avenue, you and I might use 
the street I don’t think that Director 
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Brennan or any other directors have been 
on that street. Well, maybe you have. 


Mayor Breidenbach: Late at night, 
Mr. Lehman. 


Mr. Lehman: Now we come to the 
point of the City of Newark at large. 
Everybody in the City of Newark uses 
Broad Street. I do not think that can 
be denied, directly or indirectly. People 
who ride on it use it and people who have 
deliveries through Broad Street use it in- 
directly, and I feel, being a Newark prop- 
erty owner of some size, we feel that 
central streets, such as Broad Street and 
Market Street, are directly a city matter 
and should be considered so. I do not 
know whether I answer exactly the ques- 
tion of values. 


Mayor Breidenbach: Mr. Costello, do 
you take that into consideration when it 
is a main thoroughfare? 


Commissioner Gillen: Yes, that is a 
po.icy adopted, being a main thorough- 
fare. 


Mr. Lehman: I didn’t know that, on 
a main street. 


Commissioner Gillen: Yes, when T 
was in the Board, there was no assess- 
ment ievied on property owners under 
sixty or seventy per cent. of the cost. 
Now, it is put down as low as ten per 
cent. on the main arteries, because of 
changed conditions which you have de- 
scribed.

assess sevcnty-five per cent of the cost of 
that repavement and twenty-five per cent.

of the Department of Public Works.

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are hereby ordered and directed to make 
the necessary connections with the sewer, 
gas and water mains to the curb lines in 
said street for each lot fronting upon.

Mr. Frazer: I am representing own- 
ers of property at the southeast corner 
of Parkview Terrace and Lyons Ave-

nue and a block to the west of Bergen 
Street. 


As the Commission doubtless knows 
Lyons Avenue today is in the residence 
section from Elizabeth Avenue westerly 
as far as Clinton Place; and the present 
application is a request that the business 
classification be continued easterly as far 
as Bergen Street. The -whole character 
of Lyons Avenue has changed very great- 
iy in the last two years, due to the im- 
provement of the street not only in New- 
ark, but also in Irvington so itis becoming 
a through thoroughfare for a very rapid- 
ly growing automobile traffic. 


I have made, as indicative of this 
growth, a twelve hour count which was 
taken on March 12th, starting at 8 
o'clock in the morning and ending at 8 
o'clock at night. I have this classified 
by hours; from 8 to 9, and from 9 to 
10 and so forth. It shows that starting 
out at 8 o’clock there were in an hour, 
from 8 to 9, 23 buses going up Lyors 
Avenue; there were 220 automobiles of 
the pleasure type; there were 77 trucks 
at that early hour, and the trucks get 
up as high as 117 in an hour, and the 
other vehicles get up at one period of 
the count as high as 501, that is, the 


pleasure vehicles, and the highest bus” 


count is 28. That is for the 12 hours 
there were 304 buses; 3,200 ‘pleasure 
cars; 1,034 trucks, or a total of 4,533 
motor vehicles on a day merely chosen at 
random in the ‘ate winter or early 
spring, if you are so pleased to call it. 
The conditions of the street as far as 
pleasure cars are concerned, are tre- 
mendously worse on holidays, Saturdays 
and Sundays. This count is for the 


average business day. 


Se 
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The tendency ıs one of continuous 
growth in that type of traffic, so that at 
times there is a very great degrée of 
noise at the present time; there is a 
constant lumbering up and down of the 
jitney buses, they are stopping, squeak- 
ing brakes, and so forth, so that we 
have a condition of very congested traf- 
fic patronage, of the street, which is 
rapidly verging toward traffic conges- 
tion, and in the course of a few years 
will undoubtedly result in a traffic con- 
gestion. 


Now as to the street itself, in the im- 
mediate vicinity of the client whom I 
represent, we have this situation: Di- 
rectly across the street from the place 
where he now desires to erect a busi- 
ness property, there is a drug store, on 
the corner of Bergen Street and Lyons 
Within one hundred feet limit, 
which is permitted by the business class- 
ification on Bergen Street, there has al- 
ready been erected on Lyons Avenue, on 
the southerly side, two, one-story sort 
of taxpayer stores which are practi- 
cally finished and are about to be occu- 


Avenue. 


‘pied, and the zoning ordinance permits 


that, they are within 100 feet of Ber- 
gen Street, but they actually front and 


‘are stores on Lyons Avenue. 


If we come up, further up the street, 
we find that at 166 Lyons Avenue, Mr. 
lennon, who has been engaged in busi- 
ness there a number of years,—and this 
is in no sense a complaint against Mr. 
Hennon’s business,—he, however, just to 
the west of Parkview Terrace, main- 
tains a milk business, and as you gen- 
tlemen know, a milk business is one 
which involves early morning deliver- 
1es, the getting up and getting out of 
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hıs bottles, and the loading of his 
wagons, and the moving of his wagons 
and automobiles out at least at a very 
unseasonable hour, from the standpoint 
of rest. So that we have in that very 
vicinity, the beginning of a breaking 
down of the strictly residential charac- 
ter of Lyons Avenue. The people, in 
that neighborhood, apparently, are not 
objecting to any large extent. 


Mr. and Mrs. Kermini, who occupy 
property diagonally from my 
client, on the northwest corner of Park- 
view Terrace and Bergen Street, actual 


across 


occupants there, it is their home, are 
saying that conditions are getting so bad, 
that they themselves would like to be 
able to sell out their property for busi- 
ness purposes and move elsewhere. They 
feel, that in the course of a few years 
conditions are going to be intolerable in 
that street, on account of the change in 
conditions. 


Further up, the next door neighbor, 
Mrs. Rae, has got exactly the same and 
is anxious that this classification be 
changed. 


Another one in favor of it, Mr. 
Kosofsky, is in the same situation, his 
number being 149 Lyons Avenue. 


The same is true of the owners of 
other lots and property up there. There 
is Mr. Kotlovitz, who owns a tract of 
land on the Parkview Terrace and also 
owns a lot further up on Lyons Ave- 
nue, is favorable to the change. 


If a poll were taken seriously of 
those who were eager for the change 
and those that for one reason or an- 


other were opposed to it, I think there 
1s very little question but that the vote 
would be substantially in favor of the 
change. i 


And in making this application J 
would like to call the Commission's 
attention to the fact, the zoning lines, 
if they are to be considered, must take 
into consideration the tendency of the

Mayor Breidenbach: I know where 
there are stores on Bergen Street 
which are idle, and they cannot rent 
them. 


Mr. Frazer: Apparently from the 
present demand for this kind of occupa- 
tion there seems to be some require- 
I do 
not presume that these people who are 
property owners are anxious to come 
down and put up unpaying investment 
and I assume, that they have made a 
study of it. There is a large residen- 
tial population on the side streets. 
There is an opportunity for the develop- 
ment of a neighborhood centre along 
Lyons Avenue and it is a natural kind 
of a street for that sort of development. 


ment for business on that street. 


Mayor Breidenbach: Personally, I 
cannot see myself where a business 
street would be of advantage in that 
section, where people have put up one 
and two family houses, it 1s a one and 


two family residential section, and where 
they had bought there lots and erected 
their buildings with the understanding 
that it was going to be restricted and 
protected, why, to turn around now, and 
turn that into a business street, I do 
not quite see it. In the next place I 
do not see where they would get the 
business from if business houses were 
put up there. ` 


I agree with you, this will be a traf- 
fic street along down there, but not a 
business street, and business would not 
stop along there on Lyons Avenue. 


Mr. Frazer: I am perfectly willing 
to risk a bet that there 1s not a mem- 
ber of the Commission who would be 
going out to purchase a house for resi- 
dential purposes, would go and locate 


_on a street on Lyons Avenue, that noise 
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with the necessary exhaust odors and 
things of that sort, resulting from traf- 
fic, and the whole tendency in all the 
modern planning is to take those main 
thoroughfares which are traffic streets, 
and put them into business classifica- 
tions, and to move over the residences 
to the side streets. 


We are getting out of the idea of liv- 
ing on main thoroughfares, we are liv- 
ing more and more on side streets. 


Mayor Breidenbach: Mr. Frazer, 
Lafayette Street in the Ironbound Dis- 
trict; they tried to turn that into a 
business street. That was a heavy traf- 
fic street, that is all it is good for, and 
there is a great quantity of traffic pass- 
ing through there and the stores down 
there hardly know how to exist, be- 
cause the automobiles will not stop to 


purchase any goods down the main 
thoroughfare where the traffic 1s heavy, 
such as Lafayette Street and Lyons 


Avenue. 


Mr. Frazer: You have a vast dif- 
ference in the situation in the neighbor- 
hood surrounding Lafayette Street than 
you have :n the neighborhood surround- 
ing Lyons Avenue. You have to re- 
member the difference of th housing sit- 
uation in the one section trom that in 
the other, there is a very different kind 
and type of houses along Lyons Ave- 
nue to what you have down in the 
Ironbound District. The whole condi- 
tion is different and they are not com- 
parable in any way at all. 


Mayor 3reidenbach: I understood 
the application to be for only a block 
or so, and now you say the applica- 


tion is to go down beyond Bergefi 
Street? 
Mr. Frazer: The application here is 


to continue the business section right 
on -down through.

Mayor Breidenbach: 
blocks of Bergen Street? 
changed afterward? 


Mr. Frazer: The application was 
made to ccntinue it down to Bergen 
Street, becaase Bergen Street itself is a 
business: theroughfare and permit at the

Mayor Breidenbach: Is there any- 
body else who wishes to be heard? 


Mr. Philip Schotland: 
the original applicant, Mr. Mayor and 
Gentlemen of the Commission. My 
client owns the land on the south side 
of Lyons Avenue and Clinton Place, 
immediately west of his land there is a 
gasoline station—the corner opposite his

tion and all that kind of business and 
all of it west is in the business zone. 


Commissioner Gillen: Is this the 
same application that Mr. Frazer talked 
about? 


Mr. Schotland: No, his client owns 
property at Parkview Terrace. My client 
owns property at Clinton Place and 
Lyons Avenue. 


‘Commissioner Gillen. What is your 
position, are you in favor of the change, 
the same as Mr. Frazer? 


Mr. Schotland: Yes, I am the origi- 
nal applicant. 


Commissioner Gillen: All the way 
from Clinton Place to Bergen Street? 


Mr, Schotland: All the way from 
Clinton Place to Bergen Street, yes. In 
addition to what Mr Frazer has said,

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he has given you all the facts and the 
actual data and the amount of traffic, but 
I want to add this: There is a big dii- 


ference between creating a traffic street, 


to relieve congestion on a business street, 
and having a traffic street developed in 
the center of a large residential neigh- 
borhood. 


Lafayette Street is created as a traffic 
street to take off congestion from Ferry 
Street and Market Street. Ferry Street 
and Market Streets are business streets, 
and we travel over Lafayette Street to 
avoid the congestion, avoid long hold-ups 
by trolley cars and so forth, That kind 
of a street is a different street from 
traffic developed in a business street. But 
when you take a thoroughfare like Lyons 
Avenue, which at the time when the peo- 
ple erected their two family houses there, 
most of them were speculative two-fam- 
ily houses, they erected them without re- 
striction. 


The great bulk of the travel that has 
gone over that, only has gone over it as 
the resu:t of the pavement which has 
changed it into a good highway that it is 
today, and it is becoming a thoroughfare 
that it is by reason of its repaving. Now 
the people that are there could not con- 
scientiously tell you that they are enjoy- 
ing quiet and rest of a residential street, 
because if you sit in any of the houses, 
I don’t care how well or how ill it is 
built there, on Lyons Avenue, when these 
big public service jitneys pass the houses, 


it shakes them. You feel the vibrations. 


right there, as though you were on a 
bridge, and a heavy truck was passing 
And you feel that when one oi 
trucks with 
brick or steel are passing through. The

those big, heavily laden 
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only reason, the only possible theory on 
which the Commission or any ruling body 
should desire to keep a street restricted 
to residences is because it is fit for that 
purpose, and to accommodate those who 
want to have the convenience of having 
But there 1s 
no justification, there is no theory in 


a private residential street. 


reason upon which action could be based 
to try to make a residential street which 
from its very physical location and use 
cannot supply the conveniences the com- 
fort of private residences, This street 
cannot and never will, It is all business 
in Irvington. This is the big business 
street and the only big street that will 
develop or can develop into a business 
street south of Watson Avenue. From 
Watson Avenue right to the city line 
along Elizabeth Avenue, you have got 
residences, 


practically all one-family 


bounded by Bergen Street. 


Then going south of Bergen Street, 
you get one and two-family houses all 
through that section. None of the other 
streets until you get to Chancellor Ave- 
nue are thoroughfares, none of them. 
And none of them, not even Watson Ave- 
nue, answers the purpose of a thorough- 
fare. Lyons Avenue is the only street 
leading through which naturally will de- 
velop into a business street. The fact 
that business is successful on that street 
is easily proven by the business houses 
that are located west of Clinton Place, 
that are growing in value and growing 
in rental income at the same time. Now 
the stores, the merchants that are located 
there, must be successful or the rents 


would not grow. It seems that there 


is not any question of health, comfort, 
convenience, duty of the city or anything 


else, which could justify attempting to 


theoretically restrict the natural develop- 
ment of Lyons Avenue. If it were still 
a virgin residential street, there might 
be some justification for saying “Let us 
see if it will stay that way”. But in view 
of the facts that have been already point- 
ed out, immediately to the west of Clin- 
ton Place you have got all business, and 
immediately west of the property my 
client owns, there is a gasoline station.— 
a lovely odor for a strictly private resi- 
idential zoning section. And immediate- 
ly west of Bergen Street up within the 
last month, those two stores were erected 
on Lyons Avenue, so that within that 
block, west of Bergen Street, it is not 
an entirely residential or an exclusively 
residential section. How then are you 
going to preserve it,—it is not inits virgin 
state,—it is not a residential street. In 
that place, which is the very closest to 
that part of Lyons Avenue, which still 
composes the physical classification of 
keeping it a residential street, that block 
on one side—it may be two blocks be- 
tween Elizabeth Avenue and Bergen 
Street, right within 50 feet west of that 
you have two stores now. So it would 
only be attempting to put a theory into 
practice against actual fact, to try to 
keep Lyons Avenue in a strictly residen- 
tial zone. 


As I said last week, Mr. Mayor, per- 
sonally as far as my client is concerned, 
we are only interested in having it being 
permitted to build stores and apartments 
on Lyons Avenue at the corner of Clin- 
ton Place, but I cannot conceive of any 
reason in the world to justify my client 
being stopped from erecting such a 
building at taat particular location, di- 
rectly opposite that gasoline station. But 
it is a saving of time to the Commission 
and ıt 1s really for the convenience of 
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the City, and at tie suggestion of one of 
the Commissioners, that we changed our 
application to make it apply to this whole 
part of Lyons Avenue which is reaily in 
fact a business street, so that you would 
not be bothered, neither would the Ad- 
justment Commission be bothered, every 
time someone wanted to erect a build- 
ing, with separate applications, and sep- 
arate hearings and separate objections 
and a waste of time and effort. I res- 
pectfully submit, that in view of the 
natural lotation, and in view of the busi- 
ness development and in view of the fact 
that a majority of the actual owners of 
property on that thoroughfare want it 
a business street, that yon should grant the 
petition. 


Mayor Breidenbach: Are there any 
other citizens here who wish to be heard, 
that is, in favor of the change? 


Mr. Lester Selovitch (of Selovitch 
Compnay}: I would like to add that as 
the owner of a plot 220 by 170, that we 
strongly favor what these other gentle- 
men have said adout the petition for the 
change on Lyons Avenue. 


Mayor Breidenbach: Where is your 
property? 


Mr. Selovitch: Corner of Osborne 
Terrace and Lyons Avenue. I want to 
say to you that the character of that 
neighborhood has changed very greatly 
in the last few years. It is a question of 


- simply reiterating what these gentlemen 


have already said to you, this is bound to 
be a business street sooner or later and 
we would like to have it now placed in 
that classification, and have our applica- 
tion granted

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Mayor Breidenbach Any other citi- 
zen wish to be heard in favor of the 
change. 


Mr. M. Kemeny: I am the owner of 
property at Parkview.

Mayor Breidenbach: You have a store 


there, have you? 


Mr. Kemeny: I have not. When I 
bought the house, on account of the in- 
ducements offered us, and the induce- 
ments were that the house at that time 
we thought was tax exempt. Now we 
have found that there has been a com- 
plete overturn in the character of the 
street, it is no longer a private street. 
The only way that we can realize the 
value out of our property today would 
be to permit this Lyons Avenue to be- 
come a business Avenue. We cannot get 
the rent out of our buildings today on ac- 
count of the great traffic which is on 
Lyons Avenue at the present time. 


Have the rents 
in any of your buildings been reduced? 


Commissioner Howe: 


Mr. Kemeny: It has? 


` 


Commissioner Howe: Where, what 
number ? 


Mr. Kemendy: 137, right in my house. 


Commissioner Howe: You are get- 
ting about a 20% return on there from 
the information that has been furnished 
us from the Tax Department. 


Mr. Kemeny: I cannot see it 


Commissioner Howe: That is what 


they tell us. 


Mr. Kemeny: That property used to 
make that much, but we don’t get it to- 
day. The privacy of the street has 
changed, from a private street to a public 
thoroughfare. If you lived there 1 
would not have to tell you this, that the 
shaking of the public service buses, as 
they go by, you would realize that you 
are not in a private neighborhood, or 
that you have anything that is private. 


Commissioner Howe: You are right 
on the corner? 


Mr. Kemeny: Right at the corner. 


Commissioner Howe: Near Richard’s 
house. 


Mr. Kemeny: No, not that corner, I 
have the other corner and my next door 
neighbor is Mrs. Rae. I am sure that 
the valuation of all that property would 
be increased and not decreased, if busi- 
ness property goes down to Lyons Ave- 
nue. That is what we are working for 
and that is what we expect. We are 
satisfied to pay the taxes, satisfied to pay 
more taxes, 


Mayor Breidenbach: You are in favor 
of the change then, I take it? 


Mr. Kemeny: I am. 


Mayor Breidenbach: Is there any 
other citizen that that wishes to be 
heard? 


Mr. Louis F. Goldfarb: 
smith Avenue) 


(66 Gold- 
I think I was one of 
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the first inhabitants of Lyons Avenue, I 
own 127 Lyons Avenue, and I live there. 
When I took that house there was not 
a half dozen houses on Lyons Avenue, 
that is six years.ago, March 17th, today, 
and I watched the change on Lyons Ave- 
nue. I tell you gentlemen, I sold my 
house to Mr. Stern, who was here this 
morning, for the reason and on account 
of I could not sleep nights on account of 
the jitney trafic and truck traffic, which 
ran away into 2 or 3 o'clock in the morn- 
ing in the summer time. And at the 
present time I own 120 feet on Lyons 
Avenue, east of Clinton Place on the 
north side of the street, for which I 
drew plans for a new business structure. 
And in reference to the owners of prop- 
erty there not being able to rent their 
stores, people not being able to rent them. 
I want to tell you that there are ten 
stores there and out of the ten stores we 
have eight leases signed and ready for oc- 
cupancy, where the buildings are com- 
pleted. 


So far as it being a business street, 
there is this about it; the population of 
Weequahic Park as you know runs back 
of Bergen Street and along Bergen 
Street you get a heavy part of the popu- 
lation. There is a large tract of land 
that is going to be developed a little 
above Bergen Street, running parallel, 
accommodating two or three or five 
families, or even more than that. The 
only avenue of shopping is Lyons Ave- 
nue, because south of Lyons Avenue is 
Chancellor Avenue, which is all re- 
restricted. 


This ground that I have, has no re- 
strictions upon it, never did have any re- 
strictions upon it, and at any time if a 
street was meant to a resident, a restric- 
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tion 1s ingorpora.ed im the deed, and the 
nearest sHopping point is Bergen Street, 
there is nothing zast of Bergen Street to 
accommodate a business center, because 
Park and Elizebeth Avenues interfer- 
ing. 


West of Bergen Street, I dare say, 
there is a population within the radius 
of three quarters of a mile, of over 30,- 
000 and the logical shopping center is 
Lyons Avenue; there are no trolley 
tracks to hamper them in parking. What 
has made the situation that we have on 
Broad Street is this ‘parking question. 
And on Clinton Avenue, at its widest 
part, is the parking question. I dare say, 
if you will remember six years ago, 
when Garth, the actioneer, sold the Nye 
tract, it was a cow pasture. Look at it 
today, they have Johnson and Hawthorne 
Avenues, and Fulton Place, and you can- 
not buy land there at $500. a foot, and 
this is in its infancy. With Lyons Ave- 
nue without the business zoning, they are 
standing in their own light, trying to 
hold this into a two-family house ques- 
tion, and all of those buyers who are 
here today in five years from now will 
see that, and I will say this, that I will 
give any one of them their money back, 
plus interest, if they think it is going to 
depreciate their property at any time. 


If you want to take a compromise and 
declare Lyons Avenue from Clinton 
Place to Park Place out of the business 
zone, | have no objection, and it is rath- 
er a selfish interest because I am above 
that point, but it is only a question of 
time when it will all be declared to be 
necessary to be in the business zone, and 
if you want to make two bites of the 
cherry in putting it into the business 
zone, why it can be done that way 


There is no reason—no good reason 
that anybody can give us why it should 
not be business, At Clinton Place and 
Lyons Avenue today, two weeks ago I 
sold 50 feet front for $21,000, over $400. 
a foot. Five years ago it was sold for 
$30. a foot: There is the difference. 

Commissioner Howe: Where 
that? 


was 


Mr. Goldfarb: The Corner of Clin- 
ton Place and Lyons Avenue, I sold it 
for $21,000 and got ‘$1,000 commission on 
top of that, just because it is in the bus- 
iness zone. These people are standing 
in their own light, Mr. Mayor. A man 
that owns a two-family house that he 
has put $16,000 or $17,000 for, why if 
you will make this over into a business 
zone, they will get $30,000 for it. It is 
simply a question of doing the proper 
thing, to allow the property to develop 
in the way that it naturally would 
There is no reason for any objection to 
itatall They won’t lose any thing by it, 
when it is turned into business, in fact 
they will be greatly helped. 


The mere fact that the zone has been 
changed will not compe! these people to 
be disturbed, if they want to still have 
their two-family houses to remain from 
Bergen Street right on down, there is 
nothing to hinder them. They can still 
keep it as residence property, if they 
want to live in it and own it as a resi- 
dence, there is nothing against it, but if 
they want to change it into business at 
any time, when they get to a point where 
they don’t want to use it longer as a resi- 
dent section, they won’t be hampered by 
The op- 
posite side of the street is just the same, 
with the exception of the corner If you 


having this zoning restriction. 
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take the owners of property right along 
up there, and there is—I refer to above 
Parkview Terrace, where there is very 
little vacant property—if you canvassed 
them up to there I am sure that you will 
find that they are all, or nearly all of 
them, of this change. These 
people that are willfhg to gamble on put- 
ting up this property into store property, 
it is not a question of where the present 
owners are going to lose, if they sell at 


in favor 


increased prices which they will, and it is 
not a question of the city losing, as the 
city will gain in the meantime. 


Values up there change very consider- 
ably, and they tremendousity 
where there is merely a rumor around 
that there is going to be a change of the 
status of the property, from a residential 
to a business property. I'll tell you that 
it has changed it very quickly, and PI 
tell you this, that I paid $10,000 for a 
piece of property there and was offered 
$20,000 and I turned it down, and it was 
not in the business zone, therefore, I say 
to you that it does increase values there. 
And the only sane thing to do under all 
the circumstances is to change this into 
a business zone.

Mayor Breidenbach: Any other citi- 
zen wish to be heard, that favors the 


change on Lyons Avenue ?° 


Mr. Ira Cortrets, (207 Maiden Lane): 
I represent the owner of the House at 
383 Lyons Avenue, which is a dot over 
from Bergen Street, west, and Dr. Isadore 
Rosenthal owns— 


That is where 
these two stores are located? 


Commissioner Gillen: 


Mr. Cotrets: Opposite these two 
stores. 


Commissioner Gillen: I mean where 
these two stores were brought out to the 
line and ruined the looks of the whole 
neighorhood there?

Mr. Cortrets: No, sir, my client lives 

right opposite of that. 


Commissioner Gillen: That was the 
most dastardly violation of the rights of 
property owners in the neighborhood or 
any person that had any use or any busi- 
ness to go dowr in that neighborhood. 


Mr. Cotrets: If taht shaft is intend- 
ed to be directed against me, it does not 
fit me, as I co not own or represent the 
owners of that property. 


Commissioner Gillen: It is against 
the man that built that house there. 


Mr. Cotrets: I do not even know him. 
I also represent another property, that 
of Louis Koplowitz, the owner of lots 
on Lyons Avenue, and property above 
on Parkview Terrace, and these clients of 
mine are all in favor of this change, 
and feel that this change should be 
made.

Mayor Breidenbach: Any other citi- 
zen wish to be heard, in favor of the 
change? If not, now we will hear the 
opposite side those who are opposed to 
it. ‘ 


Mr. Jack Richter: I represent not 
only the eighteen property owners who 
are all present here, but seventeen more 
that were at the meeting, that are not 
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aole to be there, making in all thirty- 
five residents of that zone.

.Mayor Breidenbach : Have you got 
a list of the people you represent here? 
Mr. Richter: I can get them for you 
in five minutes. 


Commissioner Raymond: Are they 
on the petition, have they all signed 
the protest here? If so, we have the 
protests here and can get their names 
from that. G 


Mr. Richter: A list of them-are on 
this petition and there are ten more 
whose names are not on this petition 
chat Iam representing here now. 


(A blue print showing layout of 
street is presented to the Mayor). 


Now, gentlemen, I have been asked 
to speak by the great majority of the 
property owners on Lyons Avenue, on 
Parkview Terrace and two on Osborr. 
Terrace, on their behalf and in opposi- 
tion to any change. I, myself, am a 
resident of that section, and although J 
am a lawyer, I am not being paid by 
the people whom I represent, as I am 
doing it on behalf of the cause, because 
I believe their cause is a just one. Be- 
fore I present their side of it, I would 
try to answer some of the arguments 
that have been presented by the opposi- 
tion. 


First, they say the character of the 
neighborhood has changed. Mr. Frazer 
says it, and he goes to great length to 
show you gentlemen, or at least in a- 
tempting to show you, how the character 
of the neighborhood has changed. 


y- 
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After kearing all he had to say, it left 
me ın the same frame of mind as it was 
before he started to talk. There has 
not been any change in the neighbor- 
hood in the last two and one half years, 
since property began to be built there 
for ‘strictly residential purposes. Both 
Mr. Frazer and Mr. Schotland expound- 
ed in great detail about what a wonder- 
ful traffic highway that was, a main art- 
ery, a main thoroughfare. They tried to 
make you gentlemen believe that be- 
cause a thoroughfare becomes a high- 
way, a traffic highway, that that 
changes the character of the neighbor- 
hood. That is not so at alll. 


And right here is the answer, I can 
point out several streets that are main 
thoroughfares and yet you know, as 
well as I do, that they are strictly resi- 
dential, at least for a great stretch, 
several blocks at a time. Take Park 
Avenue, there are great stretches of 
Park Avenue that are strictly residential, 
and yet Park Avenue certainly is a 
greater traffic thoroughfare than Lyons 
Avenue, much greater. 


I dare say that Mr. Frazer, if he 
were to take an hour’s count there, he 
would find at least three or four times 
as many automobiles passing through 
Park Avenue as he would Lyons Ave- 
nue, 


Take High Street again. High 
Street between Springfield Avenue and 
Clinton Avenue. We all know, gen- 
tlemen, that High Street is a strictly 
residential street, yet, there are a num- 
ber of apartment houses that have re- 
cently been erected, puite a number of 
them, but that does not change the 
character of the neighborhood from a 
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residential section to a business section 
To my knowledge there is not a store | 
on High Street between the two streets 
indicated and yet High Street, if a 
count were taken there, would show at 
least eight times the number of auto- 
mobiles, both pleasure and commercial, 
along that street, than you find passing 
along Lyons Avenue. 


Much has been said, in order to im- 
press upon you that a change has actu- 
ally taken place in Lyons Avenue, about 
a store having been built facing Lyons 
Avenue. Of course, they 
course, that comes within the 100 foot 
depth of Bergen Street, and being 100 
feet— within 100 feet of Bergen Street, 
it is considered as a Bergen Street prop- 
erty and notwithstanding that fact, they 
say it is on Lyons Avenue, and that 
chariges the neighborhood, Well, gen- 
tlemen, I know one of your number 
has already gone up there and inspected 
that particular piece of property. I am 
am sorry every one of you has not. If 
all of you had gone there and know 
what a dastardly piece of work that 


say—otf 


was, I am sure you would appreciate it. 
You know, it looks like a sore thumb, 
and sticks right out, and it spotls,—if 
you will look at the map there—it has 
spoiled the whole half block from Ber- 
gen Street up to Parview Terrace, ev- 
ery bit of it. And I say, officially, for 
the property owners on the left hand 
side of Lyons Avenue, going toward 
Irvington, from Bergen Street to Park- 
view Terrace and I speak officially for 
the owners of that half block, and they 
assure me, that they are as disgraced and 
disappointed and they feel as outraged 
as is possible for anybody to feel on 


account of that piece of work 
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Mayor Breidenbach. I do not blame 
them for that. 


Mr. Richter: Now Mr .Frazer has 
also called your attention to a build- 
ing built by Mr. Hennon, who lives at 
166 Lyons Avenue and he refers to 
that as being a business, a milk business 
there. 


We cannot prevent any man having 
any busaness he wants, if he conducts 
that business in his own house. He 
lives in a residential district, it is not 
a business section, and he does not live 
in a store. There is no store at 166. 
It is a regular two-family house, the 
same as all the other houses that were 
built there for that purpose, and if he 
conducts a milk business by means of 
his garage and automobiles, certainly we 
cannot prevent that, but we certainly 
could have prevented him from build- 
ing a dairy store at the time that his 
house was built. 


One thing that Mr. Frazer said sur- 
prises me more than I can express,— 
and 1 have the greatest and most pro- 
found admiration for Mr. Frazer, and 
I know when he speaks, people are com- 
pelled to give weight to what he says,— 
but in this one thing I think he has 
greatly exaggerated, in fact, I know he 
has committed a grievous error. He 
said, if a poll were taken of property 
owners who live on Lyons Avenue it 
would be certain that the greater major- 
ity of the owners there would be for 
the change. You have before you, gen- 
tlemen, a map showing the number of 
houses and the number of vacant places 
of land on Lyons Avenue, from Bergen 
Street to Clinton Place. How much va- 
cant land is there? On the first block 
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from Bergen St-eet to Parkview Teir- 
race, on the northerly side of the 
street, there is not a single piece of 
vacant land, and as you know, that is one 
of the langest blocks in the City of 
Newark. - e 


On the left hand side of the street 
there is only one single piece of vacant 
land and that is on the corner of Ber- 
gen Street and Parkview Terrace, the 
corner that Mr. Goldfarb has just been 
talking about as buying and selling for 
a huge sum of money. And while spea‘- 
ing about Mr. Goldfarb, let me say, 
gentlemen, he has no interest here be- 
fore you. He does not own land there 
ta all and he does not represent anybody 
that owns land. He owned land and he 
sold that. He sold his land to Dr. 
Stern and Dr, Stern is here today and 
Dr. Stern opposes any change in the 
character of that section. 


Mr. Kenemy is a real estate agent, he 
spoke to you a little while ago. He said 
he favored’ the change. To my knowl- 
edge, he does not own land there at all. 
He sold several plots, that I know, 
There are ladies here who will vouch 
for this and they can speak when I get 
through, if they care to, they were sold 
lots by Mr. Kemeny under the express 
promise, that it was restricted to resi- 
dential property. 


Mr. Goldfarb told you that there was 
never any restriction on the land that he 
sold. I wish to refer to the land he 
sold to Dr. Stern. Now, if any of you 
gentlemen care to, you can go down and 
see that piece of land this afterpcon 
and you will still see standing on tre 
land a sign showing that the ground is 
restricted to the erection of one and 
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two family residential properties only, 
on that very land that he said had never 
had any restrictions, and he was the 
owner of it. 


Mr. Schotland said that these houses 
are only speculative houses. Well, gen- 
tlemen, if any of you ever attempted to 
build one-family houses for $25,000 or 
$40,000 a piece, I don’t think you will 
feel it is a speculative proposition very 
much, and there are at least a dozen 
such one and two-family houses, rang- 
ing in value from $35,000 to $40,000 to 
$50,000 and $60,000. I do think that you 
gentlemen will agree with me that noth- 
ing was ever more insistently advertised 
as places for residential purposes than 
these houses, and while I am at that 
point, gentlemen, let me say this: All 
the property owners who bought land 
and built, or bought property or im- 
proved, bought them and did so with 
the express understanding and upon im- 
plicit reliance on the fact that these 
were restricted—that these lots, these 
properties, that it was a strictly residen- 
tial section, that there would be no 
change in the neighborhood; that they 
would be protected by the zoning law. 
They know, of course, that restrictions 
on land would soon expire, but nobody 
was going to invest their last dollar, 
and some of them did, these ladies right 
here and they will tell you so, that 
they invested their last dollar over 
there in these properties and they would 
not have done it unless it was represented 
ta them to be a strictly residental prop- 
erty and private property. Now going 
back to the map, you will see, gentlemen, 


on the first block, there is not but one 


piece of unoccupied land. On Osborn 


Terrace thereis one piece—and by va- 


cant land I mean on the block from 
Park Avenue or Terrace, and there is only 
one place on that block from Parkview 
Terrace to Maple Terrace to Maple 
Terrace to Maple Avenue,—there is no 
vacant land, I will say. The map shows 
flve vacant lots, but those lots are adja- 
cent and adjoining to the properties that 
are built already, and are units of them 
and they are used as lawns. They are not 
forsale, they are vacant slots in the 
sense that anything is to be built on 
them, they are owned by the people 
who own the adjoining buildings. There 
is not a vacant place, not a vacant piece 
of land on Lyons Avenue, on the south 
side of Lyons Avenue from Parkview 
Terrace to Maple Avenue. 


So, Gentlemen, look at the entire 
Lyons Avenue from the very beginning 
of this location here, (indicating), and 
you will find only three pieces of vacant 
land and two of them are’ under discus- 
sion here. There is only one other 
piece of vacant land and that is—and I 
say this exclusive of the large tract 
which the Beth Israel Hospital owns, 
and upon which a hospital building is 
to be erected —and while speaking of 
that, while I am on that point I want 
to say this, that I understand there is a 
representative of the Beth Israel pres- 
ent in the Council Chamber this morn- 
ing and I know that they have ex- 
pressed to me, that they are very strong- 
ly opposed to any change in the neigh- 
borhood. 


Commissioner Rayhond: It is a fact, 
that they sent in their protest, it is on file 
here, so that I do not think it is necessary 


to make any reference to them 


Mr Richter No, I do not think so, 
but I simply wanted to call attention 
to the fact that there is only three 
vacant pieces of land on the entire Lyons 
Avenue starting at Bergen Place, and 
two of them are under discussion. Every 
piece of property that is built there now 
is strictly residential; and no one knows 
the facts there would attempt to tell 
you that the character of that neighbor- 
hood has changed when as a matter of 
fact there is not a single piece of busi- 
ness property on there, except for that 
one, that is 100 feet, that is within 100 
feet of Bergen Street and that is a delib- 
erate attempt to impose upon you and 
I trust that. you gentlemen will not per- 
mit yourselves to be imposed upon, and 
that you will safeguard the interests of 
the property owners as they now stand 
here before you, and many of them 
have spent all of their money in devel- 
oping and building and purchasing here 
in the hope that you gentlemen will pro- 
tect their residential interests. i 


Mayor Breidenbach: Any other citizen 
wish to be heard? That is, in opposi- 
tion to the change? 


` Mr, Harris Miner: 115 Lyons Avenue: 
I have been speaking here before you 
and I don’t think it is necessary for us 
to take up much of your time. 


Mayor Breidenbach: You are on rec- 
ord as being opposed to it, Mr. Miner? 


Mr. Miner: We are opposed to it, 
and we have a large delegation here of 
ladies and gentlemen and I will ask them 
to come ferward and express to you 
that that is their feeling, I can have 
them come up here to the table.

Mayor Breidenbach That is all 
tight, Mr. Miner, we have their names 
and their adresses and they do not need 
to come forward. 


Mr. Miner: I think as Mr. Frazer 
has been talking to you, that he has 
been trying to put over some sort of a 
joke, that these houses are shaking. I 
think that that is a proposition that 
should be brought up to the Building 
Department, if that is so, that they 
should allow shaky buildings like those 
to remain. If we have any Newark 
Building Departments that don’t take 
care of our buildings better than that, 
we are not protected. As he draws the 
inference, or at least I draw the inference 
from what he says, that the Department 
is not taknig care of its city, doing its 
duty to the city, in regard to the housing, 
allowing houses to be built that shake, 
as he describes them, aid I think he is 
mistaken. Your houses down there are 
not shaking and the Building Department 
is all right and doing its duty. 


Mr. George D. Mulligan: I represent 
Mrs. Nestor, 172; and Charles Phillip- 
one, 212; Frank Scanniello, 218, and 
Mr. Chas. Capocia, 220. They are, ex- 
cepting Mrs. Nestor, whose property is 
between Maple Avenue and Clinton 
Place, on the southside or Lyons Ave- 
nue. They have, these properties, these 
clients of mine here, represent property 
over the value of $100,000 invested in 
one-family and two-family houses. They 
feel that they have bought this property 
relying upon the zoning ordinance being 
continued by the City until such time as 
there would be an imperative demand at 
least for a change. And they feel that 
1f it 1s changed at this time, while people 


who own vacant lots may find an appre- 
ciation im their land per front foot, 
those that own houses, representing in- 
vestment such as I mentionad, will suf- 
fer a sad loss. The traffic argument 
has not appealed to me and I cannot feel 
that it appeals to anyone to indicate 
that if it is thrown into a business 
street, it will be utterly unbearable to 
have that traffic stopping in front of 
these houses, turning it into a semi- 
business district. I will further say 
this: That if this property purchased 
by these people is turned into a busi- 
ness district, or business property, it is 
going to mean that people buying around 
the city cannot depend upon the zoning 
ordinance being continued in force. I 
have not heard any argument from the 
people in the neighborhood who will say 
that we are not sufficiently furnished 
with the of stores and 
business properties, and with everything 
which would be dmanded by them, so 
that they want a change made in that 
regard and until such a demand is made 
hy the residents of the neighborhood, it 
seems to me there should be no 
change.

Mr. Carl Lehman: Gentlemen, there 
are 31 citizens here besides the four 
that Mr. Mulligan represents and be- 
sides the matter of record of the list 
that is filed with you and a letter from 
the Beth Israel Hospital, that are 
against this proposition, and I’m not 
going to talk on it because I want to 
say this, that you gentlemen certainly will 
have to act, if the change is necessary,

patronize their stores, why ‘build them 
down beyond the corner of Bergen 
Street.

Commissioner Howe: I think that we 
understand the situation pretty well now. 
I have personally inspected this prop- 
erty and I understand that 90% of the 
people around there, at least 90% of 
the people around there, are in favor of 
retaining the present status of this 
street. The mere fact that any real es- 
tate man could come up here and advo- 
cat a change, who isnot a resident there, 
and has sold property and misrepresent- 
ed his testimony probably should be ig- 
nored.

Mr. Goldfarb: This is below Clinton 
Place, east of Clinton Place. So I just 
wanted to have a few words to set the 
Commissioner right, that there was no 
misrepresentation here, and that I did not 
own any property, because I did own that 
120 feet and I do own property on Lyons 
Avenue, and I am interested in Lyons 


Avenue, That will set you straight, sir. 


Commissioner Howe: That makes 


some difference. 


Mr. Goldfarb: I did speak to two or 
three people here, when that statement 
was made, but I wanted to interrupt and 
correct, and I asked Mr. Schotland 
whether I should interrupt at the time 
that statement was made and he said no, 
“wait until he gets through, and then the 
Mayor will give you and opoprtunity to 
speak.” Isn’t that so, Mr. Schotland? 


Mr. Schotiand: I said, “Wait until the 
opposition gets through and the Mayor 
would then hear you.” 


Mr. Goldfarb: I wanted to interrupt 
then, but he said, “Don’t interrupt him,” 
but I wanted to set you right, sir 


Mayor Breidenbach I don’t think you 
should come in here and interrupt in such 
an umceremonious manner the opposite 
side, when they have been patient and 
listened to all of what you had to say, 
I think it is only in courtesy that it is 
due to them that you should listen to 
what they have to say and be respectful 
while the other side had their inning. 


Commissioner Howe: Mr. Mayor, 
whatever opinion I had, and my mind was 
open on the upper end from Parkview 
Avenue up, but when I saw what one 
building could do to ruin a whole block 
like that damnable little brick place built 
within a few feet of the corner of Bergen 
Street, I made up my mind that I would 
not vote, no matter what the talk was, to 
change that section. That is a real im- 
position on the law, if I ever saw one. 
There should be some means of remedy- 
ing it, and if there is any possible means 
that the city would have to do so, I would 
be willing to advocate that we should do 
it, and put forth every effort to have that 
removed. That is a disgraceful thing. 


Mrs. Anna Singer: I live at 140 Lyons 
Avenue. Now when the people sold us 
the property, they sold us the property 
with the urderstanding that it is a re- 
stricted neighborhood and for that reason 
we had to pay more money for it. The 
way the property is now, we can draw a 
finer class of people there, who are will- 
ing to pay the rent. If there is stores 
there, we never oculd get the people we 
can get to come, out there now to live 
there, and we could never then get the 
price for rent we can get now, and how 
are we going to pay our taxes. This 
seems to be a case of where there is a 
whole lot of builders here that want to 
make money, they want to make money 
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building, putting up new buildings there, 
they are not interested in the place for 
the homes that re there, all they want 
to do is to build up some buildings there 
and then sell them, to make money on 
them, That is all they are looking after, 
and they do not care anything about the 
neighborhood, that is certain. We have 
gone there, and we have built our homes 
there, and with the distinct understanding 
that it was to continue a home locality 
and we never dreamed that there would 
be any effort made to change it so that it 
would not be such. It will ruin us if this 
goes through, it will positively ruin a 
lot of us, if this change goes through. 
It is just a bunch of builders, money- 
makers, that is all they want. They want 
to make their money out of us, and they 
do not care whetner we are protected or 
not and we have to come here to protect 
ourselves and I think you gentlemen will 
be with us and help us. 


Mr. Louis Koplowitz: I want to say 
a few words. I want to say this to you, 
after hearing both sides of it, I can tell 
you gentlernen as far as I am concerned, 
that six years ago I had opened up a 
street betwen Lehigh Avenue and Lyons 
Avenue and when Parkview Terrace was 
opened up, there was not a house on 
Lyons Avenue, there was not a house on 
Bergen Street, and I put up a two-family 
house for my own use, on the corner of 
the street there, that I think today is a 
monument to the City of Newark. Bnt 
after living there this time, I have had 
to sell it out, losing money on it, for this 
reason, that after this street was paved, 
all the way up to Irvington, found that 
the traffic was getting bigger and bigger 
every day, and it was simply impossible 
to sleep at night. It was the same situz- 
tion as Mr. Goldfarb, he had a house 
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‘and I 


close to mine there, I was his neighbor, 
say, that neighborhood is so 
changed in the last six years, -it is 
changed more than 100 per cent. Two- 
family houses were built up there, and 
despite what the people are saying here, 
there was no restriction on Lyons Ave- 
me. Quite naturally, when the people that 
built along there, they wanted to have it 
restricted, they said it was restricted, 
but I know of no restriction, and on any 


‘property that I built on, or that I had and 


sold, I know I had to put on my own re- 
strictions, as there was simply no re- 
strictions on Lyons Avenue at all. 


Mayor Breidenbach: You are opposed 


to the change, aren’t you?

Mr. George L. Record: Mr. Mayor 
and Commisisoners, I have been requested 
to come here today on behalf of the so- 
called independent bus owners of the city, 
and bring to the attention of the Com- 
mission the condition of the jitney traffic 
as it is represented to me. I understand 
the conditions to be that owing to the fact 
that the Public Service has purchased a 
large portion of the principal lines of the 
City ,that there is no longer the pool 
system in operation which used to be in 
operation, and there is naturally rivalry 
between the independents and the buses 
that are operated by the Public Service 
Transportation Company. The net result 
of that is: So far I think it can be 
easily established that accidents within 
the last few months have increased at 
least three-fold,—that is, ordinary acci- 
dents. I wish, however, to bring to your 
attention this point: 


I think there is grave danger of a real 
tragedy in this center. My attention was 
originaly called to this problem and I 
was sent for to go to Camden three or 
four years ago. At that time there was 
no pooling, there was no arrangement be- 
tween the men, and they raced back and 
forth, and that finally culminated into 
the overturning of two busses and a beant- 
iful girl losing an arm, one person at 
least was killed, and a score of persons 
were injured very seriously. That woke 
up the public officials down there, and 
after that they took control of the trans- 
portation problem. Out of that grew 
up the pool system, which was the most 
effective method of preventing accidents 
that I know anythink about, and that has 
been taken up all over the State 


But wHen the Public Service comes in 
as ıt does now, the- pooling system has to 
break down. And that is gone, as it is 
removed. 


Now, I call your attention to the fact 
that this thing of accidents has increased 
at least threefold, and I warn you, that 
if the conditions continue as they repre- 
sent them to be, any day you may learn 
of one or two more busses overturning, 
and in their overturning the loss of life 
is certain to happen, and great injury that 
will happen to a number of people. Now 
what is your remedy? It seems to me 
notwithstanding the fact that the Public 
Utilities Commission have now a partia. 
jurisdiction over this matter, that they 
have taken the stand, that they would not 
interfere with the daily adminstration of 
of the bns business, that that is the City’s 
affair to establish schedules to regulate 
the method of transportation. I cannot 
say at the moment that I am accusing any- 
body. I am trying to get a solution, it 
it is possible to get one. And I am au- 
thorized or requested to make this sug- 
gestion to you: 


The only way you can regulate this keen 
competition now is for the municipality 
to have starters, and official municipal 
starters at each end of the line, and that 
each machine shall be numbered, or given 
a number which can be changed at the 
end of a week or month, so that nobody 
shall get the cream of the traffic; and 
that the regulation shall be established, 


that when a man starts, and he is No. 4, 


No. 5 follows him out at an interval that 
the starter gives him, either two or three 
minutes; No. 5 cannot pass No. 4 until he 
gets to the end of the line, nuless his bus 
is packed full and cannot take on any- 
body else, and he comes up to No. 4 and 
finds that that ıs partially full, then he 
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can go by under those conditions, and 
he may arrive at the other end of the 
road in shed No. 4; but in the event he 
does, he must wait there until No. 4 
comes in and starts back, and then he 
follows No. 4. 


I am told by our people that that is a 
practical plan and that if put in force 
by your Jitney Department, that will 
remedy the bulk of the trouble. 


Now I don’t know that anybody has 
raised the point that the City cannot af- 
ford or ought not to go to the expense 
of these starters. I am informed that 
the City gets out of the jitney people 
over $300,000 a year inthe 5 per cent, tax. 
If that is true, it would seem to me the 
duty of the City, and a duty that they 
can well afford to perform, to go to the 
expense of at least one starter at each 
end of each line, and perhaps another one 
in the middle, if you please, to see that 
the schedule is being kept up. I make 
that suggestion in lieu of any possible 
so-called schedule for, if the independents 
submitted what they feel is a schedule, 
that is a proper one, it is probable that 
it would not be favorably received by the 
Public Service. If they submit what they 
call a schedule, why people will not ap- 
prove of that probably, and if the City 
takes control and uses a starter at each 
end, without having any reference to any 

“schedule, that is, a starter in contradis- 
tinction to a schedule that has been talked 
about, giving each one a headway of say 
so many minutes, in the rush hours, so 
many minutes, and less or more accord- 
ing to the time of day and then, if a man 
is given a number so that he can be iden- 
tified on the street, and the man that vio- 
lats the instruction that he must not pass 


the man that he is behind, and whom he 
is scheduled to come behind, except that 
he is full—his bus is full, and the other 
bus is not full and from being able to be 
identified they can kept track of and 
their actions proved, if necessary. The 
man who passes improperly can be com- 
plained of by the man passed, and your 
jitney supervisor would fine the man so 
many dollars, or the man might be sus- 
pended a number of days, and it is quite 
easy to accomplish the result. 


That is my practical suggestion, and I 
am here, however, more especially be- 
cause of my experience and intention to 
warn you gentlemen of the utmost serious- 
ness of this situation, when accidents 
have increased three-fold in four months, 
a condition has arisen which challenges 
public attention; and I do not think it is 
necessary to do anything more than to 
mall that ‘condition to the attention of 
the Commisioners, as I understand they 
already have something in the line of a 
schedule, or something under considera- 
tion, but it is important that whatever 
your remedy be, that it be promptly ap- 

„plied and that the remedy which is applied 
be a practical remedy, and I think that 
I have suggested one such. 


Commissioner Raymond: Mr. Record, 
I am working out a schedule of the vari- 
ous lines now. 


Mr. Record: My people say that if 
you mean the ordinary schedule, that is 
ineffective, that means nothing. What 
they say is that there should be a starter 
and that he starts off No. 1 at 5.55, let 
us say, and then he says to No. 2, No. 3 
and No. 4, you start in two minutes or 
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five minutes or whatever the time is and 
then you have to keep your place. 


Commissioner Raymond: To establish 
starters uncer the City control, would 
require 44 starters at a cost to the city 
of $80,000. 


Mr. Record: And you are getting 
_ $300,000 of this proposition. 


Mr. Raymond: We could not put them 
at ‘the beginning of certain lines just, 
now; the general practice has been that 
it is a bad practice to begin new kinds 
of expenditure for the City, of this sort, 
as it has always been found in the past 
that the general practice has been, and 
I think you will agree with me in that, 
and the transportation companies have 
individually in the past had their own 
starters and that this has been the cus- 
tom up to the present time even. The 
trolly companies, have employed their own 
starters and I would like to know from 
you, representing these bus men, whether 
they would be willing to enter some ag- 
reement with the City to provide starters, 
it being to their best interests to establish, 
them, as well as the interest of the public, 
and to be willing to stand that expense. 


Mr. Record: I cannot answer for the 
moment because I have to consult with 
my people. 


Commissioner Raymond: 
take that up with me later? 


Will you 


Mr. Record: Yes. My suggestion as 
to that is that a starter should be pro- 
vided either by the City or by the people, 
in other words, what I am here for, not 
so much to find out who is going to pay 
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as to msist that this condition de stopped, 
and that gome suggestion or method be 
employed at once. The really important 
thing is that this thing be done, so as to 
reduce this menace. 


Commissioner Raymond: I agree 
with you that it is a big problem, and I 
will tell you that we are working on it 
now, we are establishing schedules, which 
we must establish first. Your idea is to 
have numbers given to eachas he arrives 
at his point of starting? 


Mr. Record: Yes, for instance, a man 
starts at 6.30 this week, and next week 
he will be moved forward to 6.35 and so 
rorth, and that gives everybody a chance 
at the cream of the traffic, and also 
makes everybody carry his share of the 


‘burden, early in the morning, or late at 


night, and in that way it would be pro- 
portioned, it would be a perfectly easy 
thing ‘to’ do. It is certainly possible in 
this way to cover every line in this city, 
the ‘Public Service have their own men, 
and they have arranged that among 
themselves. 


Mr. Raymond: On the question of the 
income from the jitneys, I want to cor- 
rect your statement, as 1 am to!d that the 
buses pay $180,000 only. 


Mr. Record: Well, I was told that it 
was $300,000. 


Commissioner Raymond: That is a 
large expenditure to put on the City, and 
I quite agree with you on your proposition 
of having a starter representing official 
authority or something of that sort other 
than individuals representing the different 
companies, that is, that their authority 
should be in the City, rather than under 
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the authority of the various ownerships 
of the transportation lines, and thus being 
representative of the owners, 


Mr. Record: Up in North Hudson a 
similar condition existed on one of the 
lines there, and I broached that subject 
with the Public Service, and they ran 
through so many different towns I could 
not get a general supervision and the 
Public Service people there agreed to 
co-operate with us. I don’t know what 
their attitude is going to be here, but 
their attitude there was friendly. 


Commissioner Raymond: Hag there 
been any attempt to take it up with the 
Public Service here to find out whether 
they would agree to such a proposition 
here? 


Mayor Breidenbach: Certainly that 
should be done, it seems to me. 


Commissioner Raymond: Have you 
taken that up, the matter of the pay of 


the starters? 


Mayor Breidenbach: That has not 
been taken up, as I understand it. 


Commissioner Raymond: Then we 
might be able to arrange a conference 


on that subject. 


Mr. Record: I would be very glad to 
have a conference on the conditions. 


The matter 
is entirely in my hands by delegation 
from the Commission. 


Commissioner Raymond: 


Mr. Record: What we want is to have 


<- the permit. 


the Commission remedy it, one way or 
another, that is what we are after. 


Commissioner Raymond: I suggest 
then that we have a conference Friday 
morning if that is satisfactory to you. ` 


Mr. Record: Yes. 


Commissioner Raymond: At 11 o’clock. 
Does that suit you? 


Mr. Record: Yes, that would suit me. 


Commissioner Gillen: I move that the 
matter be referred to Director. Raymond. 


The -roll being called, the motion was 
declared adoptd by the following votes: 


Yeas: Commissioners Brennan, Gillen, 
Howe, Raymond, Mayor Breidenbach. 


Mr. Augenblick: I represent the ap- 
piicant who applied to the Superintendent 
of Buildings and asked for a permit to 
construct a public garage on the corner 
of 12th Street and 13th Avenue. That 
application was rejected by the Superin- 
tendent and it was appealed to the Board 
of Adjustment. The Board of Adjust- 
ment heard the matter and granted the 
appiicant’s application and granted him 
When we applied to the 
Superintendent of Buildings for that per- 
mit, the Superintendent refused to issue 
the permit,stating to me that John Mat- 
thews, who had been retained subsequent 
to the hearing before the Board of Ad- 
justment, was retained by some of these 
objectors before the Beard of Adjust- 
ment, and asked that the ruling of the 
Loard of Adjustment with respect to this 
particular permit be confirmed by this 


99 ~ 


Commission. I have searched the statute 
that was passed by the Legislature in 
1924 authorizing this Commission to ap- 
point a Board of Adjustment, and I found 
nothing in that statute that authorized 
this Commission to confirm or rule on 
what the Board of Adjustment does with 
respect to a particular application or mat- 
ters that are brought before them. 


I do not say now with respect to the 
application that is brought before the 
Board of Adjustment for the purpose of 


changing an entire neighborhood, for the . 


purpose of changing the zoning law in 
general in a neighborhood, but this is a 
particular application that is made that 
calls for a ruling of the Board of Ad- 
justment, and that that ruling is final, is 
my opinion. 


I appear here purposely at the request 
of Mr. Bigelow, he stating to me that 
Mr. Matthews would appear here and 
would object to the ruling of the Board 
of Adjustment, and whether there was 
anything in any of those objections or 
not, I don’t know. Mr. Bigelow ap- 
proached me this morning and he told 
me Mr. Matthews is engaged somewhere 
up in another part of the State, some 
other Court or other, he is not here, and 
he tells me that he will still refuse to 
issue this permit to me. 


I want to state to this Commission that 
we have had a similar experience, three 
or four months ago, in regard to a build- 
ing before the Building Department, with 
respect to a permit of that same kind. 
After the Board of Adjustment granted 
the issuing of the permit, he held up 
that permit for two months, causing the 
client that I represented a loss of almos: 
$5,000, he not bemg able to build during 
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that particular tıme, but in spite of him 
holding up that permit, it was again re- 
ferred to! Mr. Congleton, the Corporation 
Counsel, 'and he ruled that the ruling of 
the Board of Adjustment was correct, 
and the permit was finally issued. 


I speak of this before you gentlemen, 
that this is a condition that ought not to 
occur, that we be compelled to go through 
all of this again, and that when we have 
reached this point we be granted the 
permit. We have brought it up finally 
before the Superintendent and he has 
refused again, and we ask that you now 
direct him or instruct him that he grant 
us this permit. In other words, we ask 
that the Superintendent of Buildings be 
instructed by this Board to grant us this 
permit. 


Mayor Breidenbach: Mr. Congleton, 
what is the legal status? Heres Mr. 
Bigelow, we will hear from him. 


Superintendent of Buildings Bigelow: 
I have not rejected the permit, but 1 was 
called up by Mr. Matthews and he said 
as counsel for the adjacent property 
owners, that he would like to have an 
opportunity either to take the matter to 
the Court, or appear before this Board. 
This was last week. And as a matter of 
courtesy, he asked would I withhold is- 
suing the permit until he had an oppor- 
tunity to do one or the other. And as the 
gentleman came in a few days later and 
asked for the permit, I told him what 
Mr. Matthews said about it and I said, 
“As a matter of courtesy, would not you 
let me withold the issuing of that permit, 
and would you not let me let that wait, 
the issuing of this permit for a few 
days?” and the gentleman didn’t urge me 


very hard, that is, he didn’, object stren- 
uously to my holding it up until today. 
But today Mr. Matthews called me up 
and explained and said to me as counsel 
‘for these people, “Will you withohld is- 
suing that permit for a week or more?” 
and I cannot say definitely that I will, but 
I do not see any reason why the issuing 
of this permit should not be held up a 
week longer, 


This case that the counsel was speaking 
of, these cases both have been garages, 
and they have both been for garages in 
the neighborhood near schools or churches 
or institutions of various kinds, and there 
have been serious objections on the part 
of the neighborhood. 


Now there is nothing in the building 
code that requires me to issue the permit 
immediately. The Superintndent is sup- 
posed to issue a permit within a reason- 
able time. Of course, this very case was 
the case where the garage was within 
200 feet of a school and also directly op- 
posite a large auditorium, and to my mind 
I thought it was somewhat of a serious 
matter to issue a permit without giving 
counsel a chance to finally settle the 
matter. Especially, I thought that should 
be done, inasmuch as the property own- 


ers had asked some opportunity to be 
heard. 


Mayor Breidenbach: 
opinion, Mr. Congleton? 


What is your 


Mr. Congleton: Mr. Mayor, and 
members of the Commission, my opin- 
ion is that so far as you have specified 
matters in your ordinance creating the 
Board of Adjustment, in those matters 
the Board of Adjustment is final, -It 
should be improper for their actions to 
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come back here to this Board. You 
have delegated to them in accordance 
with the State Statute certain powers. 
After they have heard the facts and have 
rendered their decision it is my judg- 
ment that that decision is final. Where 
any property owners feel themselves ag- 
grieved, they have their right of action 
in the Court, as most of them know, be- 
cause we are in the court now on numer- 
ous zoning cases, and I assume that we 
will continue to go there. 


I know of no reason assuming that the 
building or construction of the building 
complies with the building code, why the 
permit should not issue after the Board 
of Adjustment has certified their action 
to the Building Superintendent. 


Commissioner Raymond: 
the proposition be closed.

The roll being called, the motion was 
declared adopted by the following votes:

Mr. Augenblick: Mr. Mayor, there is 
just one thing more that I wish to say 
with reference to this matter that I 
have spoken of before and that this, in 
view of the fact that the Corporation 
Counsel has rendered an opinion on the 
question, | think that this Commission 
ought to order that the Superintendent 
of Buildings issue the permit after the 
matters are finally settled by the Board 
of Adjustment. 


Commissioner Brennan: There is not 
any member of this Commission, coun- 
sel, who is an Architect, and consequently 


they have not the ability to pass upon 


plans, as to whether they comply with 
the law or with the building code, that 
is a matter entirely with the Superintend- 
ent of Buildings. 


Mr. Augenblick: I am only speaking 
now, Commissioner, with respect to 
granting of the permit, and not on the 
question of building complying with tke 
building code, those questions having 
been already passed upon by the Super- 
intendent of Buildings, and then tke 
question was put to the Board of Ad- 
justment and that question that was put 
up to the Board of Adjustment was 
settled by them, and then all of the 
building details had been ironed out, I 
say, that after that has all been done I 
see no reason why a permit should not 
be issued promptly. 


Commissioner Raymond: I see no 
reason if the plans are proper. 


Mr. Augenblick: We have agreed on 
them. 

Mayor Breidenbach: Mr. Augenblick, 
suppose you take it up directly with the 
Building Department. 


Mr. Congleton: As I understand it, 
the Superintendent of Buildings has not 
refused to issue the permit because the 
plans do not comply with the building 
code? 


Mr. Augenblick:

Mr. Bigelow: Then it is a matter of 
issuing the permit only. 


Mr. Congleton: Mr. Matthews, you 
say, has asked that ıt be held up?

Mr Bigelow Mr Matthews has not 
had an opportunity to appear before the 
Board or! the Commission, and he has 
asked that the ‘ssuance of this permit 


be withheld unti. he has had an oppor- . 


tunity to take some action. I don’t know 
whether I should delay any further or 
not. 


Commissioner Brennan: It is no 
longer a matter for us to entertain, if 
the plans have been drawn and have 
complied with the code, as far as the 
Building Department, and now we have 
the opinion of the Corporation Counsel 
as to the question presented. So that 
if the plan complies with the provisions 
of the code, I personally see no reason 
why it should be held up. That is a 
matter far you to decide. 


Mr. Bigelow: I shall issue this per- 
mit, if that is your desire. 


Mayor Breidenbach: Is that satisfac- 
tory to you, Mr. Augenblick? 


Mr. Augenblick: Yes. 


Mr. G. F. Canniff: I was waiting for 
you to say whether there was any other 
citizen wanted to be heard on that trans- 
portation matter, Mr. Mayor; I thought 
I was to be given an opportunity to 
appear here and speak to you in behalf 
of the Federation of Improvement Asso- 
ciations. I want to ask, if that cannot 
be re-opened and gone into? 


Mayor Breidenbach: The matter has 
been referred to Commissioner Ray- 
mond. If you take it up with Commis- 
sioner Raymond, direct he will be able, 
no doubt to give you a hearing on the 
matter If we give you a hearmg on 
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the matter here, anyway 1t would have 
to be referred to Mr. Raymond, as it 
has been given over to his Department. 


Mr. Canniff: There are a great many 
people in this room now, who desire to 
be heard and asked me to appear for 
them. 


Mayor Breidenbach: Do you want to 
re-open the hearing on this matter and 
have it gone into further, Mr. Raymond? 
The matter has already been disposed 
of and closed.

It has come to the attention of the 
Federation of Improvement Associations 
several times that there is racing be- 
tween the opposition bus lines on the 
several streets on which both of them 
operate. 


We strongly protest against this prac- 
tice that endangers the lives of pedes- 
trians as well as those occupying the 
buses and should not be tolerated for 
a moment. 


Probably running in the groups sys- 
‘tem might in a measure avoid this dan- 
gerous practice. 


On the South Orange Avenue line 
we are informed there: are 33 Public 
Service buses and 11 independent buses 
and when one independent starts out 
there willl be three of the opposition line 


start and then begins the racing. 


Every bus should have a schedule that 
must be observed to the letter, no matter 
whether it be a Public Service or inde- 
pendent 


Transportation is for the citizens of 
this City and State and must be con- 
ducted for their safety 


The Federation of Improvement Asso- 
ciations see the value of the bus as an 
important factor in the transportation 
problem and look back to the strige of 
the trolley lines when the bus rendered 
such valiant service in transporting our 
The people of the City and 
State fully appreciate that service and 


‘citizens. 
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feel that ample encouragement and con- 
sideration be given them who supplied 
that service. 


We hope never to see another strike, 
but if one does come we want some 
means left open that will assure trans- 
portation to our people 


The Federation heartily approve of a 
better bus service and feel thay can only 
be secured by sompetition in a just and 
fair way.

Mr. Harry Silverstein: I am of 800 
Broad Street and represent the Essex 
County Independent Bus Owners Asso- 
ciation, I appear here on behalf of the 
Association composed of all of the in- 
dependent bus men in this city, and op- 
erating in this county. 


Mr. Record has said to you what he 
conceives the condition of the buses to 
be. This is the proposition that we took 
up here over four months ago. Nothing 
has been done. I think the question of 
having a conference on Friday, if we 
would only have the conference, would 
be all right. I am not finding any par- 
ticular fault with any particular man or 
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anyone iff particular, but I do want to 
say this:! That with reference to these 
conferences, they may be held, it may 
be important encugh to hold conferences, 
but we must have something done, and 
something must be done immediately. 
Four months ago I originally took this 
question up on behalf of South Orange 
Avenue Line. The South Orange Avenue 
Line is one of the worst examples of 
transportation situations that there is in 
the country. There is racing there and 
I have witnessed that myself. We have 
spent hours there so that I could be able 
to honestly state the exact situaton as it 
existed there. 


I took the question up with the prover 
City Authorities, with a promise that a 
schedule or some working arrangement 
would be worked out. This is over four 
months ago. It has not been dcne. 
About two weeks ago I took up this 
same question with Director Raymond, 
it may have been a month ago, and they 
said that on Thursday of that week, they 
promised me that there would be a sched- 
ule. I called at Mr. Crawford’s office 
and was told that they did not have a 
schedule arranged, that is, I called there 
at the time they said they would have 
one. 


Now, I want to say this to the Com- 
mission, that we can go on talking about 
this for months, this question can go on 
indefinitely, but what we must have is 
some action. Mr. Crawford, within the 
last few days said that he had a schedule 
ready or would have one ready at a cer- 
tain time, and then when I go there to 
see him, there is no schedule, This is a 
situation that must be taken care of. 


Springfield Avenue Line 15 ın the same 


Pie 
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situation. Every line in the city, with 
the exception of Market Street Line, is in 
exactly this same difficulty. The Market 
Street Line is an example of how a 
transportation system should be operated. 
Market Street is the only line that this 
City has to be proud of today, and the 
reason for that is this: The percentage 
of the buses operated there or the num- 
ber of the buses operated by the inde- 
pendents is 21 and the number of buses 
operated by the Public Service is 19. 
The independents have agreed on a cer- 
tain set of rules and that they must give 
the public Service a squaré deal on that 
line, and they are doing it. This is the 
way they do it. 


They have numbered the buses, and 
they have put them on a certain headway 
under the schedule, and that headway 
is a headway which starts them off so 
many minutes after the other bus starts 
off and if a man comes out of his turn, 
he is shifted to the end of the line, no 
matter whether he is an independent or 
a Public Service, and that has been 
agreed to and done both by the Public 
Service and the independents, because the 
independents want to give them a square 
deal, and that is the way the operation 
of buses can be operated and operated 
successfully. 


Commissioner Howe: That has been 
left up to them to solve? 


Mr. Silverstein: That is the way they 
have solved it. They have agreed to a 
certain schedule and it is followed out 
very religiously and absolutely to the 
letter, and it has worked out very, very 
good. But gentlemen, that does not refer 
to these other lines and as I have sug- 
gested to Mr. Raymond last week and 
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there is bound to be something started, 
two weeks ago and three weeks ago, 
some action taken, some co-operation in 
the matter, or else the City, the muni- 
cipal authorities should take the matter 
over and place starters m charre, I 
don’t care how it is done, but some 
method should be worked out and worked 
out at, once. I cannot get any informa- 
tion as to any definite time a thing will 
be started from Mr. Crawford. I said 
the other day, I said: “Joe, I think we 
ought to have municipal starters, if we 
don’t have them we will be coming here 
forever and ever.” There is nothing 
unfair to anybody in that proposition. 
This situation is getting so now that it 
is high time some action was taken, be- 
fore something terrible happens. There 
is bound to be and there is going to be 
accidents, but there should be fewer acci- 
dents to buses than is the rule now. 
There is no reason for not having some 
control, some general authority in con- 
trol and some way of caring for this sit- 
uation, and it is due to the City, that 
this Board take some action. This deiay, 
I don’t know what it is due to, but we 
want to ask that now action be taken, 
and no further delay had on this bus 
situation. Promises don’t make a bit 
of difference, things go on just the same, 
unless there is some action —we must 
have action and the bus men are entitled 
to it. 


They started a system of transporta- 
tion in this city that is not rivalled m any 
other city in the country. Then comes 
along the Pub.ic Service and gladly take 
it over from them and the City does not 
seem to realize the importance of hav- 
ing the independents to continue, in com- 
petition with them, for it is not hard for 
us to remember back, it is only about a 


year ago, when there was a strike and 


the buses had to carry the brunt of the. 


burden of transportation after the Pub- 
lic Service went out of commission, as 
they didn’t have any buses, and they do 
not seem tc realize the danger of the 
promiscuous the buses. 
Races is going on definitely, and it wil! 
go on until the city says no, and taken 
control of it. 


operation of 


We are willing to pay what we are 
called upon to pay for the operation of 
our buses. We are willing to pay our 
proportionate share for the starters, and 
we are asking for a schedule, and that is 
a thing which we are entitled to have, 
these schedules. That is all that we are 
coming here to ask for at this meeting; 
that is all that we have asked for for 
the last four months. 


And this question is becoming more 
acute, especially on the South Orange 
Line and on the Springfield Avenue Line, 
and on the Clinton Avenue Line, these 
are especially offenders and I want to 
urge upon the Commission that they see 
to it that this matter is attended to and 
agion taken without a single bit of 
delay.

Mr. Fonerado: On the above question 
and also as an ex-service man, and my 
Proposition is to say to you here as an 
ex-service man, that we have something 
to say on this bus question.

once from’ it. 


I wish to refer to myself also as an 
ex-service man eagaged in the business 
of carrying people in Newark,—in the 
transportation business. 


When the boys went away there was 
a wonderful speech made by one of the 
Commissioners as to giving them “hell 
boys, and when you come back the city 
is yours.” We came back and we don't 
want the city; we want a right to do 
business here. And if the Public Serv- 
ice is allowed tc take that right away 
from us, doing an honest business, I 
don’t think it is justice to the ex-service 
men at all. I kope that the Commis- 
sioners here will see that the other men, 
along with the ex-service men, have a fair 
considration, and that is what we are de- 
serving of.

Newark, N. J., March 24, 1925. 


A regular meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of Newark, 
N. J, was held on the above date, in 
the Commissioners’ Chamber, City Hall, 
Newark, at 11 A. M. 


Present: Commissioners Brennan, Gil- 
len, Howe, Raymond, Mayor Breiden- 
bach. 


The minutes of meeting of March 17th 
were read and approved. 


Mayor Breidenbach: Any citizen wish 
to be heard? 


Mrs. R. A. Schindel: As a delegation 
of church women, 
Newark Federation of Churches, we are 
before you this morning at your invita- 
tion and I want to assure you of our 
appreciation of your courtesy in allow- 
ing us to come here and submit to you 
an ordinance which we believe will at 
least partially remedy some of the exist- 
ing conditions in the City of Newark— 
difficulties in regard to the matter of 
law enforcement. We are opposed to 
the saloons hiding behind screens, doing 
a business which is prohibited by the 
Eighteenth Amendment, a part of our 
Constitution. By our own investigation 
we learn that there is much disregard for 
the law, Federal and Municipal, right 
here in Newark. We ask you five gentle- 
men who are responsible for the govern- 
ment of Newark to fight the saloons. 
We are here to ask for a strict en- 
forcement of the law. 


Mr. Brennan said that if our Federa» 
tion would draft an ordinance and sub» 
mit it to him he would be glad to take 
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representing the _

4, up with! the Corporation Counsel and 
his colleagues. In the mean time he 
gent us a'copy of an ordinance which 
he propos¢d to have adopted. We re- 
ceived a copy of this ordinance on last 
Wednesday and we have given it very 
careiul consideration. We find that Mr. 
Brennan’s ordinance provides for the 
licensing of saloons or any place or 
room where any malt or brewed liquor is 
sold or dispensec for beverage purposes. 
It you pass that ordinance it would hide 
the saloons and would not in any way 
tend to remedy the existing conditions in 
the City of Newark. We have drafted 
an ordinance which, if adopted, will tend 


‘to better conditions, You are all familiar 


with the Kearny licensing ordinance— 
anti-screén ordinance, which has been 
before the public for many months. 
This case was tried in the Supreme Court 
and the Court of Errors and Appeals. In 
the Supreme Court this ordinance was 
declared constitutional, absolutely. Our 
anti-screen ordinance is very simple; it 
will give Mr. Brennan’s one thousand 
men every opportunity to secure evi- 
dence, and there is no red tape attached 
to the s¢reen ordinance. Under our ordi- 
nance all the cases would be tried in the 
police courts. This will eliminate the 


red tape. 


We therefore offer the following ordi- 
nance and would request that you pass 
it just as soon as possible: 


“The Board of Commissioners of The 
City of Newark, Do Ordain: 


Every place or room where any malt 
or brewed liquor, or any liquid or liquor 
that contains any alcohol is sold or dis- 
pensed for beverage purposes, shall be 
so constructed and maintained that a full, 


open and clear view of the entire in- 
terior thereof may be had from the 
street on which such place or room 
fronts or abuts, and shall be free from 
any screen, non-transparent glass, shade, 
blind, shutter, partition, fixture or cur- 
tain, or from any merchandise, or other 
obstruction, either within or without the 
building where such place or room is 
located, which may in any manner ob- 
struct or interfere with such view of 
said interior from the street on which 
such place or room fronts or abuts; 
provided, however, that such place or 
room, which does not directly front or 
abut on any street, shall be constructed 
and maintained that such view of the in- 
terior may at all times be had from the 
hallway, corridor or entrance leading to 
such place or room; provided further 
that this ordinance shall not be deemed 
to apply to a bona fide retail drug store. 


Any person violating any of the pro- 
visions of this ordinance shall, upon con- 
viction, be fined not less than Twenty- 
Five dollars ($25.00) for each offense, 
and each day’s violation of any of the 
provisions of this ordinance shall be a 
separate offense.” 


In connection with this ordinance I 
wish to quote some passages from the 
opinion of Justice Minturn in the case 
of the Town of Kearny: 


The prosecutor who conducts a cafe 
for the sale of soft drinks and restaurant 
purposes, in the township of Kearny, 
was convicted before the Recorder of 
the municipality, for violating Section 
4 of an ordinance, providing for the 
licensing of public places in the town 
“wherever food or drink or both are sold 
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to be consumed on the premises” The 
specific violation complained of was his 
failure to have his windows so con- 
structed as to afford in the language of 
the ordinance, “A free, full and clear 
view of the whole: entire interior from 
the street or office or corridor of the 
building where located.” 


The legality of the conviction is con- 
tested upon the ground that the ordinance 
in question is ultra vires. Upon this con- 
tention it is enough to remark that re- 
gardless of the general welfare provi- 
sions of the charter of the town, the 
Home Rule act confers upon municipali- 
ties ample power to license and regulate 
all classes of business, 


The provision in question, is a reason- 
able and legitimate exercise of the police 
power which inheres necessitate as an 
incident for self-preservation, in every 
municipality upon which devolves by 
legislative mandate the power of local 
seli-government, f 


It is contended, however, that the pro- 
vision in question is an unreasonable ex- 
ercise of the police power in that its 
operation is to unduly expose the prose- 
cutor’s legitimate business to the unre- 
served scrutiny of the curious public, 
and therefore unreasonably interfere with 
its legitmate operation. That it may have 
this effect to some extent may be con- 
ceded; and yet it must be observed that 
such a result is simply an incident of 
the prime purpose of the regulation. And 
as has been p-operiy observed, all regu- 
lation involves limitation in some degree, 
If the principle indicated here be nothing 
more than an cffo.t to thiow reasonab.e 


safeguards ir the public interest around 
the exercise of a legal right, such effort 
must be sustained even though inci- 
dentally the use of the property involved 
be impaired. , 


Legislation of this general character 
was before the Court of Errors and Ap- 
peals in Meehan vs. Excise Commission- 
ers, 75 L. 557, involving the constitu- 
tionality of the so-called “Bishop’s Law” 
(L. 1906, p. 199) and was held to be 
a reasonable exercise of the police 
power, in that such provisions are con- 
trived for the purpose of “rendering 
police inspection easy and efficacious,” 
and the same result was reached by this 
court in Crocker vs. Excise Commis- 
sioners 75 L. 460. Similar restrictions 
have been sustained as legal in many of 
the States where the subject has received 
consideration. 


The necessity for the passage of the 
ordinance must rest in the discretion of 
the municipal body who are presumed 
. to be conversant with general conditions, 
making necessary the passage of such 
regulation; for it has been held to be 
a matter of common knowledge, that 
since the passage of the prohibition 
amendment there has been inaugurated 
a widespread movement to circumvent 
the enforcement of its provisions, espe- 
cially under tne guise of the sale or so- 
called soft drinks, some of which are 
considered often injurious to health. 


It has also been held to be a matter 
of common knowledge that as an after- 
math of the war, a large increase in law- 
lessness has been induced, and that places 
where intoxicating liquors are illicitly 
sold are favorite rendezvous for crimi- 
nals. 
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Certainly the municipal council must 
be credited with knowledge of a public 
character which the average citizen upon 
the street is known to possess. For in- 
stance they must know that modern con- 
ditions havé added to our vocabulary the 
euphonious substantives “Bootlegger” 
and “Highjacker” as though to empha- 
size the existence of an illicit recognized 
rade afid to clarify and distinguish its 
alusive followers. Such characters nec- 
assarily are conspirators against the en- 
forcement of law, and seek not the open 
wherein to carry on their nefarious trade, 
but only such places where the sun seldorn 
ẹnters and where darkness is a welcome 
guest. 


Considerations of public policy such as 
these night properly actuate the members 
of the coyncil in the passage of the os- 
inance subjudice, and would afford a legal 
bzsis for its passage. 


Mrs. Schindel: Mr. Mayor; may I ask 
Commissioner Brennen a question?

Mrs. Schindel: We will give you a list 
of the places, which list is sworn to. 


Mrs. Schindel: Mr. Mayor, will you 
vote “yes” on this ordinance? 


I cannot answer 
that question now. We usualy take these 
matters up iù conference and discuss them, 
I do not think it fair to ask any Com- 
missioner to vote for or against this or- 
dinance at the present time. 


Mayor Breidenbach: 


Mrs. Schindel: We have one request 
to make, and that is that this ordinance 
be passed upon and placed on the statute 
books as soon as it is possibie to be done. 
We do not want delay because we know 
the conditions exist in Newark. 


Mayor Breidenbach: We will be very . 


glad to take this ordinance up in confer- 
ence. 


Miss Ida Green: I would like to make 
a brief statement so as to avoid any mis- 
understanding. We do not want this 
screen ordinance confused with the lic- 
ensing ordinance. We are asking yon to 
vote on the screen ordinance and not on 
the licensing ordinance. We want to make 


it clear; that is all. 


Mrs, Butcher: As Vice President of 
this Church Federation of Women, I 
would like to say that I represent the par- 
ishioners of Peddie’s Baptist Memorial 
Cmurch, in the centersof the city. We 
are urging you to pass this screen orin- 
ance for the sake of our children. I 
would like to see our children protected, 
and we therefor ask you to work and co- 
operate with us on the enforcement of 
the Eighteenth Amendment. 


Msr. Caroline Sperry: You have heard 
Mrs. Schindel speak in reference to the 
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Supreme Court decision. This is a ques- 
tion of public expediency and public 
morality. The police power of this city 
is fully competent to regulate these vio- 
lations and to suppress them entirely. 
There is no inherent rights in the citizen 


to sell intoxicating liquors by retail, 


_and if he does sell liquor he has no right 


to hide behind the screen. This is a 
clear violation of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment and the liquor seller should be 
stopped. You gentlemen have taken an 
oath to uphold the American flag. There 
are seven flags here, one for every day 
in the week. Are you going to protect 
that flag, or are you going to permit 
the liquor seller to trample on it. It is 
the only flag in the World, recognized 
the World over as “Old Glory.” It is 
your duty to protect that beautiful flag 
that stands for the protection of the 
child and good peace on earth. It ‘stands 
for the welfare of every child in the 
United States and for the preservation 
and perpetuation of this government. I 
want to call your attention to some- 
thing that occurred this year in the City 
of Newark. In the entering class of the 
Normal School right here in your city 
five of the young girls from your high 
schools expect to become mothers soon. 
What are you going to do about it? Are 
you going to permit the liquor sellers 
to hide behind screens? There must be 
somebody at fault; somebody not doing 
their duty. I ask you to pass this screen 
ordinance and thereby prevent the 
liquor sellers from doing business in 
the dark. 


Mayor Breidenbach: Any other citizen 
wish to be heard? 


(No response). 


Mayor Breidenbach: I declare the 


hearing closed. 


The following petition was received 
and read: 


March 10, 1925. 


To the Zoning Board of Newark, N. J.: 


We, the undersigned residents of 
Orchard Street and Camp Street do 
strenuously object to the erection of the 
“garage addition,” so called, or to any 
variation from the requirements of the 
Building Zone Ordinance on Orchard 
Street, south of Camp Street. We would 
cali the attention of your Honorable 
Body to the fact that the present build- 
ing referred to is a flimsy constructed 
brick structure in rear of 108, occupying 
entire yard, built for and used as a 
bakery and never was a garage; further- 
more, permit for it should never have 
been grar.ted, as the Zoning of the City 
was in tentative operation at the time. 

Signed by Chas. B. Wagoner 
and 24 others. 


Mr. Charles W. Wagoner, 110 Orchard 
Street: I am appearing to enter a pro- 
test against the erection of a garage at 
106-108 Orchard Street. These proper- 
ties are wholly in the residential zone on 
both Orchard and Camp Streets. The 
zone extends to the point one hundred 
feet east of Orchard Street and the 
line runs at the rear of 106-108 and 110 
Orchard Street, southward. The garage 
ordinance does not permit of a garage 
within ten feet of a dwelling; the prox- 
imity of this one would be six feet from 
the dwelling at 110 Orchard Street and 
less than that to the dwelling at 35 Camp 
Street. We refuse to have the City’s 
best interests exploited, and life-long 
residents thrown into the discard. We 
object to conditions which would neces- 
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sitate leaving the City as there must be 
some hothes centrally located; all streets 
should not be given up to business. In- 
dustrial values are too remote, and ex- 
perience has shewn in Pennington Street 
that a public garage is most demoralizing 
to the status of a residential zone. A 
desirable citizer. does not enter a resi- 
dential zone with a public garage; he 
would not propose such a thing. I[ re- 
spectfully ask this Beard, in behalf of 
the property owners in this section, to 
request the Adjustment Board to re- 
consider this case so that we might be 
able to convince them to rescind their 
action, A permit for the erection of a 
garage at 106 and 108 Orchard Street 
should never have been granted by the 
Adjustment Board. 


Mr, Van Duyne: The application Mr. 
Wagner refers to called for the erection 
of a garage on Camp Street, the prop- 
erty being the southeast corner of Or- 
chard and Camp Streets. The location 
of it was near the rear line of this prop- 
erty and the adjoining property is zoned 
as a light industry. This application was 
granted by the Board after due consider- 
ation of the evidence submitted. 


Commissioner Raymond: I think we 
ought to protect the homes in this city. 
I agree with Mr. Wagoner that aif 
streets should not be given up to busi- 
ness. It is outrageous to permit the 
erection of a garage on this street. lf 
there is anything I can do, Mr. Wago- 
ner, I will be with you. 


Mrs. Susan Francis, 120 Orchard 
Street. If this garage is permitted to 
be built it will spoil the neighbochocd. 
It will mean that this neigt.borhocd will 


no longer be fit to live in 1 wish to

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enter a protest againct the grantmg of 
this permit, 


Commissioner Gillen: I move that the 
matter be referred back to the Adjust- 
ment Board for reconsideration.

Mayor Breidenbach: Any citizen 
wish to be heard? 


Mr. John W. Strahan, 79 Halsey 
Street: I am here today as tne repre- 
sentative of the newly organized Halsey 
Street Assn. We have taken up this 
matter of the grading and levelling of 
Halsey Street and we are in favor of 
the ordinance providing for it. I want 
to tell you something about the Halsey 
Street Association. It is a a newly or- 
ganized association. It has in its mem- 
bership every one from Market Street 
to Washington Park, the Globe In- 
demnity Co, L. Bamberger & Co., and 
property owners and tenants. The Asso- 
ciation feeis it would be a good thing to 
level Halsey Street, but feel when it 
comes to the payment of the expense in- 
volved, that the expense shouid be borne 
equaily by the tens of Newark and 


not limited to a few on Halsey Street, 
for the simple reason that the proposed 
ordinance limits the zone from New to 
Market Street. Halsey Street has be- 
come a through street for jitney and 
passenger service going south and the 
people on Halsey Street are in favor 
of the ordinance, but do not feel they 
should shoulder the whole expense and 
feel the equitable and fair thing to do 
would be to proportion the greater ex- 
pense of the improvement on the city at 
large. 


I understand this is not the place 
where the actual amount is assessed, but 
the Association wanted me to convey 
their opinion to the Commissioners. 


Commissioner Raymond: The cost of 
the entire work is only $8,000. Of 
course, you realize that the levelling of 
the street and changing the grade in 
front of this property will materially 
benefit it and perhaps the ordinance was 
drawn in this fashion because of the 
benefit the property will receive. 


Mr. Strahan: I see your point, but 
we believe it will benefit the entire street 
rather than a limited area on the street. 
At this time I want to formally express 
to Commissioners Raymond and Bren- 
nan, the appreciation that this Associa- 
tion wishes to extend. They have re- 
ceived very courteous treatment oa 
lighting and police protection and they 
have asked me to convey their apprecia- 
tion, `

Gentlemen : 


A garage is proposed to be erected on 
the corner of South Eighth Street and 
Twelith Avenue. We are the property 
owners of the vicinity who were notified 
y the Board of Adjustment with the 
privilege of ob‘ecting. 


We consider this proposed garage un- 
necessary in this section, most of the 
dwellings having their own garages and 
not dependent upon a public place. 


We and the entire neighborhood re- 
gret this garage has been proposed as 
we consider this section our section, and 
have always done our utmost to keep 
the community as nice as possible anc. 
have succeedec, 


We intend to protest at the meeting of 
the boaid ot Adjustment as we think 
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a public garage is detrimental to the 
welfare and safety of our neighborhood. 


- The property on South Eighth Street 
and Twelfth Avenue has been vacant for 
years by the house of the Good Shep- 
herd, -and only recently bought by a 
real estate corporation. 


We see no reason why a privilege 
should be granted to build a public gar- 
age on so desirable a piece of property, 
where were homes built on this site, re- 
spectable law-abiding citizens would 


- gladly enter our neighborhood, which 


has the greatest advantages to offer to 
its residents. 


We are in the district of St. Antoni- 
nus’ Parochial and Suuth Eighth Street 
Public School, the two best schools in 
the city of Newark, which are not over- 
crowded. 


We have an absolute quiet, owing to 
the House of Good Shepherd and the 


‘Convent, and also six churches of all 


denominations in the immediate vicinity. 


The surrounding neighborhood is such 
that during the present crime wave not 


.a culprit lives within blocks of South 


Eighth Street and Twelfth Avenue. We 
want this condition to survive, and fear 
our children cannot be sure of this at- 
mosphere if a garage is to be built on 
this very excellent location.

Now, gentlemen, this is our grievance. 
Although every owner within 200 feet 
of this proposed building has signed a 
peition in protest the rumor, if it is a 
rumor, has pervaded our neighborhood 
that this protest will not get the justice 
due such a petition because the sale has 


been made through the Gillen Realty 
Company, and because of this fact the 
interest taken in this affair by our Com- 
missioner Gillen, he intends to put this 
permit through regardless of protest.

A regular meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of Newark, 
N. J., was held on the above date in 
the Commissioners’ Chamber, City Hall, 
at 11 A. M. 


Present: Commissioners Brennan, 
Gillen, Howe, Raymond, Mayor Breid- 
enbach. 


The minutes of the previous meeting 
were read and approved. 


Commissioner Raymond: Mr. Mayor, 
the negotiations between the North Jersey 
District Water Supply Commission and 
the various municipalities reached the 
point where all the towns have assented 
to a joint undertaking to develop one 
hundred million gallons of water daily 
in the Wanaque River—reached the point 
of practical conclusion, when Bayonne, 
which had held back failed to take the 
step required by the statute to indicate 
its willingness to come through, although 
it began the proceedings necessary to do 
so, but later the Commission over there 
referred the matter to the popular vote, 
or something. Anyway what they did 
would have so delayed the progress of 
this work, that it would have been a 
very serious handicap to the communities 
which are to be served by this water, 
if we had had to wait for them to get 
through playing politics. The result was 
that the Commission and the municipali- 


ties decided upon another course, when 
it turned out that the reservoir—the de- 
velopment could not be completed for 
the nine million dollars, the contract price 


of the first agreemeni made ın 1916 


Work went along for a while in the 
hope that the other towns would join, 
but as they did not join, I insisted upon 
a contract with the City of Newark 
fixing the status of Newark, fixing the 
right of Newark, and the result was that 
in January, 1924, the contract was en- 
tered into between the North Jersey Dis- 
trict Water Supply Commission and the 
City of Newark, whereby the entire sup- 
ply was to belong to Newark. The de- 
velopment was to be done for eighteen 
miilion dollars and was to yield a supply 
of one hundred million gallons per day. 
Newark was to have all the water, unless 
other municipalities applied for it, and 
other municipalities might apply, but the 
share of Newark should never be less 
than twenty-five million gallons per day. 


Instead of proceeding under that con- 
tract, and permitting the municipalities 
to apply, they tried to make this joint 
agreement, which as I say, failed, because 
of Bayonne’s action. 


We have decided that the best way 
is to have these towns join in the con- 
tract, and to supply the water to the 
various towns along the lines necessary 
to add the cost of two million dollars 
for pipe lines, and other extensions of 
the service, so that the total contract price 
today is twenty million dollars, and Pat- 
erson, Passaic, Clifton, Kearny, Bloom- 
field, Glen Ridge and Montclair are all 
coming in as parties, which will leave the. 
share of Newark at forty and a half 
million gallons per day, 


I am advised by counsel, and it is my 
own judgment, that the right of the City 
of Newark to those forty million gal- 
fons is unconditional. Its rights cannot 
be divested by any action of any one, 


except on Newark itself consenting to 
the takirg o£ some of that water When 
you consider the situation around here, 
the necessity for water, and when you 
consider that the city of Newark will 
be able to use this water either for itself 
or for its neighbors, and that it will be 
a supply of the finest water available 
in the State or possibly in this part of 
the country, I think we are making @ 
very good bargain. We will be helpec 
out to the extent of—our share will be 
nine million dollars, or a little over, and 
the other cities will contribute and will 
pay back to Newark such proportion of 
the payment which we have made, as 
are determined by the contract, which 
is not necessary for me to point out in 


detail now. It is all annexed here in a 
statement. “They will pay us interset on 


the money which we have advanced from 
the time we have advanced it in accord- 
ance with the contract. It is a very ad- 
visable contract and undertaking for us, 
and a very desirable contract, and it 
leaves us in the position if we wish to 
dispose of part of the water which we 
are entitled to, with forty millions if 
we so desire later. I am presenting, and 
am not signing, because I am a member 
of the North Jersey—I am now pre- 
senting to this Commission and will ask 
you, Mr. Mayor, if you will follow 
them,

Mr. Eugene H. Meyer: I appeared a 
few months ago and addressedh tis Com- 
mission. I did not hear that there was 
any action taken in the matter that I 
brought up before this Board or that 
there was any dispcsition made of it. I 
appreciate the courtesy of listening, but in 
view of the situation which exists, I ask 
that immediate action be taken. 


Mayor Breidenbach: An Ordinance 
was introduced today. 


Mr. Meyer: It is merely a question 
of action. Here are peddlers on this 
walk, plying their goods on this walk, 
making a permanent stand on this waik. 
I understand these nen have no peddler’s 
license. I cannot conceive of any one in 
Newark having the power to give them 
permission to stay there. 


Commissioner Brennen: There is 
power vested in the Superintendent of 
Parks to give permission on streets ad- 
jacent to the Market to sell and vend. 


Mr. Meyer: In this case I under- 
stand that your Engineers Department 
feel that Newark has no controll of that 
walk. It is not a public street. 


Mr. Congleton: It is not a public 
street, but the City of Newark has juris- 
diction in my opinion over that walk 
that there 1s under a contract entered 


tì 


into years ago between the Lehigh 
Valley Railroad Company and the City, 
and we can build any building that we 
please there, so that I take the stand that 
the City of Newark has absolute juris- 
diction over the concrete walk or what- 
ever you may call it. 


Mr. Meyer: Then I will ask in be- 
half of the stand owners in behalf 
of the City, which has its money invested 
in that market, that the Commissioner in 
control, to stop a condition to exist 
which interferes with the income to exist 
stand holders in that market, putting them 
under a lease. We have been forced to 
reduce the rents in that market because 
of the lack of business and now we are 
doing things which will create funther 
loss to those holders who are there ail 
the year round, who are tax payers and 
continue as business men. 


Commissioner Howe: In reply I 
would say that I would suggest that this 
matter be referred to Director Gillen for 
investigation and if the law is being 
violated and the rights of the Market men 
being interfered with, that we will take 
such action as may be necessary to have 
it discontinued. 


Mr. Meyer: We have already taken 
it up with Commissioner Gillen with the 
result that the situation is as it is. 


Commissioner Gillen: Mr. Meyer rep- 
resents in some fashion, a gentleman 
named Penek. He does not represent 
merchants in the market. Mr Penek is 
one of the merchants in the Market. 
Mr. Penek has a flower store on South 
Canal Street right off Broad Street and 
and he has had that store for along time 
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and thereisno greater violator in this 
City today than Mr. Penek, his client, of 
the ordinance and laws of the City of 
Newark, if they are to be considered 
violations because he takes up all of the 
sidewalk, he covers the sidewalk around 
that building with a flower display of 
every description and kind. Mr Penek 
does not want any opposition in the City 
of Newark, he would like to have every 
flower merchant in Newark put ont of 
business. 


On the walk opposite Mr. Penek’s 
Store is a little place near Broad Street 
which is turned over to a blind man who 
used to be in the Market and lost his 
sight, a man named Bocaro, and he is 
trying to make a living for himself and 
is renting a little news stand right on the 
corner and then in back of him during 
the easter week several applications were 
made by people in the flower business to 
sell flower pots for the convenience of 
those patrons of the Market who didn’t 
want to carry too much stuff from the 
Market to the cars on Broad Street. 
These flower pots are clumsy and hard 
to handle, and at the solicitation of a 
great many patrons of the market and 
for their convenience I permitted a couple 
of flower merchants to sell flowers in 
front right on the old Centre Market 
floor near Broad Street. They are not 
going to destroy the Centre Market nor 
the flower business. In past years when 
the old Centre Market was in operation, 
ontside of the Market selling flowers 
instead of having two extra merchants 
we used to give permits to thirty, forty, 
fifty and sixty and as high as a hundred 
florists there all over the whole state. 
They soid all around Mr. Penek. Mr. 
Penek knows that and Mr. Meyers knows 
Mr. Penek wants to cover all his sire- 
walk but he does not want any one else 


in Newark to violate the lew. 1 say if 
there is any violation he can go to 
court and not take the time of this Cem- 
mission flabbergasting for a client who 
is violating che law every week:

On Tuesday nex: it will be five weeks 
since the fifty or more representatives 
of the Federation of Church Women of 
Newark appeared defore you, ard in the 
interest of better civic government, re- 
quested two things from you—first, an 
ordinance for the removal of screens 
frorn the windows and doors of the hun- 
drecs of saloons in our city; second, a 
reorganization of our police department 
in the interest of better law enforcement. 
We have seen no evidence of action nor 
any desire or purpose to act. in either 
matter, though we have been put off with 
various vague and delaying statements. 


‘Three weeks ago we submitted a pro- 
posed brief; simple and uncomplicated 
anti~screen ordinance. In principle it had 
just been upheld: by our highest court 
and it was the same in spirit as the pro- 
visions of the old Bishop’s law. Dover, 
Kearny and Camden. profit by such a. 
iocal provision. 


We frankly can see no good reason 
why you gentlemen should hesitate or 
delay to enact such an ordinance, if you 
are sincerely seeking better civic condi- 
tions in Newark. To complicate it with 
same other proposed or suggested ordi- 


nance is simply to beg the question. 


We shall await the outcome of your 
meeting on Tuesday with interest.

There are several of the other 
objectors here who are property owners 
on that street, who know more about the 
repaving of that particular street. Mr. 
Knapp and Mr. Comstock would like to 
have something to say. 


The petition was then presented by 
Miss Shapiro and ordered filed. 


Mayro Bréidenbach: That has (the 
signatures of a majority of the property 
owners? . 


Miss Shapiro. Yes, Sir. 


Commissioner Raymond: That is to be 
resurfaced and is to be resurfaced with 
asphait, but I think if sixty-one ont of 
one hundred property owners do not 
want it, and it is not a main arterial str- 
eet, and there is no very cogent argument 
why it should be done, and unless there is 
I would be glad to accede to the wishes 
of the owners. 


Miss Shapiro: Out of a total of 5800 
feet we have 4090 feet. 


Commissioner Raymond: There is 
no particular reason why it needs paving, 
but it would be better to pave it. 


Mayor Breidenbach: Does any siti- 
zen wish to speak for the paving of 
Lincoln Avenue? 


Mr. James A. Berry: I have listened 
to the reading of the remonstrance. 
I see nothing therein that is not really a 
stereotype. I well remember, Commiss- 
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ioner Raymond, 1f you please, several 
years ago this same subject came up and 
there were protests at that time. I 
think probabiy it was five years ago. 
At that time you took the same attitude 
you have fairly taken today, in a way. 
At that time there being objection you 
said no harm would ensue by reason of 
adjouring this improvement for another 
year. One year went by, and another, 
and still another, and another, and still 
more and nothing was done. In the 
meantime, however, it again came up and 
and was put over for some reason or 
other. 


I think one of the answers to the state- 
ment made would be this: We, on Lin- 
colr Avenue, claim the right to go out 
on the other fellow’s smooth pavement 
in our machines, and take advantage of 
it. 


It seems just a little bit one-sided that 
the other people cannot drive on our st- 
reet. Lincoln Avenue, I certify to you 
as an alleged real estate expert, has suf- 
fered by reason of the pavement. It is 
a very lovely street and all it needs to 
finish it and exhibit its real qualities is 
a smooth pavement. None of us like to 
part with money, but I am frank to say 
to you, that those who are opposing the 
paving of Lincoln Avenue, are perhaps 
unwittingly standing in the way of the 
increment that would attach to their val- 
ues by reason of the paving. I have paid 
many thousands of dollars to Newark for 
street paving. I never knew yet, regard- 
less of the cost for laying a smooth pave- 
ment. I never knew the time when that 
improvement was not worth double what 
it cost. It is a real sales man of prop- 
erty 


No one today crives on Lincoln Ave- 
nue. I challenge you, or your Board to 
take your machines and go through that 
street and then I would like to ask you 
if you would lik: to repeat that trip, 
particularily in the season between late 
fall and early spring. Those who live 
on that street ané have machines cannot 
get off it too quickly on to your smocth 
pavement and my smooth pavement. 
1 live on the north corner—the most 
northerly end of the street, and face El- 
wood Avenue. I have paid for one hun- 
dred and twenty feet of street paving 
on Elwood Avenue. I am the ‘east con- 
cerned in whether you pave Lincoln 
Avenue or not. :t matters not to Mr 
Berry personally whether that street be 
paved or not, except as a more or less 
progressive citizen, and I claim the public 
is entitled to drive over that street in 
the same measure as the other drivers 
have the right to go on other paved 
streets. We ask you to go through with 
your promise of 2 few years ago. 


Mayor Breidenbach: Any other citi- 


zen wish to be heard? 


Mr, John A. Stehlin, 63 Lincoln Ave- 
nue: I agree with everything Mr. Berry 
has stated. The petition filed and read 
stated that it was not a necessary im- 
provement. I consider it a very necess- 
ary improvement, and while some of the 
owners feel the cost is excessive, I feel, 
like Mr. Berry, that the cost would be 
insignificant compared to the increase 
in property values. I think, Mr. 
Mayor, and Commissioners it would be 
doing a good thing for the property 
owners on that street if you would re- 
pave it. 


Mayor Breidenbach Any other citi- 
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zen in favor of the paving of Lincoln 
Avenue? 


Mr. Pasco: I live on Lincoln Ave- 

nue. I own eighty-five feet, and I think 
the street is in a deplorable condition. 
My number is 197, In the winter time 
the snow is piled up heavily in the street 
and the trucks won’t go through, nor the 
plows. The street needs attention and 
needs it badly, and I am heartily in favor 
of it. 
Twenty-three thousand dollars for that 
distance is not very much and I think 
we need it. It has got to be done some 
time, and we are only putting it off for 
a matter of weeks. 


Mayor Breidenbach: Any other citi- 
zen in favor of the paving? 


(No response.) 


Mayor Breidenbach: We will hear 
anyone opposed to the paving. 


Mr. Knapp: The paving of Lincoln 
Avenue as proposed, as we set torth in 
our petition, is regarded by the majority 
of the properity owners as uncalled for. 
It can be repaired. The street could be 
put in good shape by surfacing it with 
macadam with a proper binder. The 
street now has a temporary base and you 
intend to put an asphalt top on it, which 
wiil last from three to five years, due to 
the traffic that will be routed over it. 
The trucks will use it in preference to 
other streets. 


Commissioner Raymond: This type 
of pavement has lasted for years on 
Sussex Avenue, the same form of pave- 
ment. It is very durable. High Street 


is done that way. It will have a perfectly 
good life of twenty years. I think I 
cant go along with you on that. 


Mr. Knapp:I can’t cite any cases such 
as you do. But the trucks will be routed 
over that street. It is purely a residence 
street. You can go from one end to the 
other and you won't find a store or busi- 
ness of any kind. Truck drivers will 
use that instead of Washington Avenue. 
No truck driver will follow a trolley car 
if he can go down a side street and save 
time. Lincoln Avenue won't be pro 
tected as well as Broad Street as far 
as keeping the trucks off it is concerned. 
You will turn it into a sub-artery, to the 
detriment of the property owners on that 
street. I left Broad Street, due to the 
fact that I couldn’t rest from two o'clock 
in the morning. 


Further, I can’t quite agree with the 
Commissioner in his saying the pavement 
would last. The building of roads is be- 
ing changed every year. We will be up 
against something that will come up 
again and we will be paying five dollars 
a front foot now, and in the course of 
a compariticely short time a further as- 
sessment for the repairing of that street. 
We have to stand the brunt of the repairs 
made on that street, and I don’t think 
it is fair in view of the fact that a maj- 
ority of the front footage, as well as a 
majority of the property owners have 
decided that they don’t want it. 


Commissioner Raymond: Experience 
has shown that that paving lasts. They 
paving that way all over the country, 
and if the other streets haven’t broken 
down in the last five years, your street 
surely won’t. The repairs are made by 
the city. 
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Mr. Knapp: There has been no re- 
pairs made ın the last several years. 


Commissioner Raymond: I also want 
to explain this. The base in that street 
is a telford base, and the sooner that tel- 
ford base is used for repaving the better. 
If it is worn out it will make the resur- 
facing more expensive. I feel this way 
about these pavements, that a street like 
Lincoln Avenue is not a main artery and 
the property owners should, I think, con- 
trol the matter of paving. They pay for 
it, and a majority should controll it. 
That would not be so on Bloonmfield 
Avenue or Broad Street, where we 
would be obliged to pave whether the 
property owners like it or not, and where 
the great brunt of the cost is upon the 
city at large. I thoroughly agree with 
what Mr. Berry says, that so far as your 
own interest is concerned it would be bet- 
ter to pave the street. 


It improves the property, and of course 
it should be done form other points of 
view, but since it is opposed by such a 
large majority of the property owners 
I will move that the ordaining clause be 
stricken out.

Mayor Breidenbach: Anyone in favor 
of the improvement? 


Mr. Joseph L. Feibleman: Mr. Mayor 
and Gentlemen, I would like to talk in 
behalf of a number of property owners 
on these various streets, which include 
Hanford Street. Ludlow Srreet. Van 
Vechten Street. We represent owners 
of over two thousand feet in this vicin- 
ity. On Van Vechten Street we have 
four hundred feet. We have about 
seven blocks, altogether, here. There 
it probably sixty and more odd blocks, 
and we heartily are in favor of asking 
the indulgence of you Commissioners to 
not only pave the streets but to put in 
public improvements here. There is a 
great demand for homes in this vicinity. 
Only recently we finished an operation 
of a number of homes, and these homes 
were purchased by very desirable owners 
as soon as they were built, and we stand 
reaty to build a number of homes right 
in this vicinity. We bought this prop- 
erty a couple of years ago at public 
sale, and we have been very anxious to 
have everything, sewerage, water, gas, 
electricity, paving, and we have had de- 
mands from fifty or seventy-five people 
that want to purchase homes. It is a 
location near the Durant Motor Com- 
pany, and there are a lot of factories 
a short distance away, where there is a 
big demand, and we are doing something 
for ourselves as well as for Newark, 
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I might say that Commissioner Howe 
at one time, owned a very large portion 
of this property, even more than we do, 
and the Commissioner can tell you the 
conditions around there much better than 
I can. We are waiting with our im- 
provements, and I can’t understand how 
a man who has the interest of Newark 
at heart can object to the improvements 
in this location. 


Mayor Breidenbach: Any other citi- 
zen wish to be heard in favor of this 
ordinance? 


Commissioner Howe: Might I say a 
word as a citizen? I know this property. 
It is a very choice piece of property and 
I purchased over one hundred thous- 
and dollars worth of property in that 
neighborhood for the Willys-Overland 
people, and they intended to lay ont a 
wonderful section like Weequahic and 
Forrest Hill.

It is high and dry. It is the only res- 
idence section for the factory people 
down theree.

A regular meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of Newark,

Mr. Frederick Ross: Mr. Mayor and 
gentlemen of the Commission, I have a 
proposition that I would ask your honor- 
aple board to consider, in reference to a 
building proposition. A large theatrica) 
company of the city is about to erect a 
theatre on Springfield Avenue, East 
Fairmount Avenue and Highland Street. 
Among the buildings on this property is 
a six family dwelling practically new, 
and in every detail modern. Directly 
across the street from this building is a 
iot upon which is situated a lot of tumble- 
down barns and stables. By removing 
these barns and this building, it would 
enable us to move this modern, up-to-date 
six family house across the street. I 
might mention that Highland Street is a 
narrow street, a twenty-five foot street. 
I doubt if there is more than a dozen 
vehicles pass through it a day. 


I find the only infraction of the code is 
that the building is a three story build- 
ing. If it were a two story building it 
wou'd be permissable to move it. It 
seems to be a pity to tear down a modern, 


up-to-date building when the neighbor- 
hood could be improved by moving this 
building across the way—not alone re- 
moving a menace to health, but at the 
same time increasing the taxables of the 
city The only infraction is that the build- 
ing is a three story building instead of a 
two. Inasmuch as the street is a very 
narrow street, practically of little use as 


_a highway, all arrangements have been 


made to move the wires and everything, 
and it would just require the sanction of 
this Board to do this. I will assure you 
that the city will be held immune from 
any expense. I would respectfulty ask 
this Board to give this matter your seri- 
ous thought, and give me a speedy answer 
as the property must be moved by May 
15th. 


Commissioner Brennen: I might say, 
Mr. Mayor, I have had this matter under 
advisement with the Superintendent of 
Buildings. First I took it up with one 
of the assistants, or one of the plan ex- 
aminers—I was unable to get in touch 
with the Superintendent. Two or three 
days ago I had a long talk relative to the 
proposition presented by Mr. Ross with 
the Superintendent of Buildings, and he 
informs me that under the Code it can- 
not be done, unless Mr. Ross is willing 
io take one story off it. If the two lower 
stories are left a permit could he given 
for moving it, but it cannot be given 
unless we want to amend the Code, and 
you know, Mr Ross, how long. it is going 
to take to do that. 


Mr. Ross: Would it be permissable 
for us to move this building across the 
street and then remove the upper story? 


Commissioner Brennen: { don’t really 
know whether that can be done or not, 
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bat I am telling you what his op:mion 
was. 


Mr. Ross: It seems to me in consi- 
deration of the fact that we are keeping 
the property in the city’s ratables, that 
we should be permitted to move it. 


Commissioner Brennen: A six-family 
frame house will not be permitted to be 
built in the City at the present time, and 
the argument by the Superintendent is 
that we could not give a permit to move 
a building where we are not allowed to 
give a permit to erect one 


Mr. Ross: It seems to me the infract- 
ion of the code is so slight, and the ad- 
vantage attained would warrant passing 
by the code, which I believe, to a degree 
is allowed the Commissioners.

A regular meeting of the Board of

Mayor Raymond: There was a hear- 
ing fixed for this morning on the action 
of the Board of Adjustment in the 
changing of Sandford Avenue from a 
residential to a business district. It was 
recommended that a part of this front- 
age be changed, about twenty-five feet 
north of Mount Vernon Place to twenty- 


-five feet south of Mountain View Place. 


The clerk then read the following 
communication :

The Board of Commissioners,

Honorable Sirs: 


At a meeting of the Board of Adjust- 
ment held this day, a public hearing was 
held on the application of Mr. Frederick 
W. Wilderotter, on behalf of the Sand- 
ford Heights Development Company, to 
amend the Building Zone Ordinance so 
as to change the Sandford Avenue front- 
age of this tract from a residence to a 
business district. 


As a result of this hearing the Board 
of Adjustment respectfully, recommends 
that a part only of this frontage be so 
changed, namely, both sides of Sandford 
Avenue from a point twenty-five feet 
north of Mount Vernon Place to a 
point twenty-five feet south of Mountain 
View Place.

Mayor Raymond: Is there any citizen 
who desires to be heard? 


Mr. Frederick Wilderotter, Essex 
Building, Newark, N. J. 


Mr. Chairman and members of the 
Commission, I am President of the 
Sandford Heights Development Com- 
pany, which is the owner of this pro- 
perty, and Mr. Slickhart is the Secre- 
tary. I dont know whether you want 
to hear us first or the objectors. 


Mayor Raymond: You may proceed. 


Mr. Wilderotter: This matter was 
argued out before the Board of Adjust- 
ment, and both sides were heard, and 
as I stated at that time, we are the 
owners of three hundred and twenty 
forty-foot lots to the east and west 
of Sandford Avenue, and we find it 
necessary to have stores on Sandford 
Avenue to take care of our people. The 
nearest store is at the corner of Stuy- 
vesant and Clinton Avenues, perhaps 
about three-quarters of a mile, and we 


find it essential to have stores there to 
take care of our people. We own all 
the lots and we have built one house on 
Sandford Avenue on the fifty feet of the 
land that the Board of Adjustment has 
grarited us. In addition to the finding 
‘of the Board of Adjustment I was going 
to ask the Commissioners to change the 
ruling of the Board for this reason, that 
they have granted us business on fifty 
feet upon which there is now a dwelling, 
and they have granted us twenty-five 
feet on four corners. Now it is impos- 
sible for us to build a store on twenty- 
five feet, and I was going to ask the 
Commissioners to make the four corners 
on which they have granted us twenty- 
five feet, fifty feet, and to cut out the 
fifty feet upon which we have built a 
“dwelling. 


Commissioner Howe: Why is it im- 
possible to build a store on twenty-five 
feet? 


Mr. Wilderotter: We were going to 
build stores of the “English” type which 
would be rather broad, than high. We 
have a plan to build on fifty feet so as 
to make the stores look squatty, and 
fitting to the neighborhood. If we build 

„a store on twenty-five feet it would not 
look as well as if we built on fifty feet. 


Commissioner Murray: Would the 
fifty feet be two stores or one? 


Mr. Wilderotter: It would prob- 
ably be two. We wouldn’t put any stores 
in there which would hurt our own 
tract immediately adjoining on the rear. 
We are building one-family houses and 
the property is restricted to one-family 


houses, and we wouldn’t put anything on 
there which would hurt our own pro- 
perty. We are on the avenue to the 
extent of fifteen hundred feet. We own 
east and west of the territory that has 
been granted us by the Board of Ad- 
justment. 


Mayor Raymond: You want the 
Board of Adjustment to go further? 


Mr. Wilderotter: We are satisfied to 
the extent of what they have given us, 
but should like to have the fifty feet: 
they have granted us—to adjust that and 
make two of our corners fifty feet. 


Mayor Raymond: They start twenty- 
five feet from the corner? 


Mr. ‘Wilderotter: That was their 
idea. We.asked for the whole of Sand- 
ford Avenue. 


Mayor Raymond: Tid any of the 
Commissioners look this property over? 


Commissioner Brennan: I did. 


Mr. Wilderotter: We asked for all 
of Sandford Avenue bceause we didn’t 
know just where we would place our 
stores. There were several objectors 
there and in order to take care of the 
objectors the Board of Adjustment 
thought we had better bunch our stores. 


Mayor Raymond: You would like to 
have this recommendation include the 
right to build upon the corners? 


Mr. Wilderotter: Yes, and in order 
to do that, cut out the fifty feet they 
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have granted us on which we have built 
a one-family dwelling. I have a map 


here of the tract. 


Mayor Raymond: Did you bring this 
matter up before the Adjustment Board? 


Mr. Wilderotter: Yes, they said they 
would allow us twenty-five feet. 


Commissioner Murray: You own the 
side lots running off Sandford Avenue? 


Mr. Wilderotter :

If the mat- 
ter of stores is a matter of convenience

We 
are going to build three hundred and’ 
twenty homes. Are not we entitled to 
some consideration for stores to take 
care of our people? 


Commissioner Brennan: Why not 
provide for some of those streets in the 
rear for business? 


Mr. Wilderotter: The streets in the 
rear and the side streets are not fitted 


for business. 


Commissioner Murray: Stuyvesant 
Avenue is about the crown of the hill?

Commissioner Murray: With dwell- 
ing houses entirely.on Sandford Avenue 
you leave your side streets open to the 
view of people going by. It doesn’t take 
people long to find where they can do 
business. It seems to me an unfair pro- 
position for the people who have built 
there. Enough people have been chased 
out of Newark now. 


Mr. Wilderotter: The point where 
we intend to build stores is four hundred 
feet from the nearest dwelling. We 
contemplate building one-family houses 
on Sandford Avenue. We have got to 
put some stores in to take care of our 


people. 


Commissioner Brennan: You mean to 
say you are not going to put any build- 
ings on a tract four hundred feet from 


the stores? 


Mr. Wilderotter: That is to the near- 
est building at the present time. 


Mayor Raymond: Any other person

Mayor Raymond: Anybody opposed 
to it? 
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Mr. Fred H. Roever, Sandford Ave- 
nue: I am one cf the petitioners that 
was on the petition we presented before 
the Zoning Board, and cf course I can 
only repeat what [ said there, that our 
objection is to the granting of a busi- 
ness district on Sandford Avenue, be- 
cause Sandford Avenue has been a resi- 
dence home street ever since it has been 
established. The majority of the homes 
are fifteen to twenty-five feet back from 
the street line, and the establishment of 
stores there would certainly spoil the 
beautiful residential feature of that 
avenue today. Of ccurse, on the 
other hand you will admit that 
a development repuires stores to 
accommodate the people that are buy- 
ing the homes, and our intention is that 
if stores are to be built on this tract, 
which is a very large tract, of course 
they could be placed on Mountain View 
Place. There are no homes there today, 
and there is an opportunity to piace 
stores there to accommodate the neigh- 
borhood, but there is another feature 
besides the residential feature which we 
also take into consideration. Sandford 
Avenue is a connecting link between 
Irvington, Elizabeth anc the southern 
part of Newark. It is also the connect- 
ing link between the shore line and the 
mountain line. All the automobile traffic 
that goes to the shore from the Oranges 
and Montclair, and even from New York, 
use Sandford Avenue, and the same the 
opposite way, and with the enormous 
traffic on this avenue now, we feel the 
building of stores would be a detriment 
and we ask this Board, of course, to con- 
sider our plea and leave the street in 
the condition it is today, a beautiful 


residential street, and if stores should 


we 


be established for the neighborhood—I 
will agree that the Stuyvesant Avenue 
stores, Stuyvesant and Clinton are about 
a half mile from this territory—we of 
course today go to the Clinton and 
Florence Avenue Stores, or we buy on 
South Orange Avenue. The through 
traffic will not be a benefit to the stores 
on that avenue at any time, because 
when they go through they go to the 
mountains or they go to the shore, or 
they are going home from Newark. We 
all feel it is a residential street and we 
hope it will be kept that way.

He made statements that they 
came up as guardian angles to develop- 
that section.

certain speculators. Ever since this has 
come there has been nothing but a con- 
tinuous stream of speculators who think 
that Sandford Avenue is to be the mecca 
for stores, and they disregard the rights 
of the neighbors, stick in any kind of a 
shack, destroy the building line, and in 
other words the issue will be this, if 
you grant this one cut, opening the Chi- 
nese wall of residences which is there 
now, you are going to have an influx of 
individual applicants who will say, “Well, 
if you treated him that way, you have 
got to give it to me,” and the sum and 
substance of it is that these fifteen and 
twenty thousand dollar homes that people 
take pride in, will lose all their value. 
Why I solicited the applicants on the 


petition to the Board of Adjustment, and 
when I mentioned the fact that they 
wanted to apply for a change, one 
woman cried, after all their savings had 
gone into a home suddenly they were 
to be thrown back into the city from 
which they moved to avoid this. My 
petition is to consider the rights of 
others. If this thing is gone into, there 
will be one family after the other who 
can’t stand the noise of business, and 
the result will be that instead of having 
contented Newarkers you are going to 
have disgruntled Newarkers.

A regular meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of Newark, 
N. J., was held on the above date, in 
the Commissioners’ Chamber, City Hall, 
Newark, at 11 A. M. 


Present: Commissioners Brennan, Gil- 
len, Howe, Murray, Mayor Raymond. 


The minutes of meeting of July 7th 
were read and approved. 


Mayor Raymond: Is there any person 
present who desires to be heard on any 
matter ? 


Mr. Edgar Bamberger: At present 
there is a zoning ordinance providing 
that we can’t build over one hundred and 
fifty feet. I think some other people, 
and ourselves, contemplate buildings in 
the future, higher, and we wish to sub- 
mit to you gentlemen our suggestion 
that that ordinance be changed from one 
hundred and fifty feet to two hundred 
and fifty feet in height. 


Mayor Raymond: I think all of the 
Commissioners are in favor of that. We 
discussed it in conference this morning, 
and we all want to help along big build- 
ings in the City. The ordinance is here. 
While you are here we might introduce 
it. 


Commissioner Brennan introduced the 
following ordinance, and moved its 
adoption on first reading. 


The clerk then read the ordinance as 
follows: 


An ordinance to amend Sections 7 and 
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8 of an ordinance entitled: “An ordinance 
regulating and restricting the location of 
trades and industries and the location of 
buildings designed tor specified uses, and 
regulating and limiting the height and 
bulk of buildings hereafter erected, and 
regulating and determining the area of 
yards, courts and other open spaces sur- 
rounding buildings, and establishing the 
boundaries of districts for the said pur- 
poses and providing penalties for the 
violation. of its provisions,”, adopted De- 
cember 31, 1919. 


The Board of Commissioners of the 
City of Newark do ordain: 


Section 1. That Section 7 of an ordi- 
nance entitled, “An ordinance to amend 
Sections 7 and 8 of an ordinance en- 
titled: ‘An ordinance regulating and re- 
striction the location of trades and in- 
dustries and the location of buildings de- 
signed for specified uses, and regulating 
and limiting the height and bulk of build- 
ings hereafter erected, and regulating 
and determining the area of yards, courts 
and other open spaces surrounding build- 
ings, and establishing the boundaries of 
districts for the said purposes and pro- 
viding penalties for the violation of its 
provisions’ ”, adopted December 31, 1919, 
be and the same is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 


“Section 7—Height Districts. 


“For the purpose of regulating and 
limiting the height end bulk of buildings 
hereafter erected, the City of Newark is 
hereby divided into five classes of dis- 
tricts: (a) thirty-foot districts, (b) fifty- 
foot districts, (c) eight-five-foot dis: 
tricts, (d) one hundred and twenty-five- 


foot districts, and (e) two hundred-foot 
districts; as shown on tke height district 
map, as revised to December 222d, which 
accompanies this ordinance and is hereby 
declared to be part hereof. The height 
districts designated on said map are 
hereby established. The height district map 
designations which accompany said height 
district map are hereby declared to be 
part thereof. No building or part of a 
building shall be erected except in con- 
formity with the regulations herein pre- 
scribed for the height district in which 
such building is locatec. 


(a) Ina thirty-fcot district no build- 


ing shall be erected to a height in excess 


of thirty feet. 


(b) In a fifty-foot district no build- 
ing shall be erected to a height in excess 
of fifty feet. 


(c) In an eighty-five-foot district no 
building shall be erected to a height in 
excess of eighty-five feet. 


(d) In a one hundred and twenty- 
five-foot district no building shall be 
erected to a height in excess of one hun- 
dred and twenty-five fect. 


(e) Ina two hundred-foot district no 
building shall be erected to a height in 
excess of two hundred feet nor in excess 
of twice the width of the widest street on 
which it fronts. For the purposes of this 
subdivision, however, no street shall be 
deemed to have a width of less than fifty 
feet. Any building or any part of a 
building fronting on a street within one 
hundred feet of its intersection with a 
wider street shall have its height gov- 
erned on the narrower street by the 
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width of the wider street. A building 
situated on an interior lot running through 
from street to street shall, where the 
streets are of different widths, have its 
height governed by the width of the 
wider street ior a distance of 100 feet 
back of such street tf the distance be- 
tween the two streets is less than 200 
feet. and by the width of the narrower 
street for a distance of 100 feet back of 
such street if the distance between the 
two streets is more than 200 feet. A 
corner building at the intersection of two 
streets of different widths shall have its 
height governed on the narrower street 
by the width of the wider street for a 
distance of one hundred and fifty feet. 
Where, under the foregoing provisions, 
nct more than fifty feet of a street front- 
age would otherwise be subjected to a 
height limit lower than that allowed im- 
mediately beyond both ends of stch 
frontage, the height limit on such front- 
age shall be equal to the lesser of such 
greater height limits. 


Section 2. That section 8 of said 
ordinance shall be amended so as to read 
as follows: 


“Section 8.—T owers. 


Nothing in this article shall prevent 
the erection of a tower to any height in 
a two hundred-foot height district, pro- 
viced, (1) that the area of such tower 
above the height limit fixed for buildirgs 
by the preceding section shall not be in 
excess of twenty-five per cent. of the 
area of the lot, and (2) that an open 
space shall be left above the height limit 
fixed for buildings by the preceding sec- 
tion on each and every lot line which is 


not also a street line, such open space be- 
ing at least of the minimum dimensions 
prescribed for a side yard in an A area 
district for a building having a height 
equal to the maximum height of the 
the tower above the curb level.” 


Section 3. This ordinance shall take 
effect immediately.

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Board for permission to erect a number 
of individual garages on a piece of 
ground situated between Belleville Ave- 
nue and Broad Street, only the entrance 
of these garages is on Broad Street. 


This matter has been before the Zoning 
Board at least half a dozen times in the 
We have gone to con- 
siderable trouble and expense in secur- 
ing testimony to prove that it would rot 
be injurious to health nor to a fire risk 
to the community. We have spent con- 
siderable money in getting up plans for 
the proposed garages. The Zoning Board 
is very familiar with the entire questicn. 


past two years. 


At a meeting last month no decision 
was taken because half a dozen objectors 
who were present were given an oppor- 
tunity to decide to purchase the land. [2- 
stead of their keeping the terms of the 
agreement made with the Zoning Board 
they came to protest to your honorable 
body, and I am told that your Board 
voted not to have the Zoning Commis- 
sion grant the permit for this building. 


T feel that my client has not been de't 
fairly with by the persons who have 
protested and for your honorable body 
to take an ex-parte proceeding in a mat- 
ter of this kind is establishing a rather 
dangerous precedent in that it makes 
your Zoning Board powerless to decide 
questions on their merit, particularly 
when they have spent so much time as 
they have in this case to get all the 
facts. 


I respectfully urge that your Board 
leave this entire question to be settled by 
the Zoning Board; this will avoid estab- 
lishing the precedent already mentioned 


and the case can be decided or its merits 
by men who are familiar with the entire 
question. The piece of ground in ques- 
tion is nothing but a blind pocket; it 
cculd not be used for anything else, and 
expert testimony before the Commission 
‘shows that the erection of these garages 
would not injure the health of the 
neighborhood, nor would it increase the 
fire rates. We also have a petiticn be- 
fore the Zoning Board signed by resi- 
dents of the neighborhood who are de- 
sirous of having us build these individual 
garages, and they far out number those 
who protested the proposed beilding. 


I trust that you will rescind the 
action that has heretofore been taken in 
this matter.

Mr. Louis Hood (Fidelity-Union Trust 
Company, Newark): I am here opposing 
the passage of that ordinance, for the 
Strauss Estate, of which I am one of 
the trustees. The Strauss Estate owns 
land at the corner of Halsey Street and 
Academy Street, and it extends from 
Academy Street on the west side of the 
street, all the way to the canal, one hun- 
dred and twenty or one hundred and 
thirty feet. It also extends along 
Academy Street, I think, about one hun- 
dred feet. Now we, as trustees of the 
Strauss Estate, are opposing the grant- 
ing of this right, because we think that 
it is detrimental to the property of the 
Strauss Estate. We think it is detri- 
mena! to the property of the Strauss Es- 
tate, because we think that it blocks the 
view, and blocking the view is detri- 
mental. I don’t think there is any ques- 
tion about that, because the Supreme 
Court and the Court of Errors and Ap- 
peals has said, in the Beecher case, that 
biocking the view is detrimental. 


Mayor Raymond: It is a pretty nice 


blocking of the view. 


Mr. Hood: Well, it may be to those 
who have high notions of art, and an 
exceedingly aesthetic desire, but the cor- 
ner of Halsey Street and Academy 
Street is not exactly within the realm of 
art. It is a hard, concrete proposition. 
It means value. The people have the 
property there, and they, in the course of 
time will reap whatever benefit there will 
be in the increase of value. It is a 


piece of land, with regard to this par- 


ticular one, that is just one block away 
from Broad Street. It is just two blocks 
away from Market Street. Those are 
the two important streets in Newark. 
We have property rights. Property rights 
are of value. The right of one property 
owner is as valuable as that of another, 
and one cannot be sacrified for the bene- 
fit of another except as the law provides, 
and that is by compensation, and then 
for a public use. Now the taking of this

erty owners could have gotten access | 
believe there would have been a private 
garage for each one. I think every one 
of them would have used their back 
yards for private garage purposes. 


Commissioner Brennan: There is a 
hig difference between a private garage 
and a series of garages where automo- 
biles are coming in and out at all hours 
of the day and night. I have been in- 
formed that the Board of Adjustment, 
or at least some of them, said that the 
reason they granted the permit was be- 
cause those people had the effrontery to 
go over their heads. I would like to 
know what the Board of Adjustment 1s. 
If this Commission has not got the right 


to hear citizens without having the Board 

of Adjustment feel that they have been 
belittled, as it were, I think it is pretty 
near time we found some other Board of 
Adjustment, 


Mr, Van Duyne: It is a thankless job. 


Commissioner Murray: This Com- 
mission was opposed to the granting of 
this permit. 


Mr. Van Duyne: We were hearing 
both sides of this case. 


Commissioner Murray: A series of 
individual garages where one fellow may 
go in at 11 o'clock and other get in 
later, make impossible living conditions 
for people with children. The children 
cannot get any sleep, and the condition 
just wrecks the neighborhood. 


Mr. Van Duyne: It is a residential 
neighborhood. 


Commissioner Murray: The mere 
fact that they came before this Commis- 
sion should not have mitigated against 
them. If people have anything to say 
they should come here and say it, and 
there should not have been any feeling 
that anything was done by the Board was 
impelled by the fact that they came here. 
They may have wanted the moral sup- 
port of this Commission. 


Mr. Van Duyne: Very true, if both 
sides of the case are presented. 


Commissioner Murray: The other side 
kas a legal right to come in and the 
Commission has a right to hear his side. 
There should be a slight pre-yudgment in 


favor of the opponents of this sort of 
thing. People have gotten permits to 
erect four or five corner garages, mean- 
ing the elimination of the safety of the 
sidewalk. Your Board granted those 
things. This man has got some land 
in the back of a block, and he wil make 
that neighborhood a wreck. That is how 
you drive people out of the City. It is 
hard enough now to keep a residential 
section in such condition that people won't 
go out to the suburbs. A big public gar- 
age wouldn’t be as mach nuisance as this. 
As soon as a man passes the garage door 
the noise stops. This nip and tuck sys- 
tem tends to destroy the peace and quiet 
of the neighborhood in the small hours 
of the morning and very late at nigh“, 
and if ten people in a neighborhood ob- 
ject to a garage it should not be per- 
mitted to go there under those condi- 
tions. 


Mayor Raymond: [ don’t see why 
one person should have his house ruined 
because nine others are willing to have 
theirs ruined. I think a neighborhood, 
if it is residential, should not be inter- 
fered with. I think if one person says, 
“I want to make my home here,” he is 
entitled to have his home inviolate. 


Commissioner Murray: We want to 
keep as many home-makers in Newark 
as possible. 

Mr. Van Duyne: In perhaps ninety- 
five per cent. of the cases of app‘ications 
for garages that come before the Ad- 
justment Board, there is not one where 
we have not some objection. In ary 
garage case, you see it is necessary for 
us to send notices to the whole neighbor- 
hood that a garage is to be built, ard 
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we always have objectors. We might 
just as well say we will grant no garage 
permits whatever. 


Mayor Raymond: You ought to say 
that, and the Commission ought to tell 
you to. That should be a fundamenta’ 
rule, not to destroy neighborhoods where 
pecple live. 


Mr. Van Duyne: It would make our 
work very much easier. 


Mayor Raymond: I don’t think we 
have any right to destroy homes. Tha; 
is why these laws were passed giving the 
City the right to protect property own- 
in their homes. That is why we 
have jurisdiction here. That is why we 
created your Board. We created your 
Board with the intention of carrying ou: 
our position. 


ers 


Commissioner Murray: I don’t think 
there is a single instance where a thing: 
of this sort has improved a neighbor- 
nood. 


Mayor Raymond: If one person 
wanted it left as it was, and ore hun- 
dred wanted it ruined, and the neighbor- 
hood had not changed, I wouldn’: do it. 

Mr. Giffoniello: There is just ons 
man who is willing that these garages be: 
built and he is on Oriental Street, not 
facing at all any part of these proposed 
garages. The others are all unanimous 
against it. 


Mayor Raymond: If I wanted to liv: 
in the City without going to the outlying 
sections I would find a hard job. Yoru 
can’t ‘ive here in peace and comfori. 
There is no little quiet street in the City 
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that anybody can go into today. I think 
it is a serious matter. I think the Ad- 
justment Board and this Commission 
ought to get together and look over the 
map of the City. The uproar around my 
home is terrible. I can feel a sympa- 
thetic brotherly feeling with these people. 
I think it is an outrage. 


Commissioner Gillen: I move this 
matter be referred back to the Adjust- 
ment Board. 


Mayor Raymond. I wish you would 
add to the motion that the Adjustment 
Board be invited to meet with the City 
Commissioners and have a conference in 
this matter. We ought to have a talk 
with them and find out where they are 
at and where we are at and what they 
intend to do. We can look over the map 
of the City and see if people can’t be 
protected in their homes, Will you in- 
clude that in your motion, Commissioner 
Gillen? 


Commissioner Gillen: I will include 
most of it. 


Mayor Raymond: It would be better 
if you put it all in.

Mayor Raymond: Does any citizen 
desire to be heard? Judge Hood came 
here two weeks ago and- suggested his 
clients’. legal rights are being interfered. 


with, their light and their view, I think 
he put it, and in view of the circum- 
stances the Commission laid the matter 
over two weeks. I think for your en- 
lightenment it might be well for Judge 
Hood to re-state his objection. 


Judge Hood: I didn’t want to use up 
the time of the Commission by re-stating 
my objection.

Mr. Hurrell: Appearing for the pe- 
titioner, gentlemen of the Commission, 
I was present last week and heard what 
Judge Hood had to say against the pro- 
posed ordinance. I don’t intend to read 
this, but preliminary to my remarks on 
the subject,.as the ordinance states, this 
bridge must be twenty-eight feet above 
the center line of the street, and that it 
shall be of artistic design, “that such 
permission be and the same is hereby 
given upon condition and provision that 
the Prudential Insurance Company of 
America, its successors and assigns shall 
forever maintain and preserve in condi- 
tion and save harmless the said CH of

ever, to any person, firm or corgigPation 
arising from or in any way connected 
with the granting of said permission.” 


With that preliminary you see that this 
ordinance, by its terms, protects the city 
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from any claim of any kind, and to re 
mind the Commission, which, of course, 
it already knows, that the Prudential 
would bend its efforts, if the Commis- 
sion see fit to grant this permit, towards 
protecting the City from any claims. I 
do not represent that we are appearing 
solely in the public interest in advocacy 
of this proposed ordinance. I admit 
frankly the Prudential is asking for this 
for its convenience. I call your atten- 
tion to the fact that this great industry 
has outgrown the confines of its former 
office buildings, and by virtue of neces- 
sity it has to build upon this block, and 
that block and that block. It will be a 
great convenience to the transaction ot 
business if these bridges are pérmitted, 
in order that the clerks and the em- 
ployees of the various buildings may 
have free flow from one building to the 
other, as though those four buildings 
It will assist the company 
in the transaction of its business. It will 
make it unnecessary for the clerks at 
noon-hour to go from one building to the 
other, It would obviate the necessity 
of the people having to go out in bad 
weather.

Raymond: 


‘Mr. Hurrell: There is a tunnell from 
the north building to the main building 
now. 


Mayor Raymond: I think the one point 
in my mind is that here is a property 
owner with a possibility of a development 
of a merchantile business, whose adver- 
tising opportunities, I take it from his 
argument, would be interfered with by a 
bridge obstructing the view up and down 
the street, and which to my mind would 


ql 
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be of considerable damage to the property. 
That is the subject in my mind. I think 
the Commissioners are very anxious to 
grant this. Thé Prudential is a valuable 


asset to thé City. That is the phase of- 


the mattet that I think I should like to 
hear your views on. 


_ Mr. Hurrell: Of course I wish to say 
that while I make. the frank statement 
that I made previously to protect myself 
from any come-back,.I do feel that these 
bridges will relieve traffic conditions. I 
feel there is not only a single interest 
here. With ten thousand crossings a day, 
over that street flowing through these 
bridges, it means that traffic conditions 
will be relieved considerably. «We: feel 
that the private and the public interest 
‘tie together, this is not an unusual re- 
quest. One has to but consider the bridges 
from the Hudson Terminal Buildings in 
New York, and Wanamakers, etc. The 
point you have in mind—the question 
whether these gentlemen representing the 
Strauss Estate are goitig to be damaged 
—you don’t want me to make a legal ar- 
gument on that? — 


Mayor Raymond—No, Judge Hood 
says he will make that later. 


Mr. Hurrell: Here we have two 
citizens, with their various rights. We 
have the Strauss Estate having’ come 
into a large increment in value by rea- 
son of the development of the Pruden- 
tial. That is something that is coming to 
them. Then comes the question as to 
the bridge blocking his view. Our propo- 
sition will be, and we will be satisfied to 
defend in Court, as to whether a man 
has a right to a view through another 
block—we contend he hasn‘t. 


Reference was made last week here 
to’ the old Beecher case, which some 
years ago the predecessor of this Com- 
mission granted the right to bridge 
Bank Street to the Prudential, and Mr. 
Beecher went into Court and on a writ 
of certiorari has: the question decided . 
adversely to the City and to the Com- 
pany. In the old bridge that the old 
Council granted, the width of : Bank 
Street was narrowed four feet—there 
were two-foot abutments on the street, 
and: for that reason, and that reason 
only, the Court decided Mr. Beecher had 
a right, and when the matter was 
brought up under the writ for review, 
the Court found there was no authority 
in law. for..this: Council to grant that 
authority. The situation today is dif- 
ferent. There is a specific act in which 
the Legislature has delegated to this 
Commission the right to allow the 
buildng of bridges under proper regu- 
lations and there will be no—I am sat- 
isfied that there will be no writ of cer- 
tiorari taken in this-action to the courts 
to review the record, because the author- 
ity exists. Neither will there be any re- 
straint by the Court of Chancery. 


Mayor Raymond: I was more- con- 
cerned with the matter of business fair- 
ness, regardless of the law. We are ad- 
vised by our counsel that we may 
authorize it and we assume that we may. 

Mr. Hurrell: As to a question of 
business fairness, with the brdge project- 
ed there is no substantial damage. There 
is no legal damage and no substantial 
damage to the Bernard Strauss Estate. 
Indeed, with the specific legislation on 
the subject whereby the Commission has 
the right to doit, and exercising it in that 
way, that does not defeat the rights of 


the public. Where the public conveni- 
‘ence will be served, and where the con- 
venience of a large and, I hope, co- 
operative, taxpayer will be served, and 


where the legal right exists, then the- 
equities of the case should be weighed,- 
and what are the equities. The Pruden-- 


tial, with’ between fifty-nine hundred 
and: six thousand people employed, whose 
convenience is also sought to be served, 
with a weekly payroll of one hundred 
and thirty thousand dollars, with a prop- 
erty of over four blocks, the very build- 


ing up of which is bringing equity to- 


the protestant’ here, the equities are 
fairly with the Prudential when they ask 
to do this, which will not harm the ad- 
jacent owners, and which will relieve 
traffic conditions. The same point urged 
by Judge Hood in this matter could be 
urged against anybody placing a hang- 
ing sign on the street. He is alleging 
a right in the light and air in some other 
fellow’s block. He has a right to that 
light and-air, except ‘to the convenient 
passage of the -public. The Prudential, 
standing in the relation it does to the 
City Government, is co-operating with 
the City in this development over on 
Washington Street. Suppose the geo- 
logical condition of those streets had 
been such that we should have said to 
the City, “We want you te close up those 
streets and we will build up the whole 
of the four blocks.” The Commission 
might have granted that permission. 


I will say, treating the law of the 
matter, the Prudential is willing, yea, 
anxious, to defend this ordinance, if in 
the wisdom of the Commission it is 
granted. 


Mayor ‘Raymond: The- Prudential 


dedicated, without charge to ‘the City,’ 


certain ‘lands on Washington Street for 


the purpose of widening that street, from’ 


Bank Street to Academy “Street, six- 
feen feet deep. It is only fair to put that 
in the record. - ae f 


Commissioner Howe: The Washing- 
ton Terminal Garage, further up- the 
street, also dedicated: sixteėn feet. 


Mayor Raymond: Have you any- 
thing to say in reply to this, Judge 
Hood? - 


Judge Hood: I dont know that I 
have anything to say to Mr. Hurrell. I 
am ‘glad he has promised ‘to me that 
there will be no certiorari. I suppose 
he undoubtedly has basis for making 
that promise. I merely desire to add 
one other word. My contention before 
this Commission, as the Mayor has very 
clearly stated, is not on the legal side, 
because I have stated that- they can be 
tested elsewhere. I come before the 
Commission representing an estate which 
also is a taxpayer in this community. 
and I present to the Commission that 
no one tax-payer, should be preferred 
over an other taxpayer, that each pays 
taxes according to his capicity, and 
the mere fact that one is large and 
prosperous and the other is not quite so 
large and prosperous, does not entitle 
the prosperous one to any unusual fa- 
vors above those favors that are 
ordinarily granted to those who own 
property on a street. I am very glad 
that Mr. Hurrell referred to the matter 
of ‘hanging signs. There is a difference, 


a difference that was quite clearly stated . 
- in the opinions in the Beecher case, and 


that is that no privilege was. to be ac- 


corded to anyone that could not be ac- 
corded to all, without serious inconveni- 
ence to the traveling public. I don’t 
think that the Beecher case stands upon 
the impediment in the street. That, of 
course, was an item in the case. 


Mayor Raymond: How far away is . 


your property? 


Mr. Hood: Right at the next cor- 
ner, 

Mayor Raymond: How many feet 
would you be from the bridge? 


Mr. Congleton: The middle of the 
block, is stated in the ordinance:

Mayor Raymond: Before we proceed 
with any further business I have a mat- 
ter I would like to bring to the Com- 
missioners’ attention. I have already 
brought it to your attention, but I should 
like to make a public announcement, that 
I am introducing today a resolution to 
approve a form of lease bearing date 
August Ist, 1925, between the City of 
Newark and Sears-Roebuck Company, a 
corporation, for lands at Port Newark. 
The City is leasing to Sears-Roebuck 
thirty-eight acres on a series of rentals 
of ten-year periods, averaging $28,000. 
The total rents to be received by the 
City under this lease will amount to 
$1,400,000. Figuring the cost of this 
land and the cost for the improvements 
to the City, this rental will yield a re- 
turn of over sixteen per cent. to the 
City, which, I think, all together com- 
mends the business efficiency of the gen- 
tlemen of the Commission in making this 
lease. 


This lease also provideed that at its 
expiration the improvements to be made 
there shall become the property of the 
City of Newark. The Sears-Roebuck 
Company will build very large and im- 
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portant buildings there for the manu- 
facture of portable houses and will em- 
ploy at once about five hundred persons 
and when in full swing about eight hun- 
dred persons. The lease which we are 
called upon to approve the form of this 
morning has been approved by their of- 
ficers at Chicago. Their approval was 


“sent by the night air mail to New Yory 


and brought here this morning; that is 
the reason why we have delayed this 
meeting a little. They have asked that 
we approve the form of the lease and 
send it to them to execute it. 


I have a recommendation here from 
Mr. Costello, Chief Engineer of the 
Division of Works. I have a recom- 
mendation from the real estate sales 
point of view from Dr. Kraemer, and I 
have a report regarding the legal form 
and substance of the lease, together with 
the approval of the wisdom of making 
it from the Corporation Counsel, Mr. 
Congleton, and I wish to make just this 
statement before closing my remarks, 
which I think will interest the public. 


We have spent considerable money, as 
I have said, from time to time in public 
statements, advertising Port Newark. | 
have said that Port Newark is so thor- 
oughly advertised that it is known in

Reference is made to the widening of 
Passaic Avenue and the changing of 
grade, as per formal notice of hearing 
for Tuesday, September 15th, at 11 a.

On behalf of the Newark Wharf and 
Transportation Co. the 
block of property foot of Madison Street 
and shown on the map, of which com- 


owners of a 


pany the writer is President, we would 
request a continuance of the hearing to 
some future date when it would be pos- 
sible to have an opportunity of present- 
ing personally our comments on the pro- 
posed scheme, after a most careful study 
of it. 


The writer has only this afternoon 
been able to obtain, through the courtesy 


of your Engineer’s office, the plan pro- 


posed and also the area which it is in- 
tended shall bear the expense of the pro- 
posed improvement. 


After a very hasty consideration of the 
facts as ascertained today, we would con- 


om) 


sider such contemplated improvement far 
removed from local and the cost thereof 
should be borne as would the cost of any 
through highway that is to be used as 
a Lincoln Highway. 

The proposed assessable area seems to 
us a rather unusual one and rather weird 
unless there are reasons not yet disclosed 
to the writer which would justify. 


We can see no value to our property 
whatever by the proposed improvement, 
because the Canal bed still remains be- 
tween us and the proposed improved 
highway and inaccessible thereto except 
as at present. We admit that in appear- 
ance the proposed improvement would 
benefit but appearances do not produce 
income in that neighborhood or for the 
businesses using the property. 


We are unable to get any estimate of 
the cost or of the amount of assessments 
to be levied against particularly our pro- 
perty, to enable us to consider the pro- 
ject from a broad view point. 


We respectfully refer to the present 
very high tax rate now existent in the 
City of Newark, and respectfully suggest 
that further levies against property will 
work a hardship and distress which will 
place the burden entirely too heavily to 
be successful in handling real estate in 
Newark. We urge a liberal spirit in con- 
nection with this proposed improvement 
as not being in any sense local but plan- 
ned entirely for the purpose of relieving 
traffic ninety per cent of which is entire- 
ly through and not stopping within the 
proposed area to be assessed, 


We must further urge that our prop- 
erty is entitled to reversionery rights in 
the canal bed and unquestionably in the 
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tow path or present right of way and 
these interests must be most carefully 
considered. 


Finally and as first stated we ask a. 
continuance of the hearing for the pur- 
pose of obtaining information and fa- 
miliarizing ourselves with the plan in ail 
its details and the opportunity of ap- 
pearing personally before you to present 
our conclusions. 


We assure you we are not in any way 
trying to obstruct the advance and prog- 
ress of the good City of Newark, and 
desire to lend our shoulder to the wheel 
and bear any reasonable burden, but let 
us have justice, and reasonableness to 
work together for common good.

May I request the Commissioners 


to hear just a few words on behalf of the 
Market Street Association? That Asso- 
ciation is, of: course, deeply interested 
in this proposed ordinance, particulary 
insofar as it affects Market Street. They 
have called a hasty meeting-I say hasty 
advisediy, because I don’t think that 
those interested knew that this ordinance 
was up until about a week ago. At that 
meeting practically every one expressed 
opinions very freely, and I would say 
here and now that every person there ap- 
proved of the general thought of the 
Commissioners in adopting— in proposing 
the

agrees that indiscriminate parking is bad 
for all concerned. We think that this 
ordinance is, therefore, a step in the right

‘at large, which requires that the con-

They must have 
access to their own places of business. 
This, this Commission has recognized in 
one of the sections in the ordinance, by 
providing that goods may be loaded and 
unloaded and that vehicles may stop for 
that purpose, but’ of course there is very 
little use of loading and unloading goods 
if you can't get the people there to buy, 
them, and one of the very ordinary wavs 
of getting people there now-a-days, when 
automobiles are so cheap. is to come 
there in your automobile, buy, and leave. 


This is impossible under the proposed 
ordinance, and that is the whole point 
which the Market Street men insofar as 
they have had an opportunity to express 
an opinion, have felt. They fully sy- 
mpathize with the desire to keep the 
street free and open for vehicular flow, 
but they say, “Can’t we do it and yet let 
people come to shop in our stores in their 
cars, in some reasonable way?”. 


Now we are not experts—we haven't 
studied the traffic problem—and we know 
that you gentlemen who have been in 
charge of this traffic problem have given 
it serious thought, but apparently the re- 
sult of that thought has not given any 
consideration to the abutting owners, to 
care for the ordinary method of a 
shopper. May it not well be that the ex- 
perience of other cities may lead the way 
here? May it not well be that parking 
is but a phase of the entire question of 
flow of traffic in streets? Cannot the 
City take up the whole problem, with the 
advantage of the experience of other 
cities, and put such advantage in effect, 
into an ordinance at least giving further 
opportunity of consideration by those 
who are directly interested? Now we 
have only met hastily. It was the un- 
I think, of everyone 
present, that some consideration should 
be given, in a limited time for parking, 
for those who wanted to have legitimate 
access to the people along the street.

We do not attempt to suggest even, ex- 
actly what those limits should be—ex- 
actly how those liimits should be enforced. 
We do not say that it should be an hour, 
That is 


a matter for you to decide, but we do 


or a half-hour, or five hours.

Mr. John Mack, Manager of Miners’ 
Theatre, 269 Washington Street: Gentle- 
men of the Commission and Mr. Mayor, 
I have the honor to speak for the Thea- 
tre Managers Association of Newark and 
Essex County. We feel that after per- 
rusing the ordinance casually, it affects 
theatres in the downtown section more 
than it does any other interest. This is 
due to the fact that the theatres cater to 
practically everybody in the County and 
if this ordinance were to go into effect 
it would affect us very materially, so I 
am going to collaborate with the Market 
Street Association, to ask the Commission 
to give us a reasonable time to look over 
the ordinance and give us time to make 
it more reasonable.

Mr. Frank W. Franzer, Manager 
Commercial Casualty Company, Clinton 
Street: 1 represent the Commercial 
Casuality Company and have been re- 
quested to voice the opinion of the 
various casualty companies on Clinton 
Street. We have all felt that the ordin- 
ance will be beneficial to the city in its 
traffic regulation, but of course, Clinton 
Street being used very little for’ through 
traffic in Newark, we should be permitted 
to have in our street at least the one-hour 
parking limit which has been in existence 
for some time. The’ only thing I can 
see is the enforcement of that one-hour 


rule. Most of our business is not done 


by the people in Newark. Our business 
comes from various parts of the State, 
and the people coming in come by auto- 
mobile, and if we are not given permiss- 
jon to have our street for parking pur- 
poses, ıt will jeopardise’ our business con- 
siderably. I would like very much if you 
would place that on record.

Mr. Samuel M. Baker, Baker Printing 
Company, Market Street: I believe if 
you would just enforce the parking or- 


dinance as it now exists for some time 
to come, we will have no trouble. Clin- 
ton Street parking is limited to one hour. 
I have got the number of a car that was 
there at eight o'clock this morning and 
was there when I left to come here.Jf 
you would only enforce the present ordin- 
ance and give every one a chance to get 
in our place and every other place, I 
don’t think you would have much trouble. 
I have met many merchants on Market 
Street and they state that it would ruin 
their busines to prohibit parking. I 
think a one-hour provision will solve all 
the trouble. 7 


Mr. Richard Hartshorne: May I ask 
whether under your parliamentary pro- 
cedure, the introduction of the amend- 
ment would not carry the final hearing 
forward?

Commissioner Brennan: I might say 


in relation to Clinton Street, which has 
been discussed by at least two of the 
speakers, that the Fire Department has 
for years, or the Chief of the Fire De- 
partment has for years, protested against 
parking on Clinton Street as being a 
menace to the Fire Department’s activ- 
ities in the event of a fire there. The 
one-hour parking rule or ordinance now 
in effect, we endeavor to enforce to the 
best of our ability. The great trouble 
is there are so many people doing busi- 
ness on that particular street who leave 
their cars, run into the office, come out in 
a half hour and go around for a half 
hour and then come back again in the 


same place, that it is practically an all- 
day parking proposition for a great 
many. 


Mr. Rachlin: In answer to your 
question, isin’t it a fact that it applies to 
every street in the city that is narrow. 
Clinton Street, as it exists, has parking 
on the right-hand side of the street, 
Your fire plugs are on the right hand 
side of the street. Surely, in that case, 
the parking should be on the opposite 
side of the street. Clinton Street at 
night is a mecca for every car that goes 
to any theatre in the vicinity of the 
four corners. If you eliminate parking 
on Clinton Street because of the fire 
hazard you are doing it in a way that 
would not be fair because you have better 
constructed buildings on Clinton Street 
—they are fireproof, whereas you take 
other streets—not that I want to call 
your attention to the other 
trouble, but let us take for example 
Halsey Street, Mechanic Street or any 
other streets like that where the hazard

is very much greater that on our street. 
I appreciate your intentions are to 
facilitate the movement of traffic in the 
city, but so far as Clinton Street is con- 
cerned you must bear in mind that it is 
not an arterial street.

Mr. Martin Wiyzberg, representing 
the New York Bay Railroad Company, 
Port Newark: Mr Mayor and Com- 
missioners, it is not the policy of our 
corporation to protest against the im- 
provement of any street in the vicinity 
of any property owned by the company, 
but in this particular case we would like 
to call the attention of the Commissioners 
to the peculiar conditions that exist. Our 
Company has, I believe, several agree- 
ments with the City which would change 
the street lay out in the vicinity of Bay 
Avenue. In fact a bridge across the

The Board of Commissioners of the 
City of Newark Do Ordain, of follows: 

Section 1. Pursuant to the Act of the 
Legislature of the State of New Jersey 
entitled “An Act to establish a thorough 
and efficient system of free public 
schools, and to provide for the mainten- 
ance, support and management thereof,” 
approved October 19, 1903, and the acts 
amendatory thereof and supplemental 
thereto, and the act entitled “An Act per- 
mitting board of commissioners or other 
governing bodies of any municipality in 


the state to be relieved of the establish- 


ment, maintenance, control and manage- 
ment of public playgrounds and recre- 
ation places in said municipalities, and 
authorizing boards of education of any 
school district in this state to establish, 
playgrounds and recreation places,” ap- 
proved April 17, 1919, the sum of $1,- 
000.000, is hereby appropriated to the 
Board of Education of The City of 
Newark, in the County of Essex, for the 
purposes set forth in the Schedule con- 
tained in the preamble of this ordinance. 
‘Section 2. It is hereby determined that 
the average of the different periods as- 
signed by Section 76 of the said act 
approved October 19, 1903, as amended, 
to the several purposes for which the 
said bonds are to be issued, taking into 
consideration the amount of bonds to be 
issued on account of the several purposes, 
is a period of thirty-three years, begin- 
ing November 1, 1925. 


Section 3. For the purpose of rais- 
ing the amount hereby appropriated, 
there shall be issued bonds of The City 
of Newark to be known and designated 
as’ “School Bonds”, in the aggregate 
principal amount of $1,000,000. pursuant 
to Section 75 of the said act approved 
October 19, 1903, as amended. The pro- 
ceeds of said bonds shall be used for the 
several purposes described in the pre- 
amble of this ordinance, in the respective 
amounts therein stated. The said bonds 
shall be one hundred in number, numbered 
from 1 to 100, inclusive, and of the de- 
nomination of $10.000. each. They shali 
be dated November 1, 1925, shall bear 
interest from their date at the rate of 
four per centum (4 per centum) per an- 
num, payable semi-annually on May Ist 
and November Ist in each year until 
maturity, and shall mature in annual in- 
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stallments or series, payable on November 
Ist in each year, as follows, viz.: $30.000. 
of bonds in each of the years 1927 to 
1954, inclusive, and $40,000. of bonds in 
each of the years 1955 to 1958, inclusive. 

Section 4. The said bonds shall be 
registered bonds. They shall be signed 
by the Mayor and countersigned by the 
Director of the Department of Revenue 
and Finance of the City of Newark, and 
the corporate seal of the said City shalf 
be affixed thereto or impressed thereon, 
and attested by the City Clerk.

(b) The probable period of usefulness 
of the improvement for which said bonds 
are to be issued, computed in the manner 
prescribed by Section 4 of said Chapter

(said improvement being either not yet 
completed or completed within one year 
prior to the date of the bonds hereby 
authorized) is thirty years, beginning 
upon the date of said bonds. 


(c) The average assessed valuation

Newark, N, J., December 1, 1925. 


A regular meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of Newark, 
N. J., was held on the above date in the 
Commissioners’ Chamber, City Hall, 
Newark, at 11 A. M. 


Present: Commissioners Brennan, Gil- 
len, Howe, Murray. 


Absent: Mayor Raymond. 
Commissioner Howe presiding. 


The minutes of the meetings of No- 
vember 17th and 24th were read and ap- 
proved. 


Commissioner Howe: Does any citizen 
wish to be heard? 


Mrs. Franklin Briggs, 560 Mt. Pros- 
pect Avenue: I am here with Mrs. Dief- 
fenbach, 570 Mt. Prospect Avenue, Mrs. 
George Baker, 555 Mt. Prospect Ave- 
nue, and Miss Helen Thomas, 544 Mt. 
Prospect Avenue. We want to make 
a very violent protest about this apart- 
ment house they are trying to build 


across the street from us. We don’t 


from.

is not one person in blocks and blocks

want to see if there is anything we 
can do. He will ruin the neighbor- 
hood, and there are apartments down 
the street that are half empty.

Commissioner Howe: Is it in the 
restricted zone? 

Mrs. Briggs: Our side of the 
street is all restricted. It will just 
ruin all our property. We all have 
handsome house¢ across the street.

Mr. Congleton: The restriction 


runs along Mt. Prospect Avenue one 
hundred feet deep, and you know 
there is quite a ravine there? Their 
plans call for this apartment to set one 
hundred feet back from Mt. Prospect 
Avenue, so that it is practically out- 
side the zoning ordinance. 


Mrs. Briggs: A man could buy a 
piece of property for $15,000 and offer 
to sell it for $30,000. 


Commissioner Howe: There is one 
‘thing I would like to make clear, and 
I think I am speaking for all the 
City Commissioners. There is an im- 
pression about that the City Commis- 
sioners and the Law Department has 
abandoned zoninjz; There is nothing 
further from the truth We intend 
to fight just as hard to protect the 
zoning laws as we ever have. I hope 
that expresses the opinion, not only 
of myself, but every member of this 
commission. We have discussed it. We 
have taker the matter up and discussed 
it with the Corporation Counsel and his 
associates, and we are all resolved to con- 
tinue to protect the homes against what 
I consider a lot of vultures who are ruin- 
ing property in nice sections and then 
trying to hold up people for an exhorbi- 
tant profit. There aren’t any of them 
but who are willing to sell the property 
at an exhorbitant profit and then move 
away and find other fields. It is the in- 
tention of this Commission to continue 
in the future, as they have in the past, 
to protect the homes in Newark.

Newark, N. J, November 2, 1925. 

The undersigned, property owners, 
hereby protest against the erection of an 
apartment house. on the lands known as 
No. 569 Mt. Prospect Avenue, Newark, 
New Jersey, in accordance with the plans 
and specifications filed by Henry Rachlin 
with the Builcing Department of the City 
of Newark. 


Both sides of Mt. Prospect Avenue, be- 
tween Berkeley Avenue and Ziwood 
Avenue, are cecupied by costly one-fami- 
ly dwellings, except that about in front 
of Berkeley Avenue there are two apart- 
ment houses which have been built for 
over ten years. 


The erection of this proposed apart- 
ment will greatly depreciate not only the 


property on Mt. Prospect Avenue, but 
on nearby streets between Mt. Prospect 
Avenue and Branch Brook Park. 


The builder of the proposed apart- 
ment house intends to place the same 100 
feet from the easterly line of Mt. Pros- 
pect Avenue, thereby getting within Zon- 
ing District C-50, where tenement houses 
are permitted of not more than fifty 
feet in height. The front part of No. 
569 Mt. Prospect Avenue is located in 
Zoning District E-35, where only private 
dwellings are permitted of not more 
than 35 feet in height. The building of 
the apartment violates the spirit, if not 
the letter, of the Zoning Law. 


All property on the westerly side of 
Mt. Prospect Avenue between Berkeley 
Avenue and Elwood Avenue is restricted 
to a private dwelling for one family with 
appropriate stable or garage. It is an 
injustice that the owners of the property 
on the east side of Mt. Prospect Avenue 
may be permitted to erect apartment 
houses while the owners of property on 
the west side cannot do so. 


The undersigned most emphatically 
protests against the building of said 
apartment, believing that it will depreci- 
ate property all through the surrounding 


neighborhood and opening the doors for _ 


the building of more apartments and 
making a general change in the resi- 
dential character of the neighborhood as 
a place for residences,

Mrs. Briggs: We are very much 
obliged to you and we are willing to do 
everything we can to help you. 


Commissioner Murray: The City won't 
issue the permit unless the courts compel 
them to. 


Miss Thomas: We are only speaking 
for the general neighborhood because we 
have the time to come here. We repre- 
sent the men who own the property 
there. 


Commissioner Howe: On several oc- 


‘casions we have been overruled. You 


might explain that to the ladies here, Mr. 
Congleton, and that is for the benefit of 
the other persons here. 


We have taken nu- 
merous cases up on appeal, and we have 
gone through the Court of Errors and 
Appeals, and have had several decisions 
against us with respect to stores in resi- 
dence districts, and the courts have made 
it very clear that if it is merely a matter 
of a store, and we can't show any other 
facts to show that it is a fire menace or 
injurious to health, we can't succeed. We 
are fighting all the other ones until we 
get a clear decision from the highest 
court of the State, although the Newark 
Evening News seems to feel we have 
abandoned the subject of zoning entirely, 
It is only with stores that we have lost. 
We had three apartment house cases de- 
cided against us yesterday. All ques- 
tions we can go to court on we intend to 
follow up.

Mr. Louis Auerbacher, Jr., 360 Rose- 
ville Avenue: An organization is here 
today, before you, Commssioners, known 
as the Roseville Canal Tube Extension 
Committee, representing the business men 
and property owners of that section of 
the Cityiof Newark known as the Rose- 
ville Section. It has come to our knowl- 
edge that the City of Newark is plan- 
ning, in conjunction with the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Company, to augment the 
transit facilities of the City of Newark 
and that in those plans it is contemplated 


to extend the tubes to the south side of 


Newark. We also understand that the 
Park Place Tube Station is to be done 
away with. We have found no where in 
the reports that have come to our knowl- 
edge anything to indicate provision to be 
made for the Roseville Section of the 
City of Newark, and it is our request this 
morning to be here to urge upon the 
Commissioners of this City to make pro- 
vision in the plans contemplated, for an 
extension of the tubes along the canal 
bed up to the Roseville Section of the 
City. We believe that there is an ideal 
condition there, with the abandoned canal 
to be used for just such transit facilities 
as are needed in the Roseville Section of 
Newark. We believe that if the pro- 
posed plan is adopted, permitting the 
tubes to go to the south end of Newark, 
that it will seriously affect not only the 
convenience of the people, but the valve 
of property in the Roseville Section of 
Newark. 


Mr. Congleton: Do you understand 
that there are not to be stops at Market 
Street?

Mr. Auerbacker: We understand that 
there are stops at Market Street, but the 
Park Place stetion will be done away 
with, and the Roseville people will tave 
to go all the way down to Market Street 
to get transit fecilities to New Yerk. We 
are appearing with another request, and 
that is that the Morris Canal bed should 
not be used for anything else but rapid 
transit facilities. There has been some 
talk that perhzps trolleys would run in 
the canal bed and we are here to protest 
against any such use of the cazal bed. 
We want a rapid transit line, as the only 
proper facility in the form of transpor- 
taticn for the Roseville Section, We be- 
lieve that it would be a proper plar for 
this commissien to consider to have the 
cana] built with retaining walls aad a 
bollevard over it for automobile traffic, 
and the tubes to run under the boulevard, 
to have a subway line running up to the 
Roseville Section of Newark. There are 
a number of citizens, residents af Rose- 
ville and business men up there who are 
here this morning with me, in urging 
these two requests, which I will sum- 
marize as follows: 


1. That the proposed plar. of the

2. We will insist, as our right, that 
the canal bed 5e used only for rapid 
transit facilizies, and not for trolley lines 
or any other mede of transportation.

Mr. Frark W. Long: Members of this 
henorahble Commission, I don’t know that

{ can say very much more than Mr, 
Auerbacher has just said, except to cor- 
roborate what he said,,and to voice my 
sentiment and also thé sentiment of a 
large number of the property owners and 
business men of the Roseville Section. 
This matter, of course, is in its infancy. 
as I understand it, but all things must 
have an infancy, or at least start in their 
infancy, and we feel that by taking this 
matter up with this body at this time 
that it is the proper mode and proper 
procedure to follow.

I don’t think that there are any people 


in Roseville who object to our plan or 
scheme. We have no definite scheme—no 
ways or means by which we desire this 
matter worked out. That is a matter of 
detail which we leave to this body, or a 
body apointed to take care of that par- 
ticular end, but you all know that the 
Roseville Section has grown so rapidly 
that the question of transportation has 
really come to a point where everyone is 
interested, and where we feel that up to 
the present time the needs of the people 
have not been taken care of properly. We 
believe this old canal bed is to be dis- 
posed of in some fashion. I have al- 
ways believed that the canal bed in the 
municipality in which it lies should be 
owned by the City, and I still maintain 
that; nevertheless, that is a matter of 
personal opinion. 


Mr. Congleton: The City Commission 
has thought so, too, and has made appli- 
cation to the State for it, Mr. Long. 

Mr. Long: I am glad to know that. 
This rapid transit scheme will not only 
take care of the Roseville section, but 
will go further. It will go into Bloom- 
field, go through Bloomfield and up to 


the Montclair Section, and probably all 
the way through to Paterson, so that you 
see it would make a nice connecting link 


. between Paterson, and eventually through 


that section to Newark, and eventually 
through Broad Street to Elizabeth, so 
that Newark, in that fashion, would oc- 
cupy a very handsome position. So that 
while we, as I said, are not here for the 
purposeoi telling you just how this 
should be worked out, we are here this 
morning asking you to give consideration 
to our suggestions, and to call upon us, if 
you desire so to do, to give you any as- 
sistance which you may want us to give 
you. With those few remarks I ask you 
to take it under advisement, and consider 
the extension of the old canal as a rapid 
transit facility, and extending over the 
top of this tube, the boulevard. 


Commissioner Howe: Does any other 
citizen which to be heard on the Rose- 
ville matter? ' 


Mr, Wilfred E. Ballard, 172 Roseville 
Avenue: I dont know that I can add 
very much. I am quite a large property 
holder up there and I know we are very, 
much in need of additional transportation 
facilities, and I don’t know of any better 
purpose to which that canal bed could be 
put than to utilize it as a rapid transit 
line, with the boulevard overhead, as sug- 
gested, and with those few remarks I 
think I might leave the matter with you. 


Commissioner Howe: That has been 
the unanimous opinion of the City Com- 
mission. 


Mr. Ballard: Nothing could please us 
any better. 


Commissioner Gillen: I lived in Rose- 
ville tmtil recently, and know the condi- 
tions up there very well. Mr. Congleton 
still resides there. There has been a great 
deal of complaint about transportation in 
the Reseville Section, and the transporta- 


tion on Orange Street, particularly, has 


been very poor. 


Mr. Ballard: It is even worse on 


Roseville Avenue. 


Commissioner Gillen: I think that 
matter should be looked into at once. 
The matter should be referred to Mr. 
Crawford to find out why this service 
has been so inferior recently. So far as 
the canal bed is concerned, it has always 
been my thought, and I have been study- 
ing and discussing that matter for years. 
I was a member of the old Board of 
Trade committee that took that matter 
up years ago. We all thought it would 
be an ideal route for a high-speed transit 
line. I would object now, and forever 
object to the Public Service using it to 
run trolley cars into it from intersecting 
streets, That will never give relief to 
the rapidly growing City of Newark.

A regular meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of Newark, 
N. J., was held on the above date in the 
Commissioners’ Chamber, City Hall, 
Newark, at 11 A. M. 


Present: Commissioners Brennan, Gil- 
len, Howe, Murray. 


Absent: Mayor Raymond. 
Commissioner Howe presiding. 


The minutes of meeting of December 
15th were read and approved. 


Commissioner Howe: Does any citi- 
zen wish to be heard? 


Mr. Thomas R. Fitzsimmons, Riker & 
Riker, Lawyer’s Building, Newark: Gen- 
tlemen:, I represent the J. E. Mergott 
Company, which has a factory on Jeliff 
Avenue, right near No. 359. An appli- 
cation was made to the Board of Adjust- 
ment to permit the erection of a chicken 
market on premises known as No. 359 
Jeliff Avenue, Newark. Last Thursday 
I represented this owner and several 
others, and presented a petition to the 
Board of Adjustment, showing that we 
had as signers the owners of that prop- 
erty in that neighborhood, representing 
taxable ratables of $750,000 worth of 
property who were opposed to this ap- 
plication. I also represented a number 
of tenants who live in houses in that vi- 
cinity who are also opposed to the grant- 
ing of that permit, and the ground ot 
our objection is the fact that it would 
constitute a nuisance and depreciate the 
values of property in that neighborhood. 


Across the street is a candy factory. It 
will mean that candy factory will have 
to move out and all the adjoining prop- 
erty owners feel that the action of the 
Board of Adjustment was unfair, be- 
cause we feel that the Board’s function 
is merely, under the statute, to make an 
adjustment where some hardship prevails. 
Now, in this case, when the application 
was made, at the first, the present owner 
merely had a contract to buy the prop- 
erty and the contract was based on the 
assumption that he would get a permit 
to put up this chicken market. Subse- 
quently they took title, although the deed 
is not on record as yet. A lot of argu- 
ments were presented at the meeting of 
the Adjustment Commission—another at- 
torney representing another number of 
tenants and property owners also ap- 
peared and about fifty or sixty of the 
people in that neighborhood came in per- 
son to the Board of Adjustment. Mr. 
Higgins opposed the granting of the per- 
mit and suggested to the Board that it 
be laid over, and that the City Com- 
mission was also on record against such 
applications as to the one under con- 
sidcration, and he stated that while they 
were not bound by your wishes, they 
certainly ought to respect them, and that 
is the attitude we took; that you are re- 
sponsible to the people for the type of 
government we all want. I seriously qiies- 
tion the constitutionality of the act cre- 
ating the Board of Adjustment—that 
part of the act which gives that board 
power to override the action of the gov- 
erning body. Of course ,we all know 
that zoning has been generally knocked 
into a cocked hat. I don’t believe Mr.. 
Congleton has been licked any more than 
I have on those cases, representing South 


Orange, but the board takes the attitude 
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that they should protect the property 
owners. 


In this case it is not a question of an 
apartment house or a two-family house, 
but it is something that would materially 
affect the people of this neighborhood. 
In addition the deed to that property has 
the following restriction: “That no in- 
toxicating liquors shall be manufactured 
or sold on the premises, no tannery, 
creamery or slaughter house shall be 
maintained thereon, or anything that 
would constitute or create a nuisance.” I 
don’t believe the property owners should 
be forced to the expense of going to the 
Court of Chancery to restrain this 
chicken market.+ I think the tenants who 
live there should be respected. Frankly, 
I could not see by any stretch of the 
imagination how this Board of Adjust- 
ment, in face of this protest which came 
before it last Thursday, could take the 
action it did. It seemed to me unreason- 
able, and Mr. Craster said: “I am rather 
surprised at the strong opposition. 1 
didn’t expect it, and I considered the peo- 
ple over there came to the conclusion it 
was a very nice place for a chicken 
market,” and on top of all that he votes 
to recommend to your board that this ap- 
plication be granted. 


My argument this morning and my re- 
quest to you is this; that the action of 
the Board of Adjustment be not con- 
curred in, and that the Building Inspector 
be authorized to refuse the permit, as 


requested. 


< Commissioner Murray: We have ap- 
parently, I should say that in the case 
of the corporations and the persons op- 
posed, I don’t think this Board has any 


right, and, of course we don’t concur in 
the action of the Adjustment Board. 
They are a separate entity and they do 
not have to consult us. If the fact be 
that the restrictions running with this 
land prohibit this kind of a building why 
go any further with it? Isn’t that suf- 
ficient ? 


Commissioner Howe: I would think 
S0, i 


Commissioner Murray: If the prem- 
ises are restricted to the extent that 
would prohibit the construction of that 
type Si building, the result of that would 
only be that the Board of Adjustment or 
any other board would be foolish to at- 
tempt to put on the premises anything 
which the restrictions forbade, and if Mr. 
Fitzsimmons’ statement is correct I don’t 
know why the city authorities would 
have to be bothered anyway. The land 
protects itself. So far as the constitu- 
tionality of the act appointing or pro- 
viding for the Board of Adjustment is 
concerned, this is not the place to bring 
that matter up. I should think he would 
be safe in his objections if he has this 
language in the deed. We could not vio- 
late those restrictions. 


Mr. Fitzsimmons: I didn’t think the 
property owners should be forced to buy 
a law suit. 


Commissioner Howe: Did you call 
the attention of the Board of Adjustment 
to the fact that that restriction was in it? 

Mr. Fitzsimmons: I told them at the 
time I thought it was true, but I didn’t 
have the facts and could not state it as 
a fact. I was only called into the case 
that day. Since then I have had a 
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search madé and find those restrictions, 
I believe it might have made some dif- 
ference at that time, but even though the 
Board of Adjustment has reached the 
conclusion that this permit should be 
granted, you still have the power to in- 
struct the Building Inspector not to grant 
that permit. I think the burden should 
be upon this “property bootlegger,” who 
took a chance on buying a corner to put 
up an objectionable business. I believe 
the burden should be put on him—not on 
these property owners, who have all this 
valuable property. If the Building In- 
spector refuses a permit the burden is 
on them to bring a mandamus. I believe 
the City Commission should back up the 
property owners and the people who are 
here this morning. ` 


Commissioner Brennan: It is a well 
known fact that this Commission has 
gone on record for the last six or seven 
years as opposed to chicken markets out- 
side of the heavy industrial zones. I 
cannot, for the life of me, see how the 
Board of Adjustment, knowing of the 
attitude of this Commission—and all of 
them are creatures, so to speak, our ap- 
pointees—will go so far as to disregard 
the wishes of the Commission in its 
policy towards those markets, and while 
it may be true that we have no right as 
Commissioner Murray has said, under 
the statute to question their authority 
relative to matters referred to them as 
members of our departments, we cer- 
tainly should have some right as to their 
actions relative to what this Commission 
has time and again placed itself on record 
in opposition to. I know, as one 
member of the Commission, I will 
say this frankly, the man repre- 
senting me and my department on that 


Board has never consulted me either one 
way or the other, but I will find ways 
and means to get somebody on there who 
will be in accord with my wishes, and 
with the wishes of this Commission. 


Commissioner Murray: We haye 
nothing except Mr. Fitzsimmons’ state- 
ments here by which to guage the wisdom 
op lack of wisdom in the action of the 
Adjustment Board. We don’t know what 
evidence they had before them. 


Commissioner Brennan: We can criti- 
cize them to this extent, that they know 
our policy in the past has been unalter- 
ably opposed to the granting of chicken 
market permits. They are not at all un- 
aware of that. 


Commissioner Howe: I might say for 
the benefit of Judge Murray, who is a 
new member of this Commission, that it 
has been the unanimous opinion of this 
Commission in the past to oppose the 
granting of licenses for chicken markets 
in residence districts, and so long as I 
am a member of this Commission I shall 
always be of that opinion, because I can’t 
think of any odor that is more unpleas- 
ant and more annoying than that from 
live chickens. 


Commissioner Murray: Is this a resi- 
dential district? 


Mr. William L. Greenbaum: Light in- 
dustrial district. 


Commissioner Howe: This Board is 
on record as being opposed to chicken 
markets in any but heavy industrial 
districts, and I think that is the unani- 
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mous opinion of the Board on that sub- 
ject. 


Mr. Harold Samandi: I am speaking 
as a colleague of Mr. Fitzsimmons. I 
have before me the minutes of a meeting 
of this Board of Commissioners where 
what you say was very, very well ex- 
pressed by both yourself and Commis- 
sioner Brennan, at a meeting of this 
Commission held in October, 1924. ‘THe 
occasion of it was an application for the 
change of the zone at Thomas and Daw- 
son Streets to a heavy industrial district. 
That time the Board of Adjustment had 
recommended a change. Commissioner 
Brennan put the motion to the effect 
that this Commission not concur in the 
recommendation. At that time Commis- 
sioner Brennan said: “I am not opposed 
to them in the meadows.” And I think 
that is the proper place for them. I 
think you, Mr. Mayor, and Mr. Gillen 
went on record as opposed to such a 
change. 


Commissioner Howe: I recall the in- 


cident. 


Mr. Simandl: The Board of Adjust- 
ment, if they were unaware of the senti- 
ment of this Board, could have easily 
found the sentiment expressed by re- 
ferring to these minutes, as I did, to de- 
termine this, and I think it is no more 
than fair. I represent a man by the 
name of Rosenberg, and all his tenants. 
He has been served with notice by his 
tenants that they are going to move from 
the property. He has two six-family 
houses together, adjacent to this pro- 
posed market. He has been served with 
notices by his tenants telling him they 
are going to move out.- That man pays 


taxes on ratables of about $100,000. I 
think he has a right when he builds a 
house to feel that as the Board has re- 
peatedly rejected applications of the same 
kind in anything but heavy industrial 
districts, that this Board will be consist- 
ent, or its juniors, and I speak of the 
Board of Adjustment when I use that 
phrase, should be consistent and follow 
out the policy of their superiors, this 
Board, who are answerable to the public. 
I submit I can’t conceive how this per- 
mit should go through. 


Commissioner Brennan: I would like 
to ask if the City Clerk has a report 
from the Board of Adjustment on this? 

Mr. Egan: Nothing in writing. 


Mr. Winters, 411 Jeliff Avenue: I 
object to a City employe who is handling 
a real estate transaction of this kind for 
this property. I don’t think a City em- 
ploye, who is paid by the taxpayers 
should come before this Board and make 
a speech in favor of a chicken market, 
even in a semi-residence district. 


Commissioner Howe: To whom do 
you refer? 


Mr. Winters: Mr. McGee admitted 
he handled the real estate transaction. 


Commissioner Howe: To my knowl- 
edge Mr. McGee is not an employee of 
this City, and you might apologize for 
the remark you made. l 


Mr. Winters: I am sorry. I do apolo- 
gize to the Commissioners. 
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Commissioner Howe: You might 
apologize to Mr. McGee. 


Mr. Winters: I apologize to you, Mr. 
McGee; I thought you were a city èm- 
ployee. 


Mr, Daniel McGee: Mr. Mayor, I am 
just a layman with a license to sell real 
estate and I don’t presume to know any- 
think about law, but I do assume my 
rights to answer óne statement which the 
eminent counsel of Riker & Riker, my 
eminent friends, made. He said that I 
misrepresented the facts, and I must say 
that is a misstatement—that before my 
client bought the property I addressed a 
letter to thirty-nine City taxpayers, with- 
in two thousand adjacent feet north, 
south, east and west of the property, and 
asked them if my client bought that 
property and wished to utilize it as a 
chicken market, would they object, and, 
Mr. Mayor, not one of them sent a de- 
rogatory reply. More than that, to the 
other eminent counsel, the illustrious 
Simandl, and the petitioners he repre- 
sents, may I say in my office I have a 
record that five—five of the rent payers 
in that particular house—signed a peti- 
tion to the eminent Board of Adjustment 
asking them for convenience sake to put 
a chickent market there; either they 
don't know what they are about, or they 
are influenced by someone. 


Mr. William L. Greenbaum: Mr. 
Mayor and gentlemen of the Board, I 
represented the applicant at the time the 
application was presented to the Board 
of Adjustment. This gentleman, who 
got up there and said he owns a 
p-operty at 411 Jeliff Avenue, objected. 


That property is beyond Hawthorne Ave- 
nue, over a block away. .That is a big 
block, about six or eight hundred feet 
away from the place where this market 
is supposed to be. Mr. Simandl says 
that his client has ratables running up 
to about one hundred thousand dollars. ’ 
I took the trouble of having the tax as- 
sessments on these different properties 
searched, and I assume Mr. Simandl rep- 
resents the man who is at 306 Peshine 
Avenue. 


Mr. Simandl: And other properties in 
the immediate neighborhood. ` 


Mr. Greenbaum: Mr. -Rosenberg’s 
wife was here on Thursday before the 
Board of Adjustment and she said he 
owned 306 Peshine Avenue. I find they 
are assessed at $7,500 and not $100,000, 
as Mr. Simandl would have you believe. 
I am simply giving you these items to 
show you the exaggerated statements the 
opposition is making. I feel, in justice to 
my client and to the Board of Adjust- 
ment, and to you gentlemen here, you 
ought to know something of what trans- 
pired at that meeting. We also went to 
the trouble of having photographs made 
of the section, and, gentlemen, there is 
not a residence on that block, from Run- 
yon Street to Hawthorne Avenue, noth- 


ing but factories and.empty lots. There 
are the photographs. Here is a map 
showing the exact situation of that lo- 
cality. There are no residences ou that 
block. 


Commissioner Howe: That doesn’t al- 
ter the question, because where there 


might be two persons living in a house, 
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there might be a factory either adjoin- 
ing it, or across the street from it in 
which there might be hundreds employed. 


Mr. Greenbaum: Those people are not 
ebjecting. 


Commissioner Howe: It is possible 
the employer is objecting on behalf of 
his employees. 


Mr. Greenbaum: What their motives 
are l don’t know. Before we made this 
application we sent out letters. I can 
give you the names of several persons to 
whom we sent these letters, and there 
was not one reply. I don’t know whether 
you gentlemen are familiar with the fact 
that we have a chicken trust here in 
Newark. The minute anybody wants to 
get in that business the trust gets on the 
job and it is through them that most of 
the objection is made. They feel they 
have a divine right to run the chicken 
business in Newark, and nobody else has, 
and the minute anybody wants to come 
in they gct on the job. . 


This is a Hght industrial district. We 
went to the trouble of notifying these 
owners. We also propose, if we are per- 
mitted, to put up a modern chicken mar- 
ket, modern in every respect—everything 
in the last word—in accordance with the 
sanitary law, and with the rules of the 
Goard of Health, and, in closing, I want 
to say this that this Board of Adjust- 
ment, after hearing us considered the 
matter carefully, ] suppose, and in their 
wisdom thought it would be right to 
grant this permit. These gentlemen, on 
the other side, were here and I want to 

< wow. Mer. Fitzsimmons said nothing 
about restrictions at the time of that 


hearing. It may have made some dif- 
ference with the Board. If they have 
any rights to their restrictions they can 
go in the Court of Chancery and get an 
injunction. They are assuming it is go- 
ing to be a nuisance and I submit my 
client will conduct this business in a man- 
ner absolutely satisfactory to the health 
and safety of the people, and he is a 
taxpayer atid should be considered also. 
If he conducts the business properly he 
should be permitted to go on, and, inas- 
much as the Board of Adjustment has 
granted this permit, I don’t think their 
judgment should be interfered with. 
They have heard the case entirely. 


Commissioner Brennan: What is the 
use of wasting all day on this hearing? 
There will be no permit given for a 
building of that kind on that site until 
the courts so order. I shalt instruct the 
Building Superintendent to refuse to is- 
sue a permit for a chicken market on 
that site until the court shall so order. 


Mr. Greenbaum: I shall apply to the 
court immediately, Director Brennan. 

Commissioner Brennan: Go right 
ahead, Mr. Greenbaum. 


Commissioner Brennan introduced the 
following ordinance, and moved its 


adoption on first reading:
